Work On $650,000 Dorm Begins October 1 
As Library, Fieldhouse Are Completed 

A $650,000 dormitory for* 


men will be the next big con¬ 
struction project at Bradley, 
beginning almost immediately. 

Three weeks before the Oct. 20 
dedication of the new library, 
ground should be broken for this 
long-needed campus structure, to 


house 300 men students. Its loca¬ 
tion will be along Main street, 
between Institute and South Elm¬ 
wood avenue, and along Elmwood 
toward the gymnasium. 

In building it, Bradley trustees 
are demonstrating their faith in 


the continued support of gener¬ 
ous friends of the university. 
They do not have at hand the 
money for this project, but they 
are going ahead. That is how 
urgent they consider the need to 
be for more dormitory space, if 
Bradley is to maintain its pres¬ 
ent size. 

Unwilling to launch a general 
campaign for funds now, the 
trustees have decided to borrow 
60 per cent of the cost and to 
finance the project locally, says 
George L. Luthy, chairman of the 
board. The other 40 per cent will 
come out of Bradley’s none-too- 
plentiful capital funds, with the 
hope that it will be replaced very 
soon by the generosity of friends 
of the university. 

Postponing the dormitory 
building program until money 
is raised for it would be a mis¬ 
take, the trustees believe. Such 
a delay would fail to make the 
most of Bradley’s present pres¬ 
tige, which is keeping its en¬ 
rollment high despite decreases 
at other Midwestern colleges 
and universities. Without more 
adequate housing, Bradley will 
not continue to attract students 
in numbers enough to maintain 
its enrollment near the maxi¬ 
mum limit of 3,250. 

As functionally modern and 
attractive as the new library 
building, with no funds to be put 
into mere trimmings, the dormi¬ 
tory has been designed by Emer¬ 
son, Gregg & Briggs, who also 
planned the library. 

To be built in an L-shape, along

'49-'50 Marked By Superlatives, 
New Records, President Says 


‘This has been a year of breath-taking superlatives and 
records, in the size of both the undergraduate and graduate 
student body, in the number and variety of courses offered, 
in the improvement of campus facilities, and in the number 
of both bachelor's and graduate degrees granted last spring.” 


This statement of President 
Owen accurately summarizes the 
academic gains this year at Brad¬ 
ley. Numerous other gains are 
reflected. 

Eighty-two cultural, intellectual 
and sports events brought more 
than 400,000 persons to the new 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse 
this year. Last month, Bradley 
first opened the doors of its mod¬ 
ern library to summer school 
students. But the completion of 
both the Fieldhouse and the beau¬ 
tiful million dollar air conditioned 
library are only two of the rea¬ 
sons why this has been the great¬ 
est year in the history of Bradley. 

The regular college enroll- 
this year wa p ^695 and 
the total enrollment in all divi¬ 
sions, including part-time stu¬ 
dents, totaled 7,860. At Brad¬ 
ley’s 63rd commencement exer¬ 
cises, bachelor’s degrees were 
awarded to 1,028 seniors, the 
largest graduating class in the 
school’s history. There were 
also 97 candidates for master’s 
degrees, and one for the Uni¬ 
versity’s first doctorate. 

Courses are now offered lead¬ 
ing to master’s degrees in art, 
economics, education, English his¬ 
tory, international studies, mod¬ 
ern language, political science, 
psychology, social studies, sociol¬ 
ogy, speech, chemistry, education, 
industrial arts education, math¬ 
ematics, physics, general busi¬ 
ness, accounting, and marketing. 

Graduate courses are offered 
also in biology, philosophy, phys¬ 
ical education, and social work. 
Programs of study leading to the 
Doctor of Education degree are 
offered in education and in indus¬ 
trial education and to the Doctor 
of Philosophy degree in educa¬ 
tion. 

By action of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees, the regular undergraduate 
enrollment of full-time students, 
effective in September, will be 
restricted to 3,250. President 
Owen pointed out in his annual 
report that this restriction, 
coupled with an increase in the 
number of freshman applications 
over the number at a comparable 
date one year ago, will insure a 


higher standard in the selection 
of the freshman class. 

Both graduate and under¬ 
graduate students are coming 
to Bradley, increasingly, not 
only from all parts of this 
country, but from all corners 
of the world, including, this 
year, China, India, Iran, Iraq, 
Yugoslavia, Italy, Germany, 
Poland, Cuba, Puerto Rico, 
Hawaii, Brazil, Ecuador, Argen¬ 
tina, Norway, Turkey, the East 
Indies, and the Canal Zone. 
The list of applicants for next 
year indicates that the cosmo¬ 
politan nature of the student 
body will be even more notice¬ 
able than during the current 
year. 

Owen, in his report, also ex¬ 
pressed the school’s appreciation 
for the generous support of civic- 
minded individuals, business and 
industrial concerns, alumni, fac¬ 
ulty, and students which made 
possible the completion, in one 
year, of the first two major build¬ 
ings erected on this campus. He 
added that he hoped the library 
and fieldhouse were just a begin¬ 
ning of a program for providing 
a more adequate physical plant 
for the university. 

“Every effort is being made to 
solve the most urgent among 
current building needs—that of 
student residence halls. And 
progress will some day be made 
toward providing for other 
urgent needs, including addition¬ 
al classroom facilities and a stu¬ 
dent union building,” the presi¬ 
dent said. 

Intercollegiate athletic teams 
won two of the four major cham¬ 
pionships in the Missouri Valley 
Conference, in basketball and 
baseball, and placed second in a 
third sport—track. 

Student publications and 
musical groups achieved new 
standards of excellence. The 
Speech Department not only 
again sponsored the Midwest¬ 
ern Invitational College Speech 
Tournament, one of the largest 
of its kind in the country, but

Main and Elmwood, the two-sec¬ 
tion structure will have four 
stories and a basement recrea¬ 
tion area. The exterior will be of 
light buff brick and stone, such 
as that used so effectively in the 
library on Bradley avenue. 

Special feature of the design 
is the house plan being fol¬ 
lowed. Every 18 men will have 
a “house'' of their own, includ¬ 
ing their group livingroom as 
well as their bedrooms and a 
general shower and toilet room. 
Each group will be able to live 
as a smaller, friendlier, better- 
knit “family" than would be 
possible under mass dormitory 
conditions. Plans show four 
such lounges on each floor, 
each one measuring about 20 
by 26 feet. 

A slightly larger main floor 
lounge is included, at the central 
entrance at the Main and Elm¬ 
wood corner. On the other end of 
that entrance hallway will be a 
campus entrance, in addition to 
other exterior doorways at either 
end of the L. On the floors above 
the central entrance hall will be 
a glassed passageway connecting 
the two buildings. 

Also on the main floor will be 
an apartment for the dormitory 
director and his wife. 

Dormitory bedrooms, measur¬ 
ing 12 by 13 feet, will be equipped 
for two men each. Every double 
room will have two single beds, 
a night table, two desks, two 
chests, and a large double closet. 
There will be 16 or 20 single 
rooms in the entire structure, 
each about 9 by 13 feet. 

Unless more funds become 
available soon, this dormitory 
will go no farther at present. 
The plans include, however, at 
an additional $100,000 cost, a 
cafeteria seating 300 people at 
one time and a general lounge 
for dormitory social events and 
for other campus uses. 

Bradley officials hope to add 
this portion, on the south end of 
the Elmwood avenue side, when¬ 
ever it is financially possible. The 
cafeteria would lighten the load 
on the present smaller dining 
room serving the entire campus, 
and the large lounge has long 
been needed for various campus 
activities. 

“We feel it is vital to go ahead 
with our dormitory program," 
says Mr. Luthy. “Harper Hall 
holds about 100 men, and we have 
practically no other regular dor¬ 
mitory accommodations for men 
students. There is a tremendous 
need to care for a greater per¬ 
centage of the freshman class, 
especially. Even this new build¬ 
ing will not meet all our dormi¬ 
tory needs, for both men and 
women students. Other projects 
must follow as they can be prop¬ 
erly financed." 

Originally it was thought 
that Bradley would borrow 
some money for dormitories 
under the Federal Housing act, 
but recent restrictions on such 
loans have eliminated that pos¬ 
sibility. Local financing was 
then agreed upon, as a venture 
dared because the trustees be¬ 
lieve that friends of Bradley 
will demonstrate their belief in 
the university by continuing 
and increasing their financial 
support. 


Two. dreams came true this 
year for the Bradley family when 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse 
was completed last fall and the 
new library was finished during 
the summer. 

Both structures culminated 
years of efforts by the Univer¬ 
sity administration, faculty, 
students, alumni and friends 
of Bradley, and both buildings 
represent the “last word" in 
modern construction for educa¬ 
tional purposes. 

Drastic need for the Field- 
house was shown in a survey 
of activities over a six-month 
period. From its opening on 
December 6, to Commencement 
on June 12, more than 400,000 
people attended 82 major events 
in those brief six months. 

Even more drastic need was 
demonstrated for the library, 
and the new million-dollar, air- 
conditioned structure represents 
the latest in library design and 
construction. 

Fluorescent lighting is used 
throughout the building, as 
well as stainless steel and 
aluminum fittings, linoleum 
tile flooring, acoustic ceilings, 
a book-service elevator, display 
cases, and many special rooms 
available for students, faculty 
and Peoria groups. 

Outstanding is the Wycoff 
room, completely paneled in oak 
and furnished with comfortable 
chairs and tables for maximum 
enjoyment of library facilities. 

The Packard room also will be 
available for seminar groups and 
small meetings. The Lincoln 
room will house the extensive 
collection of Lincoln material 
generously given to Bradley by 
Martin L. Hauser of Peoria, a 
Lincoln historian. 

Other rooms will house the 
new offices of the Bradley 
National Alumni association 
and the vice-president of the 
university, A. G. Haussler. 
English department members 
will have desks in the English 
wTiting laboratory for aid to 
students. 

On the library’s first floor, 
students can use a special type¬ 
writer room where machines will 
be available for typing of notes 
and themes. Also, on the first 
floor is the completely modern 
audio - visual aids rooms for 
movies, slides, strip films, re¬ 
cordings, and projectors. The 
room will be available for all 
Bradley faculty members. 

Fieldhouse construction fea¬ 
tures include the specially- 
designed floor, described as 
one of the best lighted playing 
floors in the nation, the mod¬ 
ern foyer, and “Hall of Fame," 
wash rooms and shower rooms, 
theater-type seats, and so de¬ 
signed that every one of the 
8,300 spectators has a clear, 
unimpeded view’ of the floor. 

Virtually all of the departments 
are receiving various types of 
new equipment and supplies, of 
which no mention is made here. 
The following list of improve¬ 
ments is merely an indication of 
those which are being made in 
nearly all departments. Particu¬ 
lar emphasis is given here to de¬ 
partments in which there have 
been physical changes or a great 
deal of new equipment. 

Biology—Three large new mod¬

ern laboratories. These will occu¬ 
py much of the space formerly 
occupied by the library. Two of 
them will replace the former 
laboratories in Siepert Hall but 
will be larger than the labora¬ 
tories which they are replacing, 
and a third laboratory is entire¬ 
ly new, for advanced work. 

Geology-Geography—Two new 
classrooms /tdg&her with ade¬ 
quate storage space, offices, 
work rooms, and book shelves, in 
what formerly was the library 
annex. 

Women's Gymnasium — Exten¬ 
sive remodeling to enlarge the 
gymnasium floor by 33 per cent 
and to permit new and more 
adequate office space will be 
completed. 

Chemistry—An additional re¬ 
search laboratory with proper 
equipment and entirely new 
office space. 

Physics—A new lecture room, 
with large instructor’s demon¬ 
stration table, of the latest de¬ 
sign, and new equipment, new 
flooring throughout physics lab¬ 
oratory and lecture rooms. 

Psychology—A variety of new 
testing and experimental ma¬ 
terials. 

Art—A new large sculpture 
studio in Siepert Hall, permitting 
exclusive use for ceramics of the 
present ceramics-sculpture stu¬ 
dio. Also, a new etching studio 
in Siepert Hall is being complet¬ 
ed, with provision for additional 
faculty offices. 

Men's Gymnasium — New tile 
showers throughout the gym 
are being added. Redecoration 
of swimming pool, with new 
beach chairs; refinishing of main 
gymnasium floor. 

Wigwam Cafeteria—Extensive 
refurnishing, including entirely 
new blond wood tables and chairs, 
with tables to seat four to six 
persons. Also new” steam tables 
and kitchen equipment and new 
Bradley crest chinaware. 

Home Economics—New class¬ 
room for design, new “deep 
freeze" unit, new asphalt tile 
flooring in foods room, and other 
new equipment.

won national honors in the in¬ 
tercollegiate debates in which 
it participated. 

Some one hundred student 
organizations were chartered in 
an orderly and complete fashion, 
and more than two hundred lec¬ 
tures and other special events 
were conducted. 

The .development of the Office 
of Student Services, with its 
comprehensive testing and coun¬ 
seling program and its four cor¬ 
rective clinics contributed both 
to the more intelligent selection 
of incoming students and to the 
better guidance and retention of 
students, once they are enrolled 
at this university.

Registrar's Office — Complete 
new I. B. M. equipment for all 
student records and grades. 

Robertson Fieldhouse Auditor¬ 
ium—New bleacher boards and 
foot boards, brightly painted, 
painting of wash rooms and lock¬ 
er rooms. 


Placement Bureau of its Office 
of Student Services, is attempt¬ 
ing more earnestly than ever be¬ 
fore to assist its graduate stu¬ 
dents in securing suitable em¬ 
ployment. An important feature 
of this effort has been the publi¬ 
cation of two placement bro¬ 
chures for distribution among 
prospective employers, contain¬ 
ing individual photographs and 
pertinent personal data on each 
senior seeking employment. 

Representatives of 42 firms 
have visited the campus to inter¬ 
view graduates. If graduates 
and alumni keep their contacts 
active with the placement bureau, 
these services will continue to be 
available to them. 

The Humanities division in¬ 
stituted a new Bradley literary 
quarterly, the first of which 
was printed this summer; and 
the English Department issued 
the first freshman literary 
magazine this year. 

“An unusually fine spirit of co¬ 
operation and enthusiasm on the 
part of students," said Owen, 
“has been typified by the rapid 
strides which have been made by 
the Student Council and various 
faculty and alumni organiza¬ 
tions.” An active Student Council 
this year proposed a student 
court, improved school elections, 
conducted a highly successful 
World Student Service Fund 
drive, and inaugurated a faculty 
rating system. 

The adoption of a faculty 
rating system emerged as a re¬ 
sult of lengthy consideration by 
a joint faculty-student commit¬ 
tee. The basic purpose of the 
plan lies in the aid which may 
be given in the improvement of 
instruction by student rating. 

Owen summarized, “With the 
continuation of the understand¬ 
ing, loyalty, and devotion which 
have been demonstrated during 
the past year, the future of this 
university is bright. Its destiny 
is such that we may all look 
upon it with increasing pride as 
it plays its role in the advance¬ 
ment of our American democratic 
society and our world civilization 
in the years ahead."

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New Methods, Machines Speed 
Registration For All Students 

Modern methods of educational administration and ma¬ 
chines will do about everything but home work for Bradley 
students next year. 

When the new student starts his spin through the regis¬ 
tration line in Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse, he will move 
like an automobile on the assem-* 
bly line. Bradley’s system of 


registration has been improved 
over the years, and Registrar 
Asa A. Carter says the process 
will be further streamlined this 
year. 

Efficiency will not be sac¬ 
rificed in the interest of speed. 


First, the student will go to 
his dean or counselor to fill out 
a trial program. Here he will be 
advised what to do and what not 
to do. His high school records 
will be there to assist the coun¬ 
selor. 

Next stop is the ticket clerk 
where class tickets will be ob¬ 
tained by showing the trial pro¬ 
gram to the clerk. 

After inspectors examine class 
tickets and trial programs, they 
are taken to the counselor for his 
signature. Then there is a group 
of checkers to make another 
check of the materials. 

If the student is a veteran, 
he goes to a representative of 
the Veterans Administration. If 
not a veteran, the student goes 
to the cashier. 

He is now ready for his pass 
book—a handy little gadget 'with 
which he can see the nationally 
famous Bradley Braves in action 
on the fieldhouse basketball 
court. 

Next, the registrant will stick 
out his chest and have his lungs 
X-rayed as a precaution against 
tuberculosis. 

It won’t be long now. 

Someone near the end of the 
line will ask the registrant for 
his church preference. And now 
he will have his picture taken. 
This picture will be mailed to the 
student in several days for 
attaching to his passbook. 

Carter reported that the coun¬ 
seling system for registration 
has been changed this year. In 
the past the deans have been 
burdened with the task of both 
counseling and registering stu¬ 
dents. But this year the deans 
will act solely as a counselor. 
Every student must present his 
trial program to his dean for 
approval. 

“The dean will have all the 
necessary records there,” Car¬ 
ter explained. “He will be 
ready to advise what to do and 
what not to do. They will be 
especially vigilant to see that 
no students take courses un¬ 
less they have the proper foun¬ 
dation for them.” 

When the registration lines are 
cleared, university officials and 
staff members will be faced with 
the mountainous task of getting 
student records in order. 

For this work, the university 
has several new IBM machines 
which will turn out complete 
records in a fraction of the time 
previously required. 

Then the new student will be 
tested by one of the many ma¬ 
chines recently acquired by the 
Office of Student Services. These 
machines are designed to help 
students improve their reading 
ability and speech.

Student Services To Conduct 
New, Expanded Test Program

This year's freshman class will* 
benefit from one of the most 
unique programs in American 
colleges—a psychological testing 
program developed by the Office 
of Student Services. 

Dr. Leo Bent, director, recently 
announced the program had 
operated in its first year with 
sufficient success to prove itself 
an important adjunct of Bradley 
facilities. He said the hearing, 
vision, reading, and speech pro¬ 
ficiency of many freshmen had 
been increased by the tests and 
resultant counseling. 

The program, which began 
with last year’s freshman class, 
will be stepped up this year. 
Several of the latest machines 
in the psychological field have 
arrived for use in testing new 
students. 


This equipment includes two 
new reading rate controllers, de¬ 
signed to measure reading abili¬ 
ties; and two near-point tachisto- 
scopes, designed to measure con¬ 
centration and comprehension. 

Of course, a problem can’t be 
solved until recognized. So after 
the tests are administered, cer¬ 
tain students will have an oppor¬ 
tunity to improve themselves. 
They can increase their reading 
speed and consequently reduce 
their required hours of study. 

After a session with one of the 
tachistoscopes, a student may be 
referred to a class where he can 
increase his ability to study and 
understand what he studies. 

Since vision testing is a valu¬ 
able device that has been ne¬ 
glected in secondary schools, 


Bradley has provided facilities 
for testing the vision of new 
students with an orthorator. 
Handicapped students are re¬ 
ferred to their own eye doctors 
for correction. 

The office has a pure-tone au¬ 
diometer to test hearing. There 
are also several pieces of equip¬ 
ment to test speech. 

The tests are backed up with 
a broad program of classes to 
improve deficiencies. There is 
also a large-scale counseling pro¬ 
gram. 

This testing program is an 
important part of the over-all 
freshman counseling program 
and is utilized throughout the 
student’s university career,” Dr. 
Bent explained. 

He pointed out that the teach¬ 
ing loads of 17 especially quali¬ 
fied teachers had been reduced 
so they could serve as freshman 
counselors. 

Each freshman is assigned a 
counselor and during the first 
semester meets with his coun¬ 
selor in a group once each week, 
and individually with him as the 
student desires. The week’s coun¬ 
seling meetings are devoted to 
special problems of freshmen, in¬ 
cluding orientation to school, 
study habits, vocational prob¬ 
lems, as well as social and per¬ 
sonal problems. The second se¬ 
mester the students meet with 
counselors on an individual basis 
only, in order to plan their uni¬ 
versity program for four years 
and to discuss any personal mat¬ 
ters deemed desirable. 


I. B. M. Machines Will Speed Grade Reports 

Regardless of what a student’s*----- r 


Regardless of what a student’sf 
academic record may be in the 
future, the registrar’s office at 
Bradley University will now make 
it available within 48 hours after 
the professor turns in a grade. 

This has been made possible 
with the installation of an Inter¬ 
national Business Machine punch 
card system for processing stu 
dent records. Four machines re¬ 
cently installed in the registrar’s 
office will now do the work pre 
viously done by several persons 
and accounting machines. 

The punch card system will 
greatly increase the speed of pro¬ 
cessing and maintaining student 
grades, attendance records, and 
other background information, 
according to Registrar Asa A. 
Carter. 

“Students will receive their 
grades within 48 hours after 
they are turned in by the profes¬ 
sors,” he explained. “And this 
report will include the grade, 
credit, honor points, and the 
semester’s grade point average.” 

Carter added that the IBM 
machines would also handle 
attendance reports—a procedure 


which would keep a better tab 
on class cuts. This work has 
been done by the Office of Stu¬ 
dent Services in the past. 

He also disclosed that the ma¬ 
chines would be used on some 
of the records kept in other de¬ 
partments. 

The four machines include a 
puncher, a verifier, a sorter, and 
a tabulator. The puncher makes 
a rectangular hole in a card, indi¬ 
cating certain information. 

Another machine, the verifier, 
then checks the original punches, 
and the cards are filed away. 
In the case of grades, they are 
immediately noted and sent to 
the student. 

Any time any of this informa¬ 
tion is needed, the sorter is 
hauled out and the cards inserted 
in it. 

Then comes the important 
phase of the operation. This 
sorter will eject any cards with 
the desired information, the rest 
of the cards being sent to an¬ 
other part of the machine. 

This step enables the clerks 


is 


to compile in a few seconds lists 
of students within certain grade- 
point ranges, students of certain 
religious denominations, students 
with a certain number of ab¬ 
sences, or any other pertinent 
information. 

Then the cards are run through 
a tabulator where the desired in¬ 
formation is printed. 

Carter said the system 
almost error-proof. 

“It will provide more and bet¬ 
ter services to the students and 
faculty members,” Carter contin- 
ued “Now we have machines 
that will do in a few seconds 
what it used to take several 
people hours to do.” 

Miss Donna Jenkins will oper¬ 
ate the complicated mechanisms. 
To prepare for the task, she had 
to attend the IBM school in down¬ 
town Peoria for five weeks. 

So don’t stand in the registrar’s 
office and argue about future 
grades. If you do argue, you 
must argue with the machines 
and it’s difficult to prove them 
wrong.

1949-50 Athletic Highlights 

I. In its second year of competition in the strong Missouri 
Valley conference, Bradley won two of the four major champion¬ 
ships and placed second in another major sport. 

2. Bradley was ranked the nation’s Number One basketball 
team in the final Associated Press poll and led the poll the last 
three weeks of the season, the overwhelming choice as the 
nation’s Number One team. 

3. Bradley’s football team scored a 14-0 win over Ripon’s 
defending Midwest conference champions; registered spectacular 
19-7 and 20-18 victories over Washington & Jefferson and Louisiana 
Tech, respectively, both of which had beaten the Braves in their 
last previous meetings; walloped North Central conference cham¬ 
pion South Dakota State, 32-7; and whipped the St. Louis University 
Billikens of the Missouri Valley, 29-7, or by a greater margin than 
that by which Detroit downed St. Louis. 

4. Halfback Bob Flanagan of the football team raced 96 yards 
for a touchdown in the Louisiana Tech game on Sept. 24 and this 
run stood up throughout the entire season as the longest rushing 
gain in the country. Flanagan placed 26th in the nation in individual 
rushing ahead of such stars as Kyle Rote of Southern Methodist, 
Johnny Kerestes of Purdue, Jerry Krall of Ohio State, Emil Sitko 
and Larry Coutre of Notre Dame, Gil Stephenson of Army, Billy 
Bye of Minnesota, and many others. Quarterback Buck Stamp of 
the Braves was the nation’s second leading field goal kicker, boot¬ 
ing three during the season. 

5. Quarterback Gib Carl of the football team placed 35th 
in the nation in forward passing or ahead of such stars as Harry 
Agganis of Boston U., Charley Justice of North Carolina, Don 
Burson of Northwestern and Arnold Galiffa of Army. Carl 
was named to the second All-Missouri Valley conference team, 
while teammates Flanagan, Harry Arp, Ralph Barclay and Bill 
Bushell received honorable mention. 

6. The Braves won the Missouri Valley conference basketball 
championship and finished the season with a conference record of 
11 victories and one loss. The team defeated the University of 
Kansas, Big Seven representatives, for the District Five NCAA 
championship and beat UCLA, Pacific Coast conference champions, 
and Baylor, Southwest conference representatives, for the Western 
Regional NCAA crown. 

7. Bradley’s basketball team compiled an enviable 32-5 
won-lost record and made collegiate basketball history, along 
with City College of New 7 York, by earning the right to play in 
the finals of both the National Invitational and National Colle¬ 
giate (NCAA) tournaments. The Braves placed second in the 
1949 Sugar Bowl Tournament. 

8. Paul Unruh was selected on every Collegiate All-America 
basketball team, including Look, Collier’s, Helms Foundation, Asso¬ 
ciated Press, United Press and International News Service.

Jack Heintzman, star high jumper, won the Missouri Valley 
title for the second straight year; won or placed in virtually 
every major meet from coast to coast; was one of three high 
jumpers named to the 1949 All-America track team; and tied 
for first place in the National AAU meet to earn an 85-day 
South African trip as a member of a 10-man American squad. 
Grieve, hurdles ace, was the high point man in the Missouri 
Valley conference meet; won the Texas and Southern Relays 
high hurdles championships; placed in virtually every major 
meet from coast to coast; and also w r as invited as one of the 
10 Americans to make the South African trip. 


Joe Stowell also graduated. 

Returning for the Braves will 
be such brilliant performers as 
Gene (Squeaky) Melchiorre, 
Charley (Bud) Grover, Bill Mann, 
Elmer Behnke, Aaron Preece, 
Jim Kelly and Fred Schlictman. 
The first five players named will 
be seniors. Kelly and Schlictman 
will be juniors. 

In addition there are several 
returning squadmen, including 
Don Alford, Deno Melchiorre, 
Jack Hills, Clarence Christe, Don 
Schnake and Dick Mize.

Although the Braves will be 
strong again, the opposition will 
be much stronger.

Coach Hank Iba of Oklahoma 
A&M warned his opponents that 
last year was the time to beat 
the Aggies. The Cowpokes are 
now ready to roll after a year of 
rebuilding. 

Tulsa has virtually its same 
team back and the Golden Hurri¬ 
cane came within a whisper of 
knocking off the Braves last 
year. St. Louis U., Bradley’s 
arch conference rival, will be 
strong with such aces as Fred 
Kovar, Ray Sonnenberg and Bill 
Gardiner. 

Rennicke Back 

Johnny Rennicke, leading scor¬ 
er in the Missouri Valley last 
year, will make Drake a threat 
and Wichita will be tougher as 
the sensational Johnny Frieders- 
dorf continues to improve. 

Houston, newest member of 
the Valley, gave Bradley a tussle 
in the 1949-50 opener and was in 
the running for the District 7 
NCAA berth at the close of the 
campaign.

year’s regular enrollment of 
3,695, there will be an increase 
in night school. 

1,028 seniors comprised the 
largest graduating class in the 
school’s history last spring. Ap¬ 
proximately 600 freshmen are ex¬ 
pected to register today and to¬ 
morrow. 

Also included among the regis¬ 
trants will be approximately 275 
transfer students from other col¬ 
leges and universities. 

The great noticeable change in 
enrollment is in the ratio of men 
to women students in the fresh¬ 
man class. Of the approximately 
600 frosh to register, about 250 
are women. This ratio of 2.4 men 
to every female is more favorable 
(According to the men) than last 
year’s overall campus ratio of 
about 5 to 1.

ETS Announces 
Dates Of Graduate 
Examinations 

Tests of the Graduate Record 
Examination, required of appli¬ 
cants for admisison to a number 
of graduate schools, will be ad¬ 
ministered at examination centers 
throughout the country four 
times in the coming year, Educa¬ 
tional Testing Service has an¬ 
nounced. During 1949-50 nearly 
13,000 students took the GRE in 
partial fulfillment of admission 
requirements of graduate schools 
Which prescribed it. 

This fall candidates may take 
the GRE on Friday and Satur¬ 
day, October 27 and 28; in 1951, 
the dates are February 2 and 3, 
May 4 and 5, August 3 and 4. 
Since the GRE is not required by 
all graduate schols, ETS advises 
each student to inquire of his 
prospective school whether or not 
he is expected to take the test 
and, if so, on which dates. 

The GRE tests offered in these 
nationwide programs include a 
test of general scholastic ability, 
tests of general achievement in 
six broad fields of undergraduate 
study, and advanced level tests 
of achievement in various subject 
matter fields. According to ETS, 
candidates are permitted several 
options among these tests.

Students To Receive Issue 
Of Campus Literary Magazine 


Approximately 150 Foreign Students Enter Bradley This Fall 


Bradley students this week are* 
taking their first look at the 
“Bradley Quarterly,” campus lit¬ 
erary magazine. The magazine is 
being released to students for the 
first time during registration. 

The magazine is an all-univer¬ 
sity project and does not belong 
to any particular department. 
The editorial staff for the maga¬ 
zine represents various colleges 
of the University. 

Only contributions from grad¬ 
uate and under-graduate stu¬ 
dents were accepted, and were 
judged on originality, style, and 
sound literary and artistic value. 

The editorial screening was 
done by a board of student and 
faculty judges. Most of the ma¬ 
terial for the publication is 
obtained from various depart¬ 
ments such as the English, 
Journalism and Art Depart¬ 
ments. 

Dr. Sue Maxwell, faculty direc¬ 
tor, stated that the first issue is 
free. Also that the Bradley Quar¬ 
terly will not contain advertise¬ 
ments, and will be purely literary. 

The Quarterly will be pub¬ 
lished annually and all students 
are eligible to submit literary 
contributions to the editorial 
staff. 

Members of the staff include 
Bob Pille, senior, sports writer 
for local papers, and social 


studies major; Eugene Soch, 
junior, humanities major; Jack 
Duggins, senior, economics; Lois

Returning Students 
Will Miss Presence 
Of Math Teacher 

Numerous Bradley students re¬ 
turning to campus this fall will 
probably miss the familiar, pleas 
ing smile of Leonard W. Miner. 

Mr. Miner, 42, BU mathematics 
professor, died July 11 from a 
heart attack. He was found dead 
in bed at 6:30 a. m. at his home. 

Mr. Miner was an honorary 
member of the Lambda Chi 
Alpha fraternity. He was also a 
member of the Episcopal church. 

He came to Bradley in Septem¬ 
ber, 1947. He was born in Manila, 
P. I., August 29, 1907, a son of 
Clarence and Maxine Crosiar 
Miner. He received his bachelor 
of science degree at Northwest¬ 
ern University and his master’s 
degree in 1942 there. 

His mother, Mrs. Maxine Miner, 
died several weeks ago, Septem¬ 
ber 5, after a lingering illness of 
heart trouble. 


Bradley University’s enroll¬ 
ment of foreign and overseas stu¬ 
dents number more than 150 
this year with the entrance 
of about 50 new students, ac¬ 
cording to Raymond Strand, 
director of admissions. 

These students will come from 
all comers of the globe, including 
one from behind the Iron Cur¬ 
tain. The latter is a youth who 
escaped from Russian-controlled 
Lithuania. 

There is a sharp rise in enroll¬ 
ments from ‘south of the border.” 


For instance, 18 Puerto Rican 
students have enrolled. 

Other countries represented in 
the new enrollment are Nigeria, 
2; Liberia, 1; Mexico, 5; Argen¬ 
tine, 1; Ecuador, 1; Venezuela, 
1; Canal Zone, 3, Panama, 1; and 
Poland, 1. 

Hawaii has sent its usual 
large number of students, seek¬ 
ing a Bradley education. 

These new foreign and over¬ 
seas students will join the rapid¬ 
ly expanding foreign colony at 


Bradley University. They will be 
assisted by a special faculty com¬ 
mittee designed to help them ad¬ 
just themselves to the university 
and community life. 

Lawrence Lew, head of the po¬ 
litical science department, directs 
this committee’s work. He plans 
social activities that bring togeth¬ 
er foreign students from through¬ 
out the world. And he provides 
them opportunities to participate 
in American institutions, enabling 
the mto better understand Ameri¬ 
can culture.

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President Owen Announces Final Steps 
In Bradley's Reorganization Program 


Final steps in the reorganiza¬ 
tion of Bradley from a polytech¬ 
nic institute to a fully-recognized 
university have been completed 
and new college formations have 
been announced by President 
David B. Owen. 

Three new colleges — Com¬ 
merce, Education, and Engineer¬ 
ing — have been formed within 
the framework of the university. 
Formerly listed as schools under 
Bradley and Laura colleges, the 
new colleges now will have inde¬ 
pendent status. 

A new College of Liberal Arts 
and Sciences has been created, 
combining Bradley and Laura 
Colleges. It will have six divi¬ 
sions : humanities, human rela¬ 
tionships (social studies), science 
and mathematics, home econom¬ 
ics, physical education, and the 
School of International Studies. 

Existing colleges of industrial 
arts (Bennett) and Fine Arts will 
remain intact as will the Peoria 
Junior College. The graduate di¬ 
vision will now be called the 
Graduate School with Dr. Ray 
Lepley serving as dean. 


Setting up of the new system 
was not contemplated under the 
original plan for establishing 
Bradley as a university in 1946. 
At that time, Bradley and Laura 
colleges were organized to handle 
the majority of students. Only 
those interested in fine arts, in¬ 
dustrial arts, pre-professional and 
terminal programs were enrolled 
in individual colleges. But with 
Bradley’s continuing growth, ad¬ 
ministration officials feel that 
students can be served better 
under more specialized registra¬ 
tion, Owen’s announcement 
stated. 

Arthur E. Gault will transfer 
as head of Bradley College to 
dean of the College of Liberal 
Arts and Sciences. Dr. Olive B. 
White, will continue as Dean of 
Women for the entire university 
and will ^register most of the lib¬ 
eral arts women. Miss Jean 
Hosafros will become head of the 
department of women’s physical 
education. 

A. J. Bergstrom will serve in 
dual capacity as head of the 


men’s physical education depart¬ 
ment and director of athletics. 
Miss Beatrice Benson and Dr. 
Alexander Baird will continue as 
dean of the Home Economics di¬ 
vision and director of the School 
of International Studies, respec¬ 
tively. 

Deans of the new colleges will 
remain the same: Robert Jamie¬ 
son, Commerce; Russell Gibbs, 
Engineering; and M. E. MacDon¬ 
ald, Education. Dr. E. H. Dum- 
mer will have a new title as Di¬ 
rector of the University Library. 
Raymond E. Strand is Director 
of Admissions, succeeding Dr. W. 
B. Philip, who will assume duties 
as counselor on the administra¬ 
tive staff. 

Chester Zebell was named as¬ 
sociate director of the office of 
student services, remaining as 
assistant to Dr. Leo G. Bent. Er¬ 
nest B. Freed has been named 
permanent director of the School 
of Art and Charles C. Crookshank 
succeeds C. M. Hewitt as head of 
the department of automobile 
and aeronautics.

★ Four important national and 
regional groups of business and 
professional societies will con¬ 
verge on the campus this fall for 
their annual meetings. The meet¬ 
ings will include business execu¬ 
tives, librarians, psychologists, 
scientists, and forensic groups. 
Some of the meetings, lasting 
from one to three days, will in¬ 
clude up to 1,000 persons. 

The Mid-west conference of the 
National Association of Foremen 
will attract the largest crowd. 
Robert A. Jamieson, dean of the 
College of Commerce, said more 
than 1,000 foremen would meet on 
the campus November 18 to dis¬ 
cuss modem methods of manage¬ 
ment. 

The foremen will occupy the fa¬ 
cilities of the Robertson Memorial 
Fieldhouse, the gymnasium, and 
the chapel. 

More than 500 librarians are 
scheduled to visit the campus 
while the Illinois Library Assoc¬ 
iation is having its annual con¬ 
vention in the Pere Marquette 
Hotel. Dr. Heyse Dummer, direc¬ 
tor of the Bradley library, said 
the librarians would be given a 
tour of the new million-dollar air- 
conditioned library. 

The Illinois District Planning 
Conference starts October 27. Mn- 
nicipal and other planning offi¬ 
cials will come from throughout 
Illinois for this three-day confer¬ 
ence. 

The Illinois section of the Amer¬ 
ican Association of Physics Tea¬ 
chers converge on the campus Oc¬ 
tober 27-28. Approximately 50 
Physics Teachers are expected, 
according to Chalmer N. Patter¬ 
son of the Bradley Physics de¬ 
partment, chairman of the meet¬ 
ing. 

Bradley’s fourth Annual Invi¬ 
tational Speech tournament is 
scheduled for the weekend of No¬ 
vember 17-18 on the Bradley cam¬ 
pus.

The Missouri Valley Conference 
Press Association was formed at 
Bradley last Friday and Satur¬ 
day, the organization meeting be¬ 
ing held on this campus. The con¬ 
stitution was drawn up and of¬ 
ficers elected.

Bradley History Professors 
Study History In The Making 

History taught at Bradley University doesnt come out 
of books. It's taught by several men who were there and 
helped make the history. 


When Yervant A. Heghin teaches history of the Middle East,, 
he often speaks from memory. He lived there when wars and rev¬ 
olutions switched territory with*—- 


the frequency of a Florida real 
estate boom. 

Then there is Lawrence Lew, 
who teaches the history of the 
Far East—his native land where 
he witnessed the rise and decline 
of the Chinese revolution. 

And Dr. Erwin Van Allen has 
a practical approach for his 
course in Current European Prob¬ 
lems. The European problems of 
the past several decades were his 
own personal problms. 

These men had a ringside seat 
for history's making. They were 
drawn into the swift currents of 
a tumultous age. 

Heghin was a young man in 
Armenia when the Ottoman Em¬ 
pire began shaking apart at the 
turn of the century. From the 
little city of St. Paul's birth, his 
front porch was like Madison 
Square Garden . . . except there 
was more blood. And the pleas¬ 
ant little professor had more than 
a passing interest in a series of 
revolutions and wars. 

He sa wthe Turkish massacre 
of the Armenians in 1895 . . . 
again in 1909. By the time the 
1915 revolution and third massa¬ 
cre rolled around, he was an ac¬ 
tive revolutionist for democratic 
government. 

He stalked in the shadows of 


death for several years, always a 
few feet ahead of his would-be 
killers. 

When Heghin teaches the dem¬ 
ocratic concept of history, he 
knows what he is talking about. 
He remembers the autocracy and 
atrocities of the Ottoman Em¬ 
pire. 

When he teaches about free¬ 
dom, he knows the price. His en¬ 
tire family was wiped out by the 
Ottoman Turks. 

As a young man, Lew watched 
the ebb tide of another autocratic 
government — the Manchus in 
China. He witnessed the dawn of 
democratic government in China 
and the concomitant revolution. 
And he was there for the sunset 
of the Nationalist government, as 
the Communists came over the 
northern hills. 

Lew played a role in the demo¬ 
cratic development of China, first 
as a student representative for 
China at the Washington Navel 
Conference in 1922. In 1932 he 
served on the League of Nations 
commission of inquiry that in¬ 
vestigated the Japs' entry into 
Manchuria. 

At Bradley he teaches interna¬ 
tional relations and political sci¬ 
ence — subjects enriched with ex¬ 
perience in European relief, in 
addition to his Far East exper¬ 
iences.

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Law School Admission Test To Be Given At 100 Centers 


The Law School Admission test, 
required of applicants for admis¬ 
sion to a number of leading Amer¬ 
ican law schools, will be given at 
more than 100 centers through¬ 
out the United States on Novem¬ 
ber 18, 1950, and on February 24, 
April 28, and August 11, 1951. 
During 1949-50 8,100 applicants 
took this test, and their scores 
were sent to 92 law schools. 

A candidate must make separ¬ 
ate application for admission to 
each law school of his choice and 


should inquire of each school 
whether it wishes him to take the 
Law School Admission test. Since 
many law schools select their 
freshman classes in the spring, 
preceeding their entrance, candi¬ 
dates for admission to next year’s 
clases axe advised to take either 
the November or the February 
test, if possible. 

The Law School Admission test, 
prepared and administered by 
Educational Testing service, fea¬ 
tures objective questions measur¬ 


ing verbal aptitudes and reason¬ 
ing ability rather than acquired 
information. According to ETS it 
cannot be ‘‘crammed” for. Sample 
questions and information re¬ 
garding registration for and ad¬ 
ministration of the test are given 
in a Bulletin of information. 

Bulletins and applications for 
the test should be obtained four 
to six weeks in advance of the de¬ 
sired testing date from Educa¬ 
tional Testing service, P.O. Box 
592, Princeton, N.J.

The Student Council, which is 
in charge of all campus elec¬ 
tions, has established certain 
rules to govern these elections. 
The council’s aim is to bring 
about more democratic and 
efficient school elections here 
at Bradley. 

According to Don Doty, SC 
election’s committee chairman, 
the following rules must be 
observed: 


All voters must present their 
passbooks in order to vote in 
the election. No campaigning, 
electioneering, or check-off will 
be allowed in the Tepee on the 
day of voting. 

Sound trucks, public address 
systems, or loudspeakers will 
not be allowed. No signs or 
posters are to be tacked, 
stapled, nailed, or taped to any 
of the University Buildings, in¬ 
side or outside. The same ap¬ 
plies to the trees on the campus 
or to any of the University 
Bulletin Boards. 

Any unsportsmanlike conduct 
(such as destroying opponents’ 
signs) or violation of the above 


regulations shall be sufficient 
reason for disciplinary action.

On the floors above a glassed 
passageway will connect the sec¬ 
tions. Additional lounges can be 
found on the other floors—four 
to a floor. Basement area will 
be used for recreation rooms. 

Cafeteria 

Although funds are not avail¬ 
able now for any additional con¬ 
struction, plans have already 
been drawn up to enable Bradley 
to add a cafeteria which could 
seat 300 people at one time, and 
a general lounge for use by the 
cafeteria. The lounge and cafe¬ 
teria are needed at Bradley, but 
the two would cost an additional 
$ 100 , 000 . 

According to MacMillan, these 
plans will be carried through as 
soon as it is financially possible 
with the additional part being 
added to the south end of the 
Elmwood avenue side.

Circulation Dept. 
Starts Dual Plan 
In New Library 

With the opening of the new 
library building, a twofold system 
has been established for the Cir¬ 
culation Department. 

Under this system, according to 
Dr. E. Heyse Dummer, director 
of the Library, a student may 
either get a book from the stacks 
himself or have an attendant get 
the book for him by presenting a 
call slip, completely filled out, at 
the Circulation desk. All books 
must be checked out at the charg¬ 
ing desk before the student leaves 
the library. 

Students may study or may use 
books in the 000 to 900 classifica¬ 
tion on all three floors of the li¬ 
brary. Bound and unbound peri¬ 
odicals are to be used only on the 
third floor in the periodical read¬ 
ing room. 

With the exception of current 
issues, periodicals are shelved in 
open stacks. Back issues may be 
obtained in two ways: Students 
may find their periodicals in the 
stacks, or they may get help from 
the librarian. Current issues must 
be obtained from the librarian. 

No periodical material should 
be reshelved by the students. 
Current issues must be returned 
to the circulation desk, and bound 
issues are to be left on the tables. 

Books on closed reserve will be 
shelved behind the Circulation 
desk. These books may be used 
in the library during the day and 
checked out for overnight use 
only. 

Books on open-shelf reserve 
will be shelved in a special sec¬ 
tion provided for this purpose on 
the main floor. These books will 
be arranged according to instruc¬ 
tor and course. Attendants at the 
Circulation desk will direct stu¬ 
dents to these shelves. 

Loose issues of periodicals may 
be checked out over-night, but 
bound issues do not circulate. 
Books from the stacks will be 
charged out for three weeks. A 
fine of 5 cents per day is charged 
for each book overdue.

Although Buck Stamp has not scored a touchdown yet this 
year, he ranks third in the MVC scoring for all games played this 
season. Buck has 24 points on 9 conversions and 5 field goals while 
John Bright of Drake, in first place, has 36 on 6 touchdowns. 

The all time varsity record for field goals was set in 1912 when 
Charles Bricley of Harvard kicked 13 in one season. Bradley’s 
Buck Stamp is well on his way to that mark as he has kicked 5 
out of 5 attempts in his first two games. 

However, the most outstanding field goal performance was 
accomplished by Forest Peters of Montana State in 1924. Peters 
kicked 17 field goals in a single game, but the record did not stand 
since he was only on the freshman squad. 

Brickley of Harvard also holds the record for field goals in 3 
years of varsity competition—34. The longest field goal was 
booted by James Haxall of Princeton—65 yards. Frank Acker of 
St. Louis kicked 64 points-after-touchdown in 67 attempts in 1906 
and this still stands as the record. 

The latest addition to the Bradley basketball schedule, the 
DePaul Blue Demons, runs the total to 32 games. The Braves will 
invade the Chicago Stadium on Dec. 9 much to the joy of Chicago 
sport writers and Stadium business officials.

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SC Organizes University Court; 

Sets Up Student Traffic Regulations 



A Need For Parking Regulations? 


How would you go about finding parking space for 1800 
cars within walking distance of Bradley classrooms? 

This is the problem which the newly-organized Univer¬ 
sity court will attempt to solve. In order to meet this situa¬ 
tion, certain rules and regulations have been composed. 


These regulations include: 

1. All students should have 
registered their cars during the 
week of registration. 

2. Students should obtain li¬ 
cense plates by next Tuesday for 
their cars. These may be secured 
at Bradley Hall, where a desk 
will be open from 9 until 5 on 
Monday and Friday. 

3. When the metal car tag, 
which must be obtained tomorrow 
or Monday, is turned in, the 
driver’s dollar assessment will be 
refunded. 

4. Violators of any of the traf¬ 
fic regulations will receive tick¬ 
ets. The fines are five dollars 
for cars not registered, two dol¬ 
lars for parking at the ends of 


the boulevard in the red and 
white areas, for breaking the 10- 
mile speed limit, and for parking 
in restricted areas. 

5. Fines are to be paid in the 
business office. A student may 
appeal to University Court con¬ 
cerning any fines by placing his 
name and phone number in the 
student council box in Bradley 
Hall or the student council mail 
box in the office of student serv¬ 
ices. 

6. The student will thereby be 
notified when and where he can 
appeal. If after he has received 
his summons, he fails to appear 
in court, the student will be 
barred from classes. Both faculty 
and students come under the 
jurisdiction of the court.

Editorial 

The campus traffic situation has created 
one of the greatest problems with which 
Bradley has had to cope. Numerous solu¬ 
tions have been suggested, tried, and have 
failed. 

The Student Council in its attempt to 
solve the situation has recently organized a 
University Court. 

The adoption of this court at Bradley has 
emerged as a result of lengthy considera¬ 
tion by joint faculty-student committees. 
Through efforts on the part of an active 
student council, much progress has been 
made on campus in connection with the 
solving of student problems. 

In many of the nation’s leading universi¬ 
ties, the mere suggestion of anything so 
liberal as a student court would be rapidly 
squelched by both faculty and administra¬ 
tion. Bradley’s student council has not only 
mentioned the idea of a court, but has re¬ 
ceived full approval from President Owen. 

The University Court, consisting of five 
students and four faculty members, has now 
been organized and will assume duties im¬ 
mediately. Although it will now deal mainly 
in solving traffic problems, other campus 
issues will later come under its jurisdiction. 

This proposed court has not by any means 
been perfected. Many of the details and 
weaknesses in its organization will have to 
be ironed out. These problems can not be 
foreseen, but will be discovered and solved 
only through actual functioning of the 
court. 

The success of this student governing 
body will depend entirely upon two factors: 
the attitude of faculty members and the 
attitude of the student body. 

It is to each student’s own benefit that he 
co-operate fully with the SC in order to 
make this court a workable and permanent 
campus organization. 

This is our opportunity to prove to faculty 
and administrative officials that they are 
turning over previous duties to a competent, 
efficient student body.

S. and make it more amply serve 
the needs of each individual stu 
dent. 


Representing Bradley, Joseph 
Smith, Student Council NSA 
chairman, took part in the dis¬ 
cussions on Student Council, 
mainly the field of “Student Gov¬ 
ernment Administration and 
Techniques.” 

The commission studied vari¬ 
ous student problems in attempt 
to promote beneficial aids for 
students. Along with cultural ac¬ 
tivities, it has a purchase card 
system, whereby students’ ex¬ 
penses are lowered. 

At Bradley, through the NSA, 
a faculty rating system has been

Representa¬ 
tive Smith has been able to bring 
back various ideas of student im¬ 
provement that were obtained at 
the Ann Arbor meeting. 

Smith feels that the informa¬ 
tion gathered through the discus¬ 
sion “will help us solve some of 
our own problems.” This will in¬ 
clude an aid to students in cut¬ 
ting the cost of living expenses. 

The plan is similar to that of 
last year only the whole opera¬ 
tion is set down in more detail 
with many of the faults of last 
year’s program removed. 


Campus Projects 
Promote Interest 
In Amendment 

Bradley has organized several 
projects to promote interest in 
the Gateway amendment which 
will face Illinois voters in the 
general election November 7. 

The amendment is designed to 
make it easier to amend the Illi¬ 
nois Constitution, which has re¬ 
mained unchanged since 1908. 

Political science students in 
several Bradley classes will act 
as poll watchers at the various 
polling places during election day, 
according to Dr. Loren Beth, 
Bradley instructor in political 
science. These students will see 
that election officials give the 
voters proper instructions. 

Dr. Clara K. Mawhinney, head 
of the Bradley speech depart¬ 
ment, announced that a group of 
speech students had volunteered 
to address local groups on the 
rateway amendment. 

If approved, the amendment 
would require the approval of 
two-thirds of those voting on the 
particular amendment, or the 
majority of all persons voting at 
the election, whichever number 
is less. 

At present, a constitutional 
amendment can be adopted only 
if a majority of the persons 
voting at the election mark their 
ballots for the amendment. Fail¬ 
ure to vote counts as a vote 
against the amendment. 


Control System 
To Be Installed 
In New Library 

At a special library committee 
meeting called last week by Pres¬ 
ident Owen, it was decided to con¬ 
fine the Wyckoff Room to the 
use of seniors, graduate students, 
and faculty. Personnel, designa¬ 
ted by the Student Council, will 
enforce the new rule. All other 
students are invited to use the 
Browsing room on the mezzanine 
floor, southeast corner, and a sim¬ 
ilar area comfortably furnished 
in the lower floor reading room. 

It was also agreed that since 
the open-shelf system has been 
adopted, it would be advisable 
to install a control system aimed 
at the prevention of taking books 
out of the building without hav¬ 
ing them checked. This type of 
system is in use in libraries 
throughout the country. 

Accordingly, all users of the 
reading rooms will have to pass! 
a control desk, located in the lob-' 
by near the main doors and at* 
the lower terrace door, where at¬ 
tendants will check library books 
to see whether they have been 
properly checked out at the cir¬ 
culation desk. The new system 
will go into operation as soon as 
equipment and personnel can be 
obtained. 

The committee also favored re¬ 
serving an area in one of the 
reading rooms for exclusive use 
of faculty engaged in research.

3,284 Enroll 

Out of a total daytime enroll¬ 
ment of 3,284 undergraduate stu¬ 
dents, Bradley university has en¬ 
rolled 2,493 men, compared to 684 
women. 

With the close of registration 
last week, Bradley enrolled 793 
freshmen, 803 sophomores, 628 
juniors, and 647 seniors. Also en¬ 
rolled were 276 graduate stu¬ 
dents. 

By colleges, the undergraduate 
enrollment includes: Bennett (in¬ 
dustrial arts), 398 men; com¬ 
merce, 801 (734 men, 67 women); 
education, 127 (55 men and 72 wo¬ 
men); engineering, 421 men; fine 
arts, 264 (152 men and 112 wom¬ 
en); liberal arts and sciences, 977 
(659 men and 318 women); junior 
college, 189 (74 men and 115 wo¬ 
men, including, 94 nurses).

Rockets Coached 
By Bob Snyder 

Bob Snyder, highly regarded 
as one of the country’s top T-for- 
mation experts, will attempt to 
spoil Bradley’s 1950 Homecoming 
as he leads his Toledo Rockets 
against the Braves Saturday foot¬ 
ball. Snyder is in his first year as 
head football coach of the Rock¬ 
ets and will be out to make 
amends for last week’s one point 
heartbreaking loss to the U. of 
Dayton. 

After starring at Ohio Univer¬ 
sity, Snyder compiled an enviable 
record in pro football with the 
Pittsburgh Steelers, Cleveland 
Rams, and Chicago Bears. He 
helped Frank Leahy install the 
T-formation at Notre Dame in 
1942 and served as backfield 
coach of the Los Angeles Rams 
before becoming head coach in 
1947. 

Snyder also assisted Jeff Cra- 
vath at Southern California, and 
in 1949, he was named assistant 
coach of the Green Bay Packers 
gefore coming to Toledo. 

With 19 sophomores on this 
year’s squad, Snyder will have the 
same lack of experience problems 
that face Coach Art Bergstrom. 
Toledo, for the most part, will use 
the two platoon system, relying 
primarily on a versatile, hard- 
running offense. 


For the Braves it could mean 
the breaking of a two-game los¬ 
ing string and an inspirational 
boost that may carry them 
through the remainder of the sea¬ 
son, while the Rockets will be 
anxious to spoil Bradley’s 27th 
Homecoming with a Toledo suc¬ 
cess that would add to their own 
prestige. 

In the 26 previous Homecoming 
games the Braves of the past 
have established a very impres¬ 
sive record, winning 19 while 
dropping only 6 contests. But as 
far as the Braves and the Rock¬ 
ets are concerned, they have met 
twice previously with Toledo 
coming out on top both times. 

In 1941 the Rockets won 14-6 
spoiling not only an undefeated 
season for the Braves, but also a 
possible bid to appear in the Sun 
Bowl. In 1942 the Toledo crew 
edged out another victory by the 
slim score of 14-13. 

Toledo features a powerful of¬ 
fense led by speedy halfbacks Ed 


Burgin and Jim Hays. The quar¬ 
terback slot is filled by a tricky 
and skillful Bob Aubry. They have 
a powerful, hard-hitting line with 
an average of 198 pounds. De¬ 
fense is led by Captain Denver 
Beck and Jim Gasiorowski. Beck 
is a 6-foot, 3 inch, 215 pound tac¬ 
kle and Gasiorowski is a 200- 
pound center. 

The Braves will welcome back 
to the active list fullbacks Fred 
Parks, Jim Heiniger and Bob 
Kumpf, who were injured earlier 
in the year. Coach Art Bergstrom 
also is hopeful that Guard Mor¬ 
gan Downing will be sufficiently 
recovered from injuries to play. 
First string Guard Ken Wells of 
Bradley has been added to the in¬ 
jury list following a shoulder se- | 
paration in a practice session, and j 
will be unable to play.

The papooses went out in 
front in the third quarter when 
Roy Quiriconi combined with 
Tom Garrison on a pass play.

Testing Machine 

Bradley University’s College of 
Engineering has ordered a $5,000 
concrete testing machine that 
will add a vital engineering facil¬ 
ity to the Peoria area and expand 
the engineering curriculum at 
Bradley. 

Dean Russell E. Gibbs of the 
College of Engineering announc¬ 
ed yesterday the hudraulic com¬ 
pression testing machine would 
provide the first service of this 
nature to local builders. Previous¬ 
ly they have had to send con¬ 
crete specimens to Chicago for 
testing. 

“It used to take one week and 
considerable extra expense to get 
specimens tested,” Gibbs ex¬ 
plained. “With the new machine, 
tests can be made in a few hours. 
The machine will be placed in the 
basement of the engineering 
building. Trucks can bring their 
concrete specimens down a ramp, 
have them tested, then drive 
away several hours later.”

Grad School Lists 
Highest Enrollment 
In Bradley History 

The graduate school, which was 
founded in the summer of ’45 
with 12 students, has hit a higher 
mark in enrollment every year. 

Two-hundred and sixty-one stu¬ 
dents are now enrolled in the 
graduate school of Bradley, 32 of 
whom are working for their doc¬ 
tor’s degree. 

The year 1949-50 more than 
doubled the previous year with 
243 students. Probable reasons 
for the slim increase in enroll¬ 
ment this year, according to Dr. 
R. Lepley, dean of the graduate 
school, are the draft and the dis¬ 
continuance of the GI Bill next 
year. 

The number of fields in which 
graduate work can be done has 
also greatly expanded. The first 
year, master’s degrees were of¬ 
fered in four fields—chemistry, 
education, sociology, and indus¬ 
trial arts education, with the pos¬ 
sibility of some graduate work 
in English, political science, his¬ 
tory and mathematics. 

The school has steadily grown 
and now offers masters’ degrees 
in 24 fields, and doctors’ degrees 
in three. 

Chest Drive 
Is Extended 

With $350 still short of the 
quota, it was announced by Loyal 
G. Tillotson, Dean of Community 
Relations, that the Community 
Chest campaign has been extend¬ 
ed until Monday. 

The drive, scheduled to end on 
Monday, was lengthened to facili¬ 
tate those who have been too 
busy or those who have not had 
the opportunity to contribute.

Students 
and faculty members not having 
these plates in sight beginning 
Monday, will be fined five dol¬ 
lars.

Violators of any of the traffic 
regulations will receive tickets, 
and be- fined two dollars for 
parking at the ends of the boule¬ 
vard in the red and white areas, 
for breaking the 10-mile speed 
limit, and for parking in front of 
B Hall.

A student may 
appeal to the University Court 
concerning any fines by writing 
his name and phone number and 
an explanation of his case and 
dropping it in the student coun¬ 
cil box in Bradley or Seipert Hall.

Dejection 

Homecoming Is 
Big Success; One 
Flaw—Braves Lose 

A high-spirited Bradley Home¬ 
coming crowd of 8,800 had their 
victory hopes dampened last Sat¬ 
urday afternoon, when a surpris¬ 
ingly tough Toledo eleven handed 
the Braves a 32-20 defeat at Ex 
position Gardens. It was the first 
time a Bradley team had suffered 
two Homecoming defeats in suc¬ 
cession. 

Bradley’s faulty tackling and 
weak air defense enabled the hard 
driving Toledo eleven to take a 
25-7 halftime advantage. The 
Braves snapped out of their leth¬ 
argy in the second half, but it 
was a futile bid as the Rockets 
had enough momentum to breeze 
through to a two-touchdown win.

“Tulsa’s coming.” That’s the watch word around the 
Bradley campus this week as the Braves await a powerful 
Golden Hurricane eleven for their Saturday night game at 
Exposition Gardens. Tulsa brings the greatest name in col¬ 
lege football ever to hit Peoria, and excitement mounts as 

*fans eagerly await the in¬ 
vaders. 

This is the same famous Tulsa 
school that has been almost syn¬ 
onymous with great football in 
the Southwest for many years. 
The Hurricanes have made fre¬ 
quent bowl trips led by such 
stars as Glenn Dobbs, Clyde La- 
Force, and Perry Moss. Okla¬ 
homans are not a bit reticent 
about their desires for a major 
bowl bid this season. This fact, 
coupled with their frustrating tie 
Saturday with Detroit, in which 
they out-rushed and out-passed 
the 1949 champion Titans, should 
put them in fine shape to unleash 
their tremendous attack. 

Tough Foe 

Bradley still has vivid mem¬ 
ories of the humiliating 55-6 de¬ 
feat suffered at Tulsa last year 
and will be out for vengeance 
Saturday, but prospects of an 
injun scalp seem remote. The 
Tulsans will enter the game as 
heavy favorites to dump the 
Braves; however, Bradley has 
everything to win and nothing 
to lose. 

The reason is obvious. The 
green, undermanned Braves must 
oppose a team with a wealth of 
size, speed and depth. Coach 
Buddy Brothers squad has every¬ 
thing from excellent passing, 
built around Ron Morris, who has 
completed over half of his tosses 
this year, to a fine running 
attack featuring a host of hard 
charging backs. Leading the 
array are Jumpin Jake Roberts 
and Jack Crocker. Other bone 
crushers are Dub Graves and the 
Whitman brothers. Roberts, a 
powerful runner, is second only 
to national offense leader John¬ 
ny Bright of Drake in conference 
rushing statistics. 

Forward Wall 

In the line Tulsa has a harder 
charging group than the boys 
who ripped such huge holes in 
Bradley’s front wall last year. 

The team is sprinkled with new 
talent up from last year’s terrific 
frosh squad, which frequently 
spanked the potent varsity in 
scrimmage. 

Tulsa employs a split T forma¬ 
tion, often using a spread line. 
They use variations of the single 
wing in their back field, which 
makes for deceptive ball hand¬ 
ling. Their ground attack can be 
devastating. 

Bradley will be making its sec¬ 
ond conference go of the season, 
and will try to end its three 
game losing streak. Tulsa, pre¬ 
season choice to rule the Missouri 
Valley loop, will be out to re¬ 
peat last year’s avalanche over 
the Braves.

This could be accomplished through out¬ 
right money contributions or in an indirect 
manner. For instance, last spring a ver f 
successful and profitable carnival was held 
in order to obtain money for a World Stu¬ 
dent Service Fund Drive. 

It’s something to think about.

Braves Lose

Tulsa’s Golden Hurricane roar¬ 
ed into Exposition Gardens last 
Saturday night and literally blew 
Bradley’s Braves over with a 
crushing 74 to 7 victory. 

It marked Bradley’s fourth 
straight defeat and was also the 
worst licking administered in 
modern football history on the 
hilltop. Together with the 34 to 
6 loss to Wichita two weeks ago, 
Bradley now has a 0-2 record in 
Missouri Valley Conference play. 

Outside of a second period score 
on a Bobby Watson to Bill Tut¬ 
tle aerial, Bradley was complete¬ 
ly bottled up. A fast, hard charg¬ 
ing Tulsa line held the Braves 
to 22 yards on the ground com¬ 
pared to 312 yards given up by 
Bradley’s forward wall.

On the bright side, Bill Tuttle 
moved into first place in the Mis¬ 
souri Valley pass reception de¬ 
partment. By snaring four passes 
for 81 yards, Tuttle now has col¬ 
lected 473 yards on 18 receptions, 
22 yards more than Tom Beine- 
mann of Drake.

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Library Collection Reflects 
Early Growth Of Aviation 

One of the most complete collections of early aviation 
periodicals has been donated to the new Bradley university 
library by a World War I flier. 

The collection given by L. R. Renegar of Peoria, Illinois, 
includes 277 issues of 12 different periodicals. They were 
published between 1911 and* 


1924. 

The donor was one of the early 
aviation enthusiasts who braved 
the “wild blue yonder” to add 
another dimension to travel. He 
was one of the first Peoria flyers 
beginning in 1909 and quitting in 
1920. 

“A check of current periodical 
listings shows that this is one 
of the most complete and unique 
of the early collections of avia¬ 
tion journals,” Miss Olive I. Mor¬ 
row, assistant director of the 
Bradley library, reported. 

The list includes Aero and 
Hydro, Aviation, Air Service 
Journal, Aero, Aeronautics, Aerial 
Age, Flight Flying, Fly Maga¬ 
zine, Air Craft, Air Travel, Air 
Scout, and Aerial Age Weekly. 

These magazines reflect the 
early growth of aviation in an 
amusing and interesting manner 
—amusing in the light of current 
talk about a 70-group air force, 
and interesting in the historical 
development from the Wright 
Brothers’ feat at Kitty Hawk, 
N. C., to trans-Atlantic jet flights. 

The aged magazine pages are 
a memorial to the spirit with 
which early aviators faced the 
problems of g e 11 i n g “flying 
crates” to stay in the air. 

Take, for instance, the talk of 
the aviation world on July 13, 
1912. On that date Aero and 
Hydro reported that J. Hector 
Warden “will make a non-stop 
flight from Mendota, Ill., to 
Buda, Ill., a distance of more than 
45 miles.” 

That was about the time the 
great powers were beginning to 
think of the airplane as a weapon 
of war, and universities were add¬ 
ing aviation courses to the curric¬ 
ulum. Aero and Hydro reported 
on Nov. 12, 1911, that Italy had 
started an air force with 23 men. 
The same issue showed a picture 
of an Italian plane scouting Turk¬ 
ish troops in the war between 
Italy and Turkey. 

Earlier that year, Kansas uni¬ 
versity started its first instruc¬ 
tion in aviation. A month earlier 
the same magazine reported that 
Anthony Jannas and Bert Berry 


had made the first parachute 
jump at St. Louis. 

But flying then was a danger¬ 
ous diversion. The casualty rates 
were high. J. W. Mitchell was 
complaining that enough men 
could not be obtained for flying. 

The aviation journals also in¬ 
clude accounts of plane perform¬ 
ances in World War I, forming 
an interesting contrast to World 
War II. 

The Reneger collection will be 
utilized by Bradley students tak¬ 
ing courses in aircraft and air¬ 
craft engines, and air navigation 
and meteorology. 


C. N. Patterson 
To Review Book 

Professor Chalmer N. Patter¬ 
son will be the reviewer on the 
Bradley Book hour tomorrow af¬ 
ternoon in the Wyckoff room of 1 
the new library. 

Free to students and public, 
the program includes a social 
half hour at 4 p. m. in charge of 
Mrs. C. M. Hewitt and the book 
discussion hour at 4:30 p.m. 

Professor Patterson, who came 
to Bradley in 1947, will review 
“The Autobiography of Robert 
A. Millikan,” published last 
spring. Unique in its accomp¬ 
lishments, and in the times in 
which it was lived, Dr. Millikan’s 
life remains in some respects a 
typical American success story. 

Dr. Millikan, known as the dean 
of American physicists, is a Nobel 
Prize winner, who taught former¬ 
ly at the University of Chicago 
and is now connected with Cali¬ 
fornia tech. 


A. G. Haussler 
Lectures At 
Itoo Event 

Vice-president A. G. Haussler 
was the principal speaker last 
Sunday evening at the 22nd An¬ 
nual Itoo society supper, one of 
the main civic events each year. 
The event broke all previous rec¬ 
ords with an attendance of ap¬ 
proximately 4,500. 

Speaking on “America’s Fitness 
to Survive,” Mr. Haussler praised 
the society for its high type cit¬ 
izenship marked by active inter¬ 
est and whole-hearted support for 
betterment of the community. 

He paid special tribute to the 
late Anthony LaHood and Wil¬ 
liam Peters, who were the first 
to come to Peoria 65 years ago 
from the mountain top vilage of 
Itoo, nestling in the cedars of Le¬ 
banon.

To Drake 42 to 14 
As Bright Shines 

The big noise at Des Moines 
last Saturday afternoon was 
Johnny Bright as the Drake Bull¬ 
dogs walloped Bradley Univer¬ 
sity 42 to 14. Bright ran for 
three touchdowns and passed for 
three more, personally account¬ 
ing for 436 yards in his greatest 
display of form to amaze a shiv¬ 
ering homecoming crowd. 

With one game against Iowa 
State remaining, Bright needs on¬ 
ly 17 yards to break Frankie Sink- 
wich’s record of 2,187 yerds set 
in 1942. The all-American from 
Georgia needed 11 games to com 
pile this total, while Bright will 
have set a record in only 9 games. 
Oddly enough, by halftime Bright 
had already erased Stan Heath’s 
record of 1,992 yards, set in 1948 
As things stand now, Johnny 
Bright has rolled up the second 
greatest total in collegiate his 
tory.

Springfield, Ill., Nov. 3—Fifty-four out of 86 institutions 
of higher learning in Illinois state that their doors are open 
to students regardless of race, religion or nationality back¬ 
ground, Russell B. Babcock, executive director of the Illinois 


Interracial Commission, said 
three out of every four institu-^ 
tions ask questions on their appli¬ 
cation blanks which the Presi¬ 
dent’s Committee on Higher Edu¬ 
cation called discriminatory. 

The statement was made as 
the Illinois Interracial Commis¬ 
sion released the results of a 
survey it had made of the appli¬ 
cation blanks of educational insti¬ 
tutions in the state. Of the 101 
institutions, 86 cooperated in the 
study. Twenty institutions ask 
no discriminatory questions what¬ 
soever, Babcock said. Half of the 
institutions request the appli¬ 
cant’s religious affiliation or pref¬ 
erence, and more than half re-

quire the applicant to furnish a 
photograph or state his racial 
background, the survey showed. 

In a letter to the presidents of 
the institutions surveyed the 
Interracial Commission said, 
“There can be no objection to a 
college seeking all the informa¬ 
tion it wants about a student— 
after the student has been admit¬ 
ted. But if a question has been 
asked in the application blank 
which identifies the student with 
a group, it is understandable 
that he or she may feel that that 
is the real reason for his failure 
to be admitted."

Discharge Papers 
Can Be Replaced 

Lost discharge papers of Illin¬ 
ois World War II veterans can 
become a serious inconvenience 
in time of emergency if not re¬ 
placed, the Illinois Vterans com¬ 
mission said today. 

It has been estimated that more 
than 20,000 Illinois veterans have 
failed to apply for their state bo¬ 
nus and other benefits because 
of lack of a discharge certificate 
which they are unaware can be 
replaced. 

A discharge certificate is a nec¬ 
essary item in time of serious ill¬ 
ness when a veteran seeks admis¬ 
sion to a veteran’s hospital. Only 
in extreme emergencies will vet¬ 
erans be admitted without them. 

Any veteran who has lost or 
misplaced his discharge certifi¬ 
cate can obtain a copy by filing 
an application for a “certificate 
in lieu of lost discharge," with 
any service officer of the Illin¬ 
ois Veterans commission.

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Tickets Must Be Validated 

One of the most perplexing problems we have in connection with student admissions 
to basketball games is that one of attempting to pre-estimate the size of the student 
audience. We want every student in Bradley to attend every basketball game and we 
sincerely hope that it will never be necessary to place student admission upon an allot¬ 
ment basis. ___ 


However, because of the expense involved 
in presenting the attractive basketball sched¬ 
ule which Bradley offers it is necessary that 
we know definitely how many seats we can 
offer for public sale several hours prior to 
game time. That is impossible if we do not 
know in advance the number of students 
who will attend the game. 

With this in mind it has been decided to 
adopt the following plan for student attend¬ 
ance at basketball games: 

1. Bradley students holding pass books 
must report to the ticket office in Robert¬ 
son Memorial fieldhouse to have the pass 
book validated for each game. 

2. The pass book will be validated game 
by game. The student will have from the 
day after each game until 2:00 p. m. of 
the day of the next game to have his pass 


book validated. 

3. If the student does not bring in his 
pass book for validation he will be refused 
admission into the game. 

4. During the holidays the student will 
have until 4:00 p. m. of the day of the game 
to have his pass book validated. 

5. No student may validate more than 
his own pass book. 

6. The opening validation date for the 
first game is Wednesday, November 29th. 
The opening validating date for the first 
post-holiday game will be January 5th. 

7. Admission will be by validated pass 
book and seats will be reserved by section, 
the same procedure which we have followed 
for several years.

The Bradley Braves leave Peo¬ 
ria tomorrow morning for Albu¬ 
querque, to oppose the University 
of New Mexico—the same New 
Mexico team that played Army 
Saturday, at West Point. 

The Braves will leave Peoria 
Municipal Airport at 8 a. m. on 
two chartered TWA planes and 
will arrive in the Indian City at 
2 p. m. Coach Art Bergstrom 
plans a workout for his gridders 
some time that same afternoon at 
Zimmerman field, site of the Sat¬ 
urday game. Kickoff time is slat¬ 
ed for 3 p .m., Peoria time, and 
station WIRL will carry a ticker 
account of the tussle from 7:30 to 
8 Saturday eve. 

The Lobos play a tough sched¬ 
ule, meeting such rugged cus¬ 
tomers as the University of Wy¬ 
oming, Texas Tech, and the 
Army. A present member of the 
Border Conference, they have 
been accepted into the Skyline 
Eight and will begin league play 
in football next season. 

New Mexico’s football fortunes 
are guided by Dr. Dudley S. De 
Groot, former mentor of the pro¬ 
fessional Washington Redskins. 
De Groot is assisted by the form¬ 
er Navy coach, “Ribs” Baysinger. 

The Lobos lost a decisive 51-0 
decision to Army last Saturday, 
but it is no disgrace in anyones 
book to lose to the powerful Ca¬ 
dets, the nations number one 
football team. 

The Albuquerque team will be 
led by Roger Cox, hard driving 
200 pound fullback, and Chuck 
Hill, speedy halfback. 

The Braves are in good physi¬ 
cal shape after their Saturday 
squeeker, and should enter the 
tussle with at least an even 
chance to win. Of the regulars, 
only Bob Slack will be sidelined. 

Bradley sports a 3-5 record, one 
notch better than the Lobos, and 
could finish with a .500 standing 
by copping their final two games. 


Leading 33-0 midway in the 
third period, it appeared as if 
the Braves were headed for a 
rout. Wayne, however, had dif¬ 
ferent ideas, and after denting 
the scoring column with a safety 
in the third period, followed with 
27 points in the final 15 minutes. 

Bradley’s Walt Ingram, 188- 
pound halfback from Springfield, 
was the star of the day as he 
crossed the goal line three times 
on running plays of 41, 17 yards 
and five yards. He carried the 
ball 10 times for a total of 96 
yards. 

The Tartar attack was led by 
the running of their 180-pound 
fullback from Mt. Clemens, Wes 
Carlos, and the passing of quar¬ 
terback Ray Piesko to Elbert 


Richmond. Carlos scored twice 
on plunges and picked up a total 
of 84 yards in 22 carries, while 
the aerial pair scored from dis¬ 
tances of 23 and 35 yards. 

Other Bradley offensive lead¬ 
ers, besides Ingram, included 
Watson, Tuttle and fullback Bob 
Kumpf. The latter, a product 
from Peoria Spalding, netted 24 
yards in six carries. 

Statistically the Braves were 
out-played. Wayne racked up a 
total of 15 first downs to Brad¬ 
ley’s 10. They out-gained the 
Peorians in total yardage by 
285 to 184 yards, but the Braves 
out-ran the Tartars on the ground 
141 to 135 yards. The Wayne 
eleven proved superior in the air, 
150 yards to Bradley’s 43. It was 
the first time this year that the 
Braves’ air attack was stifled.

President David B. Owen announced Nov. 24, that the 
Bradley university school of music has been elected to full 
membership in the National Association of Schools of Music 
at its twenty-sixth annual meeting. The meeting was held 
at the Hotel Netherland Plaza in*" 

Cincinnati, Ohio, during the 
Thanksgiving holidays. 

Confirmation of this hoped-for 
recognition by the national group 
was received by telegram from 
the director of the school of mu¬ 
sic, Kenneth V. Kinchloe, who 
represented the university at the 
conclave in Cincinnati. In express¬ 
ing his reaction to the attainment 
of this goal, Mr. Kinchloe said 
that “as our primary objective 
during the past few years has 
been to develop and to maintain 
standards at a level which is pre¬ 
scribed for fully accredited 
schools, we are humbly grateful 
to learn that the extra effort re¬ 
quired of all of us to build toward 
that objective has led to the ful¬ 
fillment of unqualified accredita¬ 
tion by and full membership in 
the National association.” 

After being accepted as an as¬ 
sociate member in 1948, the 
school of music entered a mini¬ 
mum probationary period of two 
years before it was permitted by 
the by-laws of the NASM to apply 
for full membership. Accordingly, 


last spring a representative of 
the national association was sent 
to the Bradley campus for a 
thorough re-inspection of the 
courses offered, the teaching 
staff, physical plant, relationship 
to other departments, equipment, 
and the quality of work done by 
students enrolled in the school.

President Owen has been reap- 
pointed, for the third year r as a 
member of the State Education 
committee of the Illinois State 
Chamber of Commerce. Notice of 
the appointment came from John 
Munroe, Jr., president of the Il¬ 
linois State Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. The reorganizational meet¬ 
ing of the committee will be held 
at the Union League club, Chica¬ 
go, in the near future. 

President Owen is again the 
only college or university presi¬ 
dent appointed to this committee 
which also includes Dr. Harold 
C. Hunt, General Superintendent 
of Schools of the city of Chicago; 
Vernon L. Nickell, State Superin¬ 
tendent of Public Instruction; 
several superintendents of large 
city school systems; and execu¬ 
tives of large businesses and in¬ 
dustries. 

The committee meets about bi¬ 
monthly in Chicago and its sub¬ 
committees meet more frequently* 
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A Feasible Plan? 

When students returned to Bradley cam¬ 
pus in the fall of ’49, they were pleasantly 
surprised that the much talked about univer¬ 
sity book and supply store had become a 
reality. 

For several years, students discussed the 
possibility of having a book store located on 
the campus for economic and convenience 
reasons. It took the efforts of the Student 
Council and the SCOUT to materialize these 
thoughts into a feasible plan. 

The Trading Post was the culmination of 
student agitation for almost three years. 
But has Bradley’s plan been a FEASIBLE 
plan in the minds of the student body? 

A series of student complaints brought 
about a student council committee investi¬ 
gation of the book store. The committee, 
headed by Larry Spidle, discovered that the 
price offered to students for books is not 
low with respect to what they would have 
to pay elsewhere. 

In one case, a Bradley student purchased 
a used argumentation and debate book from 
the Bradley store for $3.95. The same book 
can be purchased from Wilcox and Follett 
Co. in Chicago for $3.75 NEW, and $2.60 
USED. The books are returnable for full 
refund if not satisfactory. 

Several students have informed the com¬ 
mittee that they purchased books for courses, 
and when the classes were cancelled they 
were not allowed to return the books, al¬ 
though the books were in good condition. 
There are known cases also where the Trad¬ 
ing Post gave students the wrong book for 
a course, but refused to refund money when 
the mistake was discovered. 

Many veterans were forced (in a sense) 
to take used rather than new books. Under 
the GI Bill of Rights veterans are entitled to 
new books if they so desire. Yet the campus 
store, for a number of courses, had purchased 
used books and were not stocking new ones 
or even ordering them until the used books 
were gone, unless a personal order was filled 
out. Students who were afraid of not get¬ 
ting books right away and thus falling be¬ 
hind in their work had no choice but to pur¬ 
chase undesired books. 

It may well be that there are unavoidable 
circumstances in the case of our book store, 
and all the facts should be known before any 
definite accusations are made. Without a 
doubt the book store has operated to the 
benefit of the students to some degree, but 
how great a degree is highly questionable. 

The book store ,was instituted with some 
of the following ideas: that it would save 
the students a sufficient amount of money 
to warrant the school going into the business 
of selling books, that it would offer quicker 
and more efficient service to the students, 
and that it would not be a profit-making 
business but should pay for itself. 

Most universities of Bradley’s size have a 
university-operated bookstore. These book¬ 
stores offer their students books at almost 
cost, as well as paper and other sundry items. 

Granted, a person in business has to make 
a profit. On numerous campuses a co-op 
book store’s profits are rebated to student 
members. 

Although a complete report has not yet 
been submitted, numerous items have been 
uncovered which should furnish food for 
thought and possibly action on the part of 
university officials, and the student body.

Braves 7 Peace Pipe Ceremony 
Means More Than Implied 

“And now the Bradley Brave, exhaling the smoke, hands 
the peace pipe to the fellow on his right.” These words are 
not a description of Indian lives, but are a part of a report 
from a game between Bradley university and another school 

Smoking the peace pipe has*- 

long been a tradition of our uni¬ 
versity, symbolizing the Indian 
theme at the football and basket¬ 
ball games. Yet the meaning of 
this ceremony has a far deeper 
significance than most students 
and outsiders think. 

When the Mayans abandoned 
their temple, they took with them 
the peace pipe as one of their 
most precious possessions. To 
them each of the four parts of 
the pipe had a special meaning. 

The bowl, made of pipe stone, 
represented the mother earth and 
therefore the physical parts of 
the human bodies. It symbolizes 
the close relationship of man and 
his natural environment. 

The stem, made of wood, is 
the essential connection link be¬ 
tween the bowl and the smoker. 


For that reason it represents the 
plant kingdom, without which 
no one could exist. 

The third part are the feathers 
which are attached to the stem, 
Symbolizing the animals in na¬ 
ture and their constant fight for 
existance, these feathers remind 
the Indian of his emotional life 

Finally, we find bells hanging 
on the stem. Their harmonic 
tones symbolize the relationship 
of one thing to another in the 
universe. 

Peace can be indicated in many 
ways; yet the Indians have the 
most meaningful ceremony. Sim 
plicity and sincerity govern the 
exchange of the peace pipe, which 
signifies not only the respect for 
the other team, but also indicates 
the inward peace.

Messrs. Pasche, Anderson, 
Match Quintets And Wits

Eldon Pasche, fine coach of the Cougars of the University 
of Houston, will bring his sharp-shooters to Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse tonight.* 


The 39-year-old asketball men¬ 
tor has compiled quite a record 
for himself at Houston where he 
began coaching college athletics 
four years ago. It was then that 
the University of Houston began 
its intercollegiate athletic pro¬ 
gram. In 1946 and 1947, Pasche 
led the Cougars to conference 
championships, and last year the 
big team tied for third place. 

Before his affiliation with the 
University of Houston, Mr. 
Pasche very successfully coached 
high school athletics in Houston. 
During this time, he earned his 
master’s degree in Physical Edu¬ 
cation at Columbia university. 

Forddy’s Record 

From viewing Pasche’s victor¬ 
ious record, it is easy to see 
exactly what Forddy Anderson 
and his Bradley Braves are up 
against in this opening tilt. How¬ 
ever, Coach Anderson has a few 
records to be proud of himself. 

The young basketball wizard 
has a brilliant career behind him 
as well as before him. In college, 
Forddy played so well for Stan¬ 
ford university that he was an 
all Pacific Conference selection in 
the 1940-41 season. 

His basketball career in the 
U. S. Navy was almost untouch¬ 
able. At Great Lakes, Anderson 
played on that quintet for two 
years. After a period of active 
duty on a destroyer, he came 
back to coach the Great Lakes 
hoopsters, and in winning 17 
straight games, was named 
“Coach of the year” in 1945 by 
the Chicago Basketball Writers’ 
Association. 

Drake Coach 

Forddy began his college coach¬ 


ing at Drake university where he 
led the Bulldogs to a 32 and 23 
record in two years. During 
those two years, the Drake team 
proved itself to be a thorn in the 
side of the major conference 
powers. 

Coming to Bradley two years 
ago, the 30-year-old basketball 
ace even surpassed his previous 
records in winning 27 and losing 
only 8 decisions. It was in this 
season that the Braves won 
fourth place in the 12-team Na¬ 
tional Invitational Tournament. 

Last season marked the high¬ 
light of Forddy’s already full 
career. He brilliantly coached 
the Bradley team which won sec¬ 
ond place in three major national 
tournaments in which top col¬ 
legiate basketball powers com¬ 
peted, and copped the crown in 
the Missouri Valley Conference 
which always has rough contend¬ 
ers. In addition to these honors, 
he engineered the Braves up to 
the top notch in national rank. 


Frosh Schedule 

The papooses will face the alum¬ 
ni two days before they travel to 
Chicago. This traditional game 
promises to become the Braves 
toughest test. The team will make 
its only other outside trip of the 
season to Bloomington to face 
the Illinois Wesleyan Reserve 
squad. The freshman will also 
face tough foes in their games 
with Morton Jr., College, Illinois 
State Normal ‘B’ and Joliet, run¬ 
ner up to Wilson in the Junior 
college league. 


Veteran Squad Is Paced

Within the next few minutes, 
the highly-touted Missouri Valley 
Conference champions, the Brad¬ 
ley Braves, will initiate their 1950- 
51 basketball season here at 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse 
against a powerful quintet from 
Houston University. 

Tonight’s game will not only be 
the Braves’ opener, but also a Mis¬ 
souri Valley tilt, for the Cougars 
have recently been pronounced a 
new member of the Conference. 
So fans tonight will also witness 
Houston’s Missouri Valley bap¬ 
tism. The school was founded just 
recently, in 1939, but is one of the 
wealthiest schools in the nation. 

The Texas school, which is rap¬ 
idly gaining athletic fame 
throughout the nation, displays 
more and more power each year 
in football and basketball, and 
will be a rough opponent for any 
team this year. 

Led by Head Coach Alden Pas¬ 
che, Houston will sport a team 
with a good deal of experience, 
considerable height, and depth. 
He will be working mostly with 
material from Houston’s 1948-49 
freshman squad which was the 
best in the school’s history, as 
they were undefeated that season. 

Standouts of this year’s squad, 
who will probably hold down 
starting berths, include, David 
Rodriguez is an excellent pivot 
and Herb Richardson, a 6-foot, 3- 
inch forward, who spent his 
freshman and sophomore years at 
Tyler Junior College. Richardson 
is a former Little All-American 
and shows a lot of skillful maneu¬ 
vering and tricky ball-handling. 
Rodriguez, a 6-foot, 5-inch, center, 
man and a hook-shot artist. 

Also among the topnotch squad- 
members is Bunky Bradford, who 
was the highest scoring high 


school player in the nation in 
1947-48. He is fast, has a great 
shooting eye, and can score from 
almost anywhere on the court. 

Coach Alden Pasche’s Houston 
Cougars also opposed the Braves 
in their opener last year. The 
hard-fought battle ended in a 73* 
57 Bradley victory. Matching the 
Braves basket for basket in the 
second half, Houston’s first half 
deficit of 38-27 proved the decid¬ 
ing factor in the defeat. Pasche’s 
team narrowly missed a NCAA 
bid last winter. 

Bradley’s Head Coach Forrest 
Anderson is not over optimistic 
about tonight’s game. He realizes 
that Houston has a lot of poten¬ 
tial power and plays a fast type 
of ball. But Houston knows that 
they are facing not only a team 
that placed second in both the 
N.I.T., and N.C.A.A. tournament 
last year, but is rated as one of 
the top teams of the nation this 
season. So anything can happen 
tonight. 

Since the Braves are once more 
on the spot as one of the best in 
the nation by all pre-season fore¬ 
casting, their first showing is 
eagerly awaited by thousands of 
fans throughout the country. We 
as Bradley fans must not be over 
eager, however, but should follow 
Forddy’s advice—“Take ’em one 
at a time.”

North Carolina State, third in the NCAA finals last year, re¬ 
cently completed a new coliseum on their campus seating 12,500 at 
a cost of three million dollars. A national contender in this year’s 
basketball picture, NC State now has one of the finest and fanciest 
basketball arenas in the country.

Coach of NC State, Everett N. Case, a product of coaching 
Indiana high school basketball, and a close friend of Forddy Ander¬ 
son, also a Hoosier, is known to be desiring a game with the Bradley 
Braves. Undoubtedly one of the outstanding coaches in the land, 
Case has developed Sam Ranzino, a Gary, Indiana, product, into 
one of the most outstanding potential All-American prospects for 
this season.

The age-old statement of many notable coaches that Illinois 
and Indiana produce the best basketball players in the nation can 
easily be exemplified by facts at the present time. Bradley, Illinois, 
Northwestern, Indiana, and Purdue teams, composed primarily of 
men from the two states, are expected to be tops in their confer¬ 
ences and should receive national acclaim.

By starting basketball drills at the outset of school this fall, 
coupled with last spring’s two-month session, coach Ken Gunning 
of Wichita hopes to put his Shockers into the top rung of the MVC. 
Wichita will have seven lettermen back this fall, led by high scor¬ 
ing forwards John Friedersdorf and Cot Friesen.

Coach Jack McClellan of Drake will have nine lettermen return¬ 
ing and last year’s leading scorer in the MVC. John Rennicke, from 
Aurora, Ill., by the way, will be out to duplicate this feat and lead 
his Bulldogs to the MVC title.

Paced by 
Norm Swanson, the Titans will be out to upset the Braves as they 
did last year.

From the days of Panish and 
Schunk of the Famous Five, to 
the days of the high scoring com¬ 
bo of Unruh and Melchiorre, 
Bradley basketball teams have 
thrilled spectators on opening 
nights. Since the basketball open¬ 
er of the ’37-’38 season, when 
Bradley first entered the ranks 
of big-time intercollegiate basket¬ 
ball, the Braves have won 229 
games and lost sixty-nine. In the 
past 13 years, the Braves have 
only lost two openers. 

In the years before the 37-38 
opener, Bradley was sending 
teams to the floor to face second- 
rate colleges and high schools, 
one of which succeeded in whip¬ 
ping the old Bradley five for sev¬ 
en consecutive seasons. But that 
was before the Famous Five and 
that eventful opening night in 
1937 when Bradley downed Wes¬ 
tern Kentucky 39 to 33. From 
there the Famous Five flashed 
across the court to win 18 out of 
21 games, compiling 809 points; 
and sports writers began calling 
the Braves a dangerous team. 
Beat CCNY 

Dangerous could hardly de¬ 
scribe the Five in the 38-39 open¬ 
er, when they shattered Louis¬ 
ville 71 to 26. Bradley won 19 and 
only lost 3, while amassing 1,001 
points. This broke all previous 
scoring records at Bradley. The 
Famous five, after compiling a 
record of 15 straight wins, were 
graduated that June, but not un¬ 
til after they pulverized a Hol¬ 
man-coached C.C.N.Y. team 64 
to 26 on Bradley’s home court. 
That was the last game C.C.N.Y. 
travelled any great distance to 
play. 

The loss of the Famous Five, 
with the exception of Bortel and 
Oslon, took its toll in the 39-40

Second Great Year In The 
Robertson Fieldhouse

Tonight the A. J. Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse will 
be host to the unveiling of our Bradley Braves 1950-1951 
basketball edition. It is almost a year since the fieldhouse 
was dedicated last December* *- 


17. 

Robbie would have been 
proud man on that momentous 
occasion, had he lived to see it 
At last, a wonderful new home 
for the Bradley teams he loved 
so dearly. For indeed, this man 
had dedicated his life to fine 
sportsmanship, fair play, and 
clean competition. 

It was October 30, 1948 that 
our beloved coach passed away. 
However, it was not until he had 
completed 28 years of untiring 
work on the hilltop. It wasn’t 
question of whether you won or 
lost. How you played the game 
was the important thing to 
“Robbie.” 

Alfred James Robertson was 
born in South Haven, Minnesota, 
May 19, 1891. Early in his child¬ 
hood he moved to Saint Cloud 
where his athletic ability began 
to show up in high school. In 
1913 “Robbie” entered the Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota, making a 
good showing with a strong 
freshman team. A year later he 
transferred to Carleton college, 
as playing with a semi-pro team 
made him ineligible at Minnesota. 

Outstanding Quarterback 

After starring in basketball, 
baseball, and football for two 
years, Robbie went to the Uni¬ 
versity of Montana in 1915. Al¬ 
though his favorite sport was 
baseball, he became an outstand¬ 
ing quarterback at Montana. 

Upon his graduation, Robbie 
caught on with a semi-pro base¬ 
ball team which toured the 
Middle-West. At one time his 
room-mate was the fabulous 
Rube Waddell, the subject of 
many wondrous tales. 


Just before World War I, 
Robbie started his coaching 
career at Georgetown college in 
Kentucky. After a stretch in the 
Navy, he returned to George¬ 
town for a year. A year at Kan¬ 
sas State Teachers preceded his 
arrival at Bradley in 1920. Few 
realized what this man was going 
to accomplish in the coming 
years. 

Famous Five 

“Robbie” was made Athletic 
Director and two years later, 
Bradley’s first unbeaten football 
team was a reality. “Dutch” 
Meinen was a star on this squad, 
and for 24 years was Robbie’s 
line coach. During one stretch, 
the team racked up 27 straight 
wins; another time, 20 in a row. 
During his reign, Bradley walked 
off with 28 conference champion¬ 
ships in various sports. 

Under Robbie’s steady hand, 
the “Famous Five” went to the 
N. I. T. twice. They were honored 
by being selected to the first 
year of the tourney in 1938-39. 
The Braves narrowly missed it 
again in 1947-1948, when they 
posted a 28-3 record. Bradley was 
now “on the map.” 

Now, we sit in his fieldhouse. 
It was Dave Owen who chose the 
right time to make plans for this 
enterprise. The people of Peoria 
responded to the 5 year plan, 
which makes this structure pos¬ 
sible. However, it is Robbie’s 
spirit that prevails. He was al¬ 
ways close to his boys; it was 
his good humor and magnetic 
personality that gave them so 
much inspiration.

Garden’s Clash 

The clash in Madison Square on 
January 11 will bring the teams 
together for the second straight 
year. St. Johns has a potent five, 
paced by the brilliant Bob Za- 
woluk, who as a sophomore last 
year scored 588 points. Bradley 
nosed out the Redmen 83-22 in 
last March’s NIT. Other familiar 
Redmen operators are A1 Mc¬ 
Guire, Ray Tully, Ray Dombros- 
ky. In fact, nine of the top men 
are returning—Watch out! 

Niagara, whom the Braves will 
meet two nights later in Buffalo, 
will be paced by sensational Zeke 
Sinicola. Niagara is a distinct 
National darkhorse. 

Just a week from tonight, the 
Tribe will make their annual 
junket to Chicago for a stern 
test with DePaul. Always tough 
to whip in the stadium, the 
Demons will be gunning to atone 
for last year’s twin defeats at 
the hands of the Braves. Bato 
Govedarica, speedy guard, and 
Clem Pavalonis, 6' 7" center, Bob 
Kampa and Jack Leahy are 
standout lettermen, but Coach 
Ray Meyer will spring two ter¬ 
rific sophs, Bill Schyman and Joe 
Feilreisee. 

Big Ten 

The Big Ten will continue their 
Peoria appearance, being repre¬ 
sented by Purdue, who helped 
dedicate the Robertson Memorial 
Fieldhouse last year, and Indiana. 

But Bradley will have its hands 
full right in their own back yard, 
the Missouri Valley Conference. 
Every team in the league will be 
tougher and the Braves will have 
to be at their best if they are 
to repeat as champions. 

Conference Competition 
Detroit for instance, who de¬ 
feated the Hilltoppers last sea¬ 
son, will have their starting five 
intact.

The slow breaking Cow¬ 
pokes have depth from last year’s 
varsity, plus a host of talented 
sophomores. 

Wichita 

Wichita, with hotshot Ed 
Friedersdorf leading the way, 
will be tough, while Clarence 
Iba’s Tulsa hoopmen have a fine 
freshman team of last year to 
draw from, plus Neil Ridley, who 
has been quite effective in hold¬ 
ing All-American Gene Melchiorre 
in check. 

John Rennicke, MVC scoring 
champ, will make Drake tough, 
aided by fine sophomores Char¬ 
lie Groover and Jim Thomas. 

St. Louis, twice a Bradley vic¬ 
tim last year, has strong hopes 
of upsetting the Braves this win 
ter. 


Leading Coaches , Sports 
Writers . Rate Braves Highly

Gene Melchiorre has been nam¬ 
ed on every pre-season All Ameri¬ 
ca basketball team in the country 
—except one, Nat Holman’s. Hol¬ 
man, coach of C.C.N.Y., chose 
Melchiorre for his second quintet 
in his 1951 Basketball Annual. 

Holman’s magazine is only one 
of many giving Bradley outstand¬ 
ing writeups. Numerous photo¬ 
graphs of the Hilltoppers are also 
displayed in national publications. 

“Sports Stars” winter issue 
carries an action shot of Mel¬ 
chiorre on its front cover, saying, 
“He’s No. 1 college basketball 
star in the U.S.” The feature ar¬ 
ticle of Squeaky in the magazine 
is written by Bill Conver of the 
Peoria Star. “Sport Stars” picks 
Sam Ranzino, N. Carolina State; 
Gene Melchiorre, Bradley; Bill 
Spivey, Kentucky; Mark Work¬ 
man, West Virginia; and Ed War¬ 
ner, C.C.N.Y. to its first team All 
American. Bill Mann of the 
Braves is a second team choice. 

Street and Smith’s winter 
sports review names Bradley 
second in the nation, saying: “It 
may seem, indeed, foolhardy 
to pick against Bradley when 
surveying the nation and there 
were moments when the writer 
tempted to place Coach Forddy 
Anderson’s Braves ahead of 
CCNY. For this is an outfit 
that will not be easily beat¬ 
en. In late July, a talk with Frank 
McGuire, St. John’s coach, reveal¬ 
ed he was fretting about his 
teams meeting with Bradley even 
then.” 


The writer, Louis Effrat, N. Y. 
Times Basketball expert, who 
warns in the headline of his ar¬ 
ticle, “Holman’s City vets are 
good bet but beware of Bradley.” 
He selects Melchiorre, Ranzino, 
Spivey, Sherman White of Long 
Island U, and Joe McDermott of 
Rice to his first All American 
team. Elmer Behnke of Bradley 
makes his third team. 

In Liberty’s December issue 
Claire Bee, LIU coach, places 
Melchiorre on his first team All 
America, along with White, Ran¬ 
zino; Frank Calesbeck of Iowa; 
and Clyde Lovellette of Kansas. 
Bill Mann fits into his third team 
picture. 

Bee picks the Braves as the 
number two outfit in the U. S. be¬ 
hind CCNY, and forecasts, “Un- 
doubtably these two great teams 
set the stage for what we may 
expect to see in 1950-51.” Four 
other Bradley opponents this 
year are in his top ten. They are 
St. John’s, Oklahoma A. M., Ken¬ 
tucky, and Syracuse. 

Stanley Woodward’s “Basket¬ 
ball 1951” tabs Bradley as the 
number one team in the Midwest 
and places Gene Melchiorre on its 
All America club. Both Gene and 
the Braves rate full page picture 
and story. Woodward exclaims 
“Bradleys Gene Melchiorre is one 
of our All-Americans of whom 
everyone in all sections of the 
country will approve. He is one of 
those unbeatable players who al¬ 
ways seems to have the answer 


when it comes to pulling a basket¬ 
ball game out of the fire.” 

In speaking of the notorious 
last second incident in the cham¬ 
pionship game with CCNY, Wood¬ 
ward states “we think he was 
fouled.” Bradley’s toughest op¬ 
ponents are tabbed St. Johns, 
Syracuse, and Kentucky. 

The January “Sport Life,” tho 
declining to pick an All American 
squad, selects Bradley as the na¬ 
tions number two team behind 
CCNY. The monthly sports maga¬ 
zine declares that if CCNY 
“doesn’t succeed, look out for 
Bradley.” 

Jim Cohane, sports editor of 
Look, affirms CCNY as the top 
team while naming Bradley as 
third behind Kentucky. “Although 
the tall man dominates the game” 
Cohane says, “he has not elimin¬ 
ated the smaller operator. At five- 
feet-nine, Gene Melchiorre, of 
Bradley University, can handle a 
pivot job beautifully. He also 
typifies the hustling, driving type 
who keeps moving in on the bas¬ 
ket. Melchiorre makes Bradley 
the best in the entire Midwest 
and a top challenger nationally.” 

Squeeky’s picture also graces 
the cover of the Nov. “Athletic 
Journal,” with a long story by 
Forddy Anderson inside. Gene is 
featured in scores of photos of 
the newsreel type describing his 
pivot play. Leonard Levin, N. Y. 
sports writer, has called Mel¬ 
chiorre “the smallest—and most 
dangerous pivot player modem 
basketball has seen.”

season. The Braves slipped by 
Western Kentucky 39-38. The sea¬ 
son’s record was 14 wins and 16 
losses. 

Lose Famous Five 

The 39-40 season was only a 
prediction of things to come. 
When Bortel and Olson graduated 
in 1940, the last two members of 
the Famous Five left Bradley. 
The 40-41 season opened with 
Bradley bowing to Iowa State, 31 
to 28, but we won 16 out of 20 
that year. The following 3 sea¬ 
sons turned out to be the worst 
in Bradley’s golden era of basket¬ 
ball. The 41-42 opener saw Brad¬ 
ley again downed by Iowa State. 
This time the score stood 56 to 43. 
The Braves lost 2 out of their 3 
openings that season while end¬ 
ing with a 15 win-5 lost record. 

Things got worse in the 42-43 
season. Although the Braves 
whipped Augustana in the opener 
by a score of 55 to 47, they lost 
11 games while winning only 8 
that year. The war took its toll 
on players also, and during the 
next 2 seasons, basketball was 
dropped at Bradley. 

It was in 1945-46 when Bradley 
hit the hardwood again. The open¬ 
er saw the Braves sink Augusta¬ 
na 67 to 23. The season was not 
brilliant even though the Braves 
amassed 1,251 points. The follow¬ 
ing year was better as Bradley 
won 25 and dropped 7 with a 
total of 2,054 points scored. 

Rise To Fame 

In the 1947-48 season, three out¬ 
standing freshmen, Mann, Mel¬ 
chiorre, and Grover enrolled at 
Bradley. That was the year the 
Braves opened against Hardin- 
Simmons, blasting them 76 to 25. 
This season was the year Paul 
Unruh scored 32 points against 
Dayton and this record still 
stands. The Braves finished the 
season with 28 wins and 3 loses, 
while the total points scored 
amounted to 2,156. 

The Braves were tournament 
minded in the ’48-’49 season. They 
whipped St. Thomas 66-58 and 
continued to win 27 out of a rug¬ 
ged 35 game schedule. They total¬ 
ed 2,303 points for the season, 
took third in the M.V.C. and 
fourth in the N.I.T. 

Last year the opener against 
Houston went to Bradley as the 
Braves tamed the Cougars, 73 to 
57; won 32 out of 37 games; plac¬ 
ed second in the Sugar Bowl 
Tourney; the N.I.T.; and N.C.A.A. 
Grover scored 21 points in the 
Houston opener. His record stood 
as the year’s high until Unruh 
totaled 22 points against St. 
Louis. 

An interesting fact to note is 
that in 1928 and 1939, when the 
Famous Five won both openers, 
they went on to N.I.T. play. In 
'48 and ’49 Bradley again won 
both openers to go to the N.I.T. 
and NCAA tournaments. Could 
this opener of the ’50-’51 season 
be prophetic. It was in 1940-’41- 
’42, incidently, that the Braves 
won 73 consecutive conference 
games in the I.C.C.A. A far cry 
from the days when a high school 
beat Bradley 4 games in succes¬ 
sion.

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An Open Letter to The Scout and Student Council: 


We have read your editorial in 
the Scout of this week with inter¬ 
est and some surprise. 

First, let us state that this is a 
human organization and subject 
to the common human errors. It is 
our purpose, however, to operate 
the store in the best interest of 
the University and the student 
body alike, and in accordance 
with the University’s policies. 

We welcome constructive criti¬ 
cism and suggestions from the 
council and the student body. We 
would suggest, however, that be¬ 
fore published statements are 
made through the campus press, 
that the facts be obtained from 
all concerned. This, we are sure, 
would be the fair and normal 
approach. 

It is quite possible and true 
that during the rush week a stu¬ 
dent will obtain the wrong text¬ 


book. This is because the student 
has the wrong class number or 
the clerk fails to read the number 
correctly or is careless and gives 
out the wrong book. In no cases, 
to our knowledge, where the stu¬ 
dent obtained the wrong textbook 
was he refused an exchange, and 
also given the correct book. 

Any exceptions to this policy, 
and there have been few to our 
knowledge, were made after the 
period when students were per¬ 
mitted to drop classes and the 
student wished to return the 
textbook for cash refund. In the 
very few cases of this kind we 
felt justified, in the interest of the 
University, to follow the estab¬ 
lished policy. If errors were made 
in this behalf, they were urn- 
intentional and can still be 
corrected. 

The Bookstore buys many used 


books from the used market in¬ 
cluding many from our own stu¬ 
dent body, in order to keep the 
cost to the student as low as 
possible. The company in ques¬ 
tion and referred to in your 
editorial is one of the largest dis¬ 
tributors in the country. The 
Bookstore purchased a large 
quantity of books from this 
organization. 

They have two types of books. 
The first is what is termed as a 
new book. These books are pur¬ 
chased by this company from the 
book dealers throughout the 
country and are overstock shelf 
books, meaning that they have 
never been in the hands of stu¬ 
dents. These books are purchased 
at a reduced price and re-sold at 
less than the same books can be 
purchased from the publisher. 

The second type is the used 


books. These books vary in price 
based on the condition of the 
book. Therefore, a new book pur¬ 
chased from this company would 
naturally list for less than a 
book that the Bookstore would 
purchase from the publisher. 
Textbooks, where the retail price 
is printed on the jacket, are cov¬ 
ered by the Federal Fair Trade 
Act, and must be sold at the 
established price. 

It is the policy of your Book¬ 
store to treat both civilians and 
veterans alike. If either civilians 
or veterans request a new book 
rather than the used book, and we 
have the book in stock, the re¬ 
quest is granted. This policy is 
followed without exception. If we 
do not have a new book, by 
necessity, we have to issue a 
used book. For your information, 
we have found that in the last 
two semesters there was a great 


demand for used books from both 
civilian and veteran students. 

The policy of the campus store 
regarding textbooks is to operate 
on only enough profit to cover 
freight and handling. The basis 
on which it is necessary to oper¬ 
ate the store involves the mul¬ 
tiple handling of textbooks which 
causes an unavoidable expense 
and is a subject on which much 
could be said. Last year $4,443.90 
was spent on student help alone, 
and freight costs have been 
steadily rising. 

The operating policy of the 
Bookstore was established by a 
committee of five faculty and 
administrative officers. It would 
seem the normal procedure to 
have complaints first registered 
with this committee.

Both the Beavers and Demons 
are anticipating promising sea¬ 
sons.

From this vantage point, it 
looks like Bradley will not only 
have to put special emphasis on 
Payne and Govedarica but also 
Kahn and Pavilonis.

Against Houston, 94-73, and 
Wayne, 79-50, the Braves weren’t 
pressured, although the former 
threatened during the first half 
but faded later.

Saturday night will mark a 
precedent for the Chicago Sta¬ 
dium.

THE SCENERY in Chicago 
won’t be a bit new for Pat Dunn, 
St. Patrick’s great all-stater, or 
John Sweeney, who comes from 
Austin High—the same school 
where Billy Mann had his early 
basketball training. Other Pa¬ 
pooses from the Chicago area are 
Bob Carney of West Aurora, Dick 
Esthergard of Elgin, and Ron 
Johnson of Geneva. 

Last year, the Hilltoppers 
broke a jinx by beating DePaul. 
It was the first time a Bradley 
quintet had ever been able to win 
a game in the Chicago Stadium. 

THE TIME, 8:30 p. m.—the 
place, the A. J. Robertson field- 
house—the occasion, “Revenge 
Night.”

"♦NIT and NCAA post - season 
tournaments to CCNY in close 
games. Melchiorre nearly pulled 
the latter tourney out of the 
fire as he drove through for two 
baskets in the final minute of 
play, and with the Braves trail¬ 
ing only 69-68 slammed through 
again with just a few seconds 
left. Although he was knocked 
to the floor as he went up for 
his shot, a foul was not called 
and the New Yorkers had their 
grand slam, 71-68. 

Bradley closed out with a 32-5 
season record, coming out second 
in all three major college tourna¬ 
ments. They beat DePaul, St. 
Louis, and Oklahoma each twice. 
They were Missouri Valley cham¬ 
pions. Quite an accomplishment. 

The Sugar Bowl last year was 
the site of the Braves other extra¬ 
curricular affair; they lost a 
championship duke to Kentucky, 
71-65, after whipping Tulane 
78-46. Bridesmaid but never the 
bride, critics said. 

A Tradition 

But Bradley has traditionally 
come up with great basketball 
teams. The “Famous Five” of 
1936-37 appeared in the first NIT 
in New York, and the Braves 
have consistently gone back since. 
The Tribe rates number nine in 
the nation in won loss percentage 
over the last ten years. 

Two years ago in the NIT the 
Tribe hooked up with Western 
Kentucky in a grueling, whirl¬ 
wind running game that saw 
Bradley trailing 45-40 at the half. 
They came on in the fourth quar¬ 
ter to pass the fagged out Ken¬ 
tuckians who couldn’t keep up 
the terrific pace, winning 95-86, 
and setting an all-time Garden 
scoring record. Conditioning paid 
off. 

Something To See 
Squeaky Melchiorre should be 
a sight to watch in this Sugar 
Bowl classic. The little all-Amer¬ 
ican, who astounded the basket¬ 
ball world two years ago by tak¬ 
ing the pivot post and standing 
the big guys on their noses, may 
do the same thing tonight. His 
feinting, faking, pivoting, and 
hooking is quite a sight.

it seemed that Sugar Bowl games 
were then won in last half rallies, 
for Arkansas’ stellar forward 
Don Lockhard dropped in 17 
points to roll over the Volunteers. 

The University of Kentucky 
made its debut in the Sugar Bowl 
Tournament in 1938 when they 
scored over Pitt 40 to 29. The 
Wildcats led the defending NCAA 
champs all the way, giving the 
2,783 fans in the Tulane gym a 
taste of things to come. 

Sugar Bowl Tournaments began 
to draw larger crowds and more 
notice in 1940 when the Wildcats 
of Kentucky came back to New 
Orleans to capture their second 
Sugar Bowl crown by beating 
Ohio State 36 to 30. 

The following year saw 5,844 
fans, a record crowd, jam Munic¬ 
ipal Auditorium to see Kentucky, 
making its third appearance in 
the bowl in four years, lose for 
the first time in a Sugar Bowl bid 
to Indiana 48 to 45. 

The Volunteers of Tennessee 
came back to the Sugar Bowl in 
1942 to squeak by Long Island 
University 36 to 33. It was a sur¬ 
prising upset witnessed by over 
5,000 fans who saw the Volunteers 
snap LIU’s 23 game winning 
streak. 

In 1947 Oklahoma A&M, the 
first Missouri Valley Conference 
team to enter the Sugar Bowl, 
met Kentucky, who was sporting 
24 consecutive victories, before a 
capacity crowd in Municipal 
Auditorium. The Aggies downed 
the Wildcats 37 to 31 in a close 
game in which Joe Bradley of 
Oklahoma sank a 60-foot basket 
against the NIT champions from 
Kentucky. Fans fought for their 
seats that night. 

The ’48-’49 Sugar Bowl tourney 
ushered in four top teams, three 
of which were led by All-Ameri¬ 
cans. Bob Cousy of Holy Cross, 
Alex Groza of Kentucky, and Ed 
Macauley of St. Louis were the

features of the tournament. By 
the end of the tourney, several 
new records had been estab¬ 
lished. 

The 1950 Sugar Bowl card drew 
12,934 fans, the largest gate in 
the histroy of the bowl as far as 
basketball goes, There was Ken¬ 
tucky, back for the sixth time in 
the bowl, the Green Waves of 
Tulane, Villanova’s Wildcats and 
Bradley’s Braves.

The chief focal point of any 
basketball tournament is the 
championship trophy, and this 
year’s Sugar Bowl classic is no 
exception. However, in consider 
ing the eventual winner, person¬ 
nel of the various participating 
squads must be analyzed. 

In this, particular instance two 
top ranking All-America candi¬ 
dates stand head and shoulders 
above all the other players. Or 
perhaps we. should say only one 
of them actually reaches that far 
skyward.. Towering Bill Spivey 
from Adolph Rupp’s basketball 
factory in Lexington, K-Y tallied 
438 points last season and Blue 
Grass fans expect the seven-foot- 
plus center to at least duplicate 
his feat this year. 


Be his point scoring antics skill 
or an advantage of tremendous 
reach is a good question. Suffice 
it to say that he goes upward far 
enough to garner reams of pub¬ 
licity and practically assure him¬ 
self a berth on someone’s All- 
American quintet. 

The other participant previous¬ 
ly mentioned is Bradley’s own 
Gene “Squeaky” Melchiorre. The 
diminutive eager is a direct re¬ 
futation of an oft-quoted state¬ 
ment that basketball is a big 
man’s game. The 5’8!4” fireball is 
deadly on any kind of shot and 
is considered by many to be one 
of the finest pivot men in the 
business, despite his obvious lack 
of height. A great competitor, 
the “Squeaker” is always at his 
best in a clutch situation.

New Orleans is today placing 
emphasis on basketball and grad¬ 
ually finding its niche as the cage 
center of the Southland, and cred¬ 
it is largely due to the Sugar 
Bowlers. 


Famous names and fabulous 
teams appear on the Sugar Bowl 
roster of late years. There is A. 
C. “Doc” Carlson of Pitt, Adolph 
(someone else is going to be first 
this year) Rupp of Kentucky, 
Claire Bee of LIU, Hickey and the 
Billikens, Iba and his slow-break¬ 
ing Aggies, Piggy Lambert with 
his upsetting Boilermakers, and 
the man that scares them all, 
Forddy Anderson and the Golden 
Boys of Bradley. 

Sugar Bowl basketball was not 
always the glory that is today. 
Great teams had to build it up. 
And Sam Corenswet, the man be¬ 
hind The Bowl, can be proud of 
what he started in 1936. 

SQUEAKY MELCHIORRE, Guard, 5-ft. 8 ^/ 9 -inch., 175-pound The first Sugar Bowl game, 
Senior, Highland Park, Ill. played on Jan. 2, 1936, drew a 

meager crowd of 964 fans who 
saw LSU, national defending 
champions, bow to the University 
of Pitsburgh, eastern champions 
of the previous year, 52 to 47. 
The Bengal Tigers held sway at 
half time 27 to 21. Pitt, however, 
sparked by team captain Ted 
Roderick’s 16 points, rallied to 
capture the first Sugar Bowl 
crown. 


Sugar Bowl play was not mak¬ 
ing the news then that it is now. 
In the ’36-’37 season, when Ar¬ 
kansas dropped Tennessee 42 to 
34 to win first place in the bowl, 
newsmen did not even bother to 
count noses, the gate attraction 
was so small. That year Arkansas 
held the Southwest conference 
crown while Tennessee was busy 
keeping its South-Eastern Con¬ 
ference championship intact. Ten¬ 
nessee led 22 to 8 at the half, but

On The Draft 

Worried about the draft? The 
Illinois Selective Service office 
has released information which 
may be of interest to you. 

According to Bradley adminis¬ 
trative officials, when you re¬ 
ceive your notice to report for 
your pre-induction physical ex¬ 
amination, take the examination 
as directed and go to the office 
of the university registrar re¬ 
questing the registrar to write a 
routine letter to your draft 
board stating that you are a stu¬ 
dent at this university. Your in¬ 
duction into the armed forces 
will then be postponed until the 
end of the academic year, at 
least. 

Officials report, “We do not 
know of one single instance of a 
student who has followed this 
procedure who has been ordered 
for actual induction prior to next 
June (unless he is a senior being 
graduated in February.)” 

There is a strong possibility 
that legislation will soon be en¬ 
acted providing for the defer¬ 
ment of certain college students, 
from year to year, largely on the 
basis of grades. 

ROTC Students 

All advanced R. O. T. C. stu¬ 
dents (junior and seniors) are 
deferred, and a substantial pro¬ 
portion of basic ROTC students, 
considered promising officer ma¬ 
terial, will also be deferred, pre¬ 
sumably until the completion of 
the four-year course, when they 
will be commissioned second lieu¬ 
tenants if they have met the 
other requirements, including one 
year at a summer camp.

Terrific team play by the Blaz¬ 
ing Braves lowered Duke, with 
shotmaker Dick Groat, from the 
ranks of the undefeated by a 
comfortable margin. 

In a ding-dong battle, Indiana 
was edged from unbeaten circles 
after magnificent performances 
by Grover and Mann. After Syra¬ 
cuse was taken into camp in the 
first round of “the graveyard of 
champions” tourney, St. Louis, 
conqueror of favored Kentucky, 
almost put the skids to the 
Braves. After a “cold” first half, 
the team found the range in the 
latter stanzas and finally over¬ 
hauled the Billikens in the last 
six minutes. 

Tired 

With a situation of just plain 
exhaustion, the Braves breezed 
by Harvard on New Years Day, 
then, following a brief intermis¬ 
sion, journeyed to Detroit to nip 
the Titans. The Squeaker, who 
tallied 24, broke the backs of 
Detroit’s 19-game home winning 
string. 

But, it’s the game ahead that 
is of chief concern—Drake with 
possible All-American John Ren- 
nicke, will go all out to stop the 
Braves. We’ll have to just wait a 
couple hours and see for our¬ 
selves.

With the all-important Madi¬ 
son Square Garden game against 
St. John’s coming up on Thurs¬ 
day, I believe this letter that I 
received from Harold M. Reib-

Just returned from the Garden 
where I witnessed a 30-point rout 
by Manhattan over Dartmouth 
and then saw the intra-city tus¬ 
sle in which St. John’s beat out

I know you might be interest¬ 
ed in the St. John’s story and I 
don’t want to delay you with 
other details. 

If the No. 1 team in the country, 
Bradley, can’t beat St. John’s by 
a sizeable score, then the New 
York jinx must be something. 
Bradley will WEAR OUT the 
Redmen by speed alone but may 
encounter difficulty in controlling 
the ball off the boards. St. Johns 
is very weak on reserve power 
and I think if Bradley sets the 
pace they will score a plenty. 

It won’t be easy to stop Bob 
Zawoluk, but he’s their only real 
threat at scoring. I enclose a 
chart of shots tried and you will 
notice that St. John’s play quite 
a bit on the right side. In addition 
Ronnie MacGilvray, Zaw ol u k, 
Jack McMahon, and Ray Dom- 
brosky are strong under the op¬ 
ponents’ goal. A1 McGuire took 
six shots with the sole intention 
of drawing fouls. Still he missed 
the fouls as did most of the Red¬ 
men. 

Zawoluk is great on his jump 
shots and plays well all around. 
But here’s the chart of shots at¬ 
tempted and made:

Dombrosky—First half, one out 
of two from the right side, zero 
out of one from the left side; Sec¬ 
ond half, zero out of one from the 
right side. 

Zawoluk—First half, three out 
of four from the right side, two 
out of three from the left side, 
zero out of one from the center 
lane; Second half, three out of 
four from the right side, zero out 
of three from the left side. 

These include all shots. Better 
beat Detroit first, then worry 
about this one later.

In my opinion, Kentucky without Spivey is just another ball 
club, and if Spivey does not get twenty points a game, he isn’t 
worth a hoot to the team. St. Louis was able to hold Spivey, and 
won, while Syracuse had a four point lead over Kentucky at the 
half, but lost the game when Spivey got loose for 18 in the second 
stanza.

As exemplified by individual scoring, here's where Bradley has 
it over the other teams in the nation. To stop the Braves you must 
stop five men, and not one, which some teams have tried to do by 
ganging on “Squeaky” Melchiorre.

“Big E” could score considerably higher than he does if he were 
fed like Spivey. This is sensed by the fans for they always yell, 
"Shoot Elmer,” whenever Behnke gets the ball in close on the pivot, 
but Elmer is content to pass off and screen for a drive in.

The Braves were behind at the half in the St. Louis game for 
the first time this season, whenceforth, the Bradley rooting section, 
the only one with organized cheers, came to life and undoubtedly 
aided in the inspirational drive which finally caught the Billikens 
with only six minutes to play. This victory gave the Braves not 
only the Sugar Bowl crown, but a number one rating in both the 
AP and UP polls.

Forddy Anderson became the first person ever to play on a 
team, and also coach a team, that won a Sugar Bowl championship. 
He was a member of the Great Lakes team that won the crown 
in 1943.

Out of town students tht were absent for the Indiana game, 
missed a tussle which was the most heart-straining affair since the 
Braves beat the Aggies 35 to 31 in the Armory two seasons ago. 
With over a minute to play, Bradley stalled perfectly, until with 
twenty seconds remaining, Charlie Grover drove in for an under¬ 
hand hook.

Champions Proven In Comeback; 
Braves Verified At Sugar Bowl; 
Then Advance Unbeaten String

It is said that the supreme test 
for a champion is the ability to 
come from behind. To climax a 
rugged eight-game schedule dur¬ 
ing Christmas vacation, Bradley’s 
Braves roared back from a 13 
point deficit to take the Sugar 
Bowl championship away from 
the St. Louis Billikens, 64-59. It 
was the greatest victory of the 
year that vaulted the Braves into 
the top spot in the nation. Who 
said never a bride? 

The vacation (not for the 
Braves) actively started Dec. 16 
when Bradley humbled Georgia 
Tech, 85-55. Hitting nine out of 
11 shots, Bill Mann led the way 
with 19 points followed by Preece 
and Kelly with 12 each. Three 
nights later, Dec. 19, U.C.L.A.; 
gave the Braves fits before bow¬ 
ing, 79-74. Behind 16 points at 
one time, the Bruins trailed 75-72 
with less than three minutes left. 
It was at this point that one 
Charles Grover came out of his 
offensive slump with two timely 
baskets to put the Peorians out 
of reach. Grover picked up 13 of 
his 16 points in the last half as 
he divided scoring honors with 
Freddy Schlictman. However, top 
honors went to the visitors’ Dick 
Ridgeway, who pumped in 21 
counters. 

A new fieldhouse record was 
set in the Braves next tilt, Dec. 
21. Harold Mooty, one of three 
brothers on the Centenary team, 
hit for 10 field goals and 11 free 
throws, good for 31 points. That 
was all Bradley had to worry 
about as the reserves led the 
Braves in a 92-64 rout. In only i 
13V 2 minutes big Jim Kelly I 
racked up 22 points as he hit 
seven for seven, plus eight free 


throws to lead the locals. The 
“Squeaker,” with 8 in 45 seconds 
was next with 14. The reserves 
took over from there. 

Two nights later, Dec. 23, 
Bradley knocked Duke U. from 
the undefeated rangs, 93-58. The 
Braves put on a fine exhibition 
of heady all-around play; Bill 
Mann again led the way with 
8 out of 13 plus 3 charities for 
19 points. Stan Albeck followed 
with 12, while Schlictman and 
Behnke dialed 11 apiece. Dick 
Groat, the Blue Devils’ fine guard, 
paced both squads as he racked 
up 26 points. This was the third 
game this season in which Brad¬ 
ley has scored 90 or more points. 

It was the following Wednes¬ 
day night that gave everyone 
heart failure. On this Dec. 27, it 
was “Clutch” Grover who gave 
Bradley a 64-62 win over a keenly 
disappointed Indiana U. Grover 
led the way in the second half 
with 13 points as he combined 
with Mann to toss in 17 each. It I 
was back and forth the first half 
as the Braves led 35-34 after the 
first 20 minutes. With Sammy 
Miranda at the helm, the Hoosiers 
led by 8 at one time. The Braves 
tied it up, went ahead, slipped 
back into the tie, and left the 
rest up to Grover. Miranda and 
Bill Tosheff paced Indiana with 
10 points apiece as the Hoosiers 
gave royal battle to the Braves. 

In the first round of the Sugar 
Bowl Tournament down in New 
Orleans, Syracuse U. gave Brad¬ 
ley a real battle before succumb¬ 
ing, 72-64. Led by Big Ed Miller, 
the Orangemen fought hard, but 
the Braves pulled away to a 101 
point lead and then stalled out 
the game. The big Orange pivot- 1 
men, Miller and Frank Reddout, 


gave Bradley plenty of trouble 
as Miller swished 17 points 
through the nets and Reddout 9. 
Jack Kiley hit for 15, and Jack 
Huggins 11 in the losing cause. 
The Braves hit on 25 out of 54 
for an amazing 41%. 

The championship game against 
the Billikens revealed why the 
Braves are No. 1. An inspired St. 
Louis five surged to a 13 point 
lead in the first quarter as the 
Braves couldn’t buy a rebound or 
work in for those close-ups. Start¬ 
ing to hit, Bradley closed the gap 
to 4 points at halftime—score 
39 to 35. 

After the Bills widened the 
lead to 7 points, the Braves slow¬ 
ly but surely started cutting it 
down. It was Schlictman, Grover, 
and Mann hitting along with the 
rebounding of Preece, Behnke, 
and Kelly. The Braves were play¬ 
ing determined, fighting ball, and 
were on the way. Big “E” put 
them out in front, 54-52, and that 
was all for St. Louis. With a 5 
point lead, the Braves played it 
deliberate and were able to main¬ 
tain it. 

It was a team victory and a 
sweet one. Mann led the way 
with 20 points followed by 
Schlictman and Grover with 13 
each. 

An unexciting 62-52 win over 
Harvard New Year’s Day wound 
up the vacation schedule. Mann 
and Melchiorre, with 10 and 12 
respectively, headed the scoring 
column with all reserves getting 
into the act. 

Providing followers with plenty 
of tense moments, the Braves 
registered their 14th straight win 
by defeating Detroit, 69-65, Thurs¬ 
day night. Melchiorre paved the 
way with 24 points.

Winning Streak Shattered 
By Inspired Redmen, 68-59

“It is defeat that turns bone to flint; it is defeat that 
turns gristle to muscle; it is defeat that makes men invinc¬ 
ible.” 

These words by Henry Ward 
Beecher can be kept in mind 
while reviewing St. John’s tri¬ 
umph over favored Bradley, 
68-59, last night, at Madison 
Square Garden. 

The loss marked the end of 
Bradley’s 15-game winning 
streak, while it was St. John’s 
11th victory in 13 games. 

The Redmen fashioned stun¬ 
ning outside shooting by Jack 
McMahon to build a 34-29 half¬ 
time edge. Ahead, 42-39, after 
seven minutes of the second half, 
St. John’s steadily widened their 
advantage before a never-say-die 
band of Braves put on a closing 
surge in the final minutes.

However, Elmer Behnke, who 
captured 18 points gained by six 
goals and as many fouls, cap¬ 
tured game scoryig honors and 
played a whale of a game in 
holding a trio of opponent cen¬ 
ters, headed by all-American can¬ 
didate Bob Zawoluk, in check. 

Bradley, who has played most 
brilliantly when trailing, couldn’t 
catch fire last night.

Alpha Lambda Delta has been 
brought to the Bradley campus 
through the efforts of Dean Olive 
White and a small group of girls 
who petitioned national head¬ 
quarters in the fall of ’49. It is 
a well-established organization 
on major campuses all over the 
country. 

Ordinarily, the elected group 
will be composed of freshmen 
and sophomore women only, 


chosen on the basis of the fresh¬ 
man work. Requirement will be 
a 7 point average or better. Only 
in the initial group this year 
could junior and senior women be 
elected retroactively. 

At an organizational meeting 
last week, active sophomore offi¬ 
cers were elected. Marilyn Voigt 
was named president, Hilda Wil¬ 
son vice-president, Pat Althaus 
secretary, Karen Smith treasur¬ 
er, and Doris Claypool historian.

Miss Helen B. Schleman, 
dean of women at Purdue univer 
sity and National vice president 
of Alpha Lambda Delta, will pre 
side at the services.

Ceremonies will be 
preced by dinner in the Illinois 
room of the Tepee. 
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BU Students Conduct Poll; 
Indicates Truman Opposition 

A public opinion poll among Bradley university students 
recently indicated increasing opposition to President Truman 
and proposals of the so-called “welfare state.” 

The poll was conducted by the political parties class at Bradley 
and directed by Dr. Loren Beth, instructor in political science. The 
33 questions contained in the poll* - 


related to impressions of the wel 
fare state. 

The poll indicated that the tide 
of student opinion is turning 
against President Truman. Of 
those polled, 54 per cent voted 
for Truman in 1948. Only 32 per 
cent felt that he had made a 
good president. 

While 59 per cent considered 
present medical facilities in¬ 
adequate, 50 per cent thought 
that voluntary health insurance 
plans are now adequate to fill 
medical needs of all economic 
groups, a noticeable discrepancy. 

Farmers’ Attitudes 

Another significant observation 
concerned the attitudes of chil¬ 
dren of farmers on welfare meas 
ures. Generally, they, as a group, 
opposed welfare measures—de¬ 
spite the fact that the farm price 
support program made them one 
of the major recipients of federal 
money. 

The public opinion poll consist¬ 
ed of a four and one-half per 
cent sampling of the Bradley 
student body, broken down into 
sexes and further classified into 
the following economic divisions 
of their fathers: farmers, “white 
collar” workers, tradesmen, small 
business, professional and labor. 

Those polled overwhelmingly 
opposed the so-called “welfare 
state,” with 60 per cent voting 
against it, 10 per cent favoring it, 
and 30 per cent registering “no 
opinion.” 

Favor Taxes 

In general, the students favored 
increased taxes for state-support¬ 
ed education, but they opposed 
federal aid to education. Fifty- 
one per cent favored more state 
taxes for education while 40 per 
cent opposed it and nine said “no 
opinion.” About the same senti¬ 
ment was expressed on the ques¬ 
tion: “Do You Think Federal Aid 
Would Mean Federal Control of 
Education?” The votes also ex¬ 
pressed agreement that the resi¬ 
dents of one state should support 
educational requirements in an¬ 
other state. 

Forty-seven per cent said local 
communities would not spend 
federal-aid money wisely, 40 per 
cent felt otherwise, and 13 per 
cent registered “no opinion.” 

Racial Segregation 

If federal aid is voted, 45 per 
cent favored federal prohibition 
of racial segregation in schools, 
47 per cent thought the govern¬ 
ment should not prohibit segre¬ 
gation, and 8 per cent expressed 
“no opinion.” 

Beth expressed surprise that 
about one-half the students of a 
northern school did not want the 
federal government to prohibit 
segregation in schools. 

Social Security 

Another set of questions re¬ 
lated to the social security pro¬ 
gram. The answers indicated that 
men were more concerned with 
security than women. All social 
classes favored social security ex¬ 
tension, except the children of 
professional men. 

In general, overwhelming favor 
was accorded the over-all social 
security program, 87 per cent 
favoring it, and six per cent 
registering “no opinion.” 

General hostility was expressed 
toward the present fanJi price 


support program. The students 
said it would lead to federal con¬ 
trol of farms, was not necessary 
for economic stability, and would 
result in higher taxes. 

Sixty-four students voted 
against the Brannan plan while 
22 favored it. The 58 students 
expressing “no opinion” indicated 
an extremely widespread lack of 
understanding of the plan. 

The greatest resentment was 
shown toward the idea that the 
government should guarantee 
farm incomes, 118 students op¬ 
posing it compared to 18 favor¬ 
ing it. Fifty-six students thought 
present price supports were ade¬ 
quate for farmers, forty-seven 
students saying they were in¬ 
adequate, and 41 offering “no 
opinion.”

She is ope of 700 appoint¬ 
ees who competed this year with 
students from colleger all over 
the country for position^ v on the 
board, according to “Madamoi- 
selle” 

As a college board member, 
she will report to the magazine 
on campus news, fads, and fash¬ 
ions during the college year. She 
will also complete three maga¬ 
zine assignments in a competition 
for one of twenty guest editor¬ 
ships, to be awarded by the mag¬ 
azine next June. 

The winners will be brought to 
New York City for four weeks 
in June to help write and edit 
“Mademoiselle’s” 1951 August 
college issue. They will be paid 
round-trip transportation plus a 
regular salary for their work.

Next Monday night Detroit uni¬ 
versity’s Titans are going to use 
every trick in their book in hopes 
of reversing last week’s loss to 
the Braves.

The Detroit squad, under Head 
Coach Bob Calihan, led the Braves 
for 34 minutes before going down 
in defeat 69 to 65 in the first 
tangle at Detroit last Jan. 4. Last 
year they upset the potent Braves 
by a surprisingly 67 to 54 count. 

Scoring Swanson 

Paced by center Norm Swan¬ 
son, a 6-foot, 5-inch ace who has 
averaged 16 points per game this 
season, the Titans will display the 
same team of last year. Nine 
lettermen, including last season’s 
starting five, are back with the 
aggregation which won 20 and 
dropped only six a year ago. 

So far this season the Titans 
haven’t been very potent while 
on the road, having dropped five 
straight without a win. For the 
season, Detroit has an even split, 
six wins against the same number 
of losses. Their Missouri Valley 
record also stands at .500 with a 
lopsided win over Drake to offset 
the loss to the Braves. 

Short But Potent Guards 

At the guard posts will be a 
pair of excellent ballhandlers in 
5-foot, 10-inch Brendan McNam¬ 
ara, and 5-foot, llinch Walt Poff, 
sophomore sensation who pumped 
in 22 points against the Braves in 
their first meeting. The latter, an 
Indiana all-stater, is fast and has 
a fine set shot to add to the . 
Titan’s offense. Playmaker Me-/ 
Namara, team sparkplug who has 
plenty of drive along with deadly 
set shot, scored 19 points against 
the Braves last year. 

Coach Calihan’s choice for the 
forwards will fall upon Senior 
John Kirwan and Junior Don Ber¬ 
ner. Kirwan, who has been a regu¬ 
lar, for four years, is very fast 
and rough on defense, while Ber¬ 
ner is a good shot and rebounder. 

Calihan, a teammate of Bradley 
Coach Forddy Anderson in 1941- 
42, will no doubt call for plenty 
of action from a number of other 
fine reserves, including forwards 
Jerry Gleason and Ken Timmons, 
guard Benny enevich, and cen¬ 
ter Jerry Olson.

Private Industries Pay Top Salaries 

Salary levels of the nation’s top scientists are consider¬ 
ably lower in colleges and universities than in either govern¬ 
ment or private industry. Earnings are highest in private 
industry not only for the entire group of scientists but also

rules, and makes new ones. Act¬ 
ing with the dean of women and 
the Women’s Welfare committee, 
the board formulates and admin- 
sters regulations for the women’s 
residences. 

Its judicial powers are familiar 
to most coeds.

for those in each age group, in 
every scientific field, and in every 
region of the country. 

This is one of the major find¬ 
ings of a study of the employ¬ 
ment, education, and earnings of 
the country’s leading scientists. 
The study, which covers 42,000 of 
the 52,000 scientists listed in the 
1949 edition of the biographical 
directory “American Men of 
Science,” was made by the U. S. 
department of labor’s bureau of 
labor statitics in cooperation with 
the department of defense. 

The scientists studied were pre¬ 
dominantly research workers. 
Next to research, teaching was 


the activity most often reported. 

Chemists were by far the larg¬ 
est group, comprising about one- 
fourth of the scientists in the sur¬ 
vey. The biologists were second 
and the engineers third, although 
the total number of engineers in 
the country exceeds the total 
number of professional workers 
in all other scientific fields com¬ 
bined. 

Educational institutions were 
the principal field of employment 
for these leading scientists, with 
private industry second and gov¬ 
ernment third. Thirty-seven per¬ 
cent were employed solely by uni¬ 
versities and colleges at the time 


of the survey, and an additional 
13 percent combined education 
with some other type of employ¬ 
ment. The proportion of scientists 
working exclusively for private 
industry was 27 percent, for gov¬ 
ernment agencies 14 percent. 

For Ph.D.’s in all specialities 
taken together, the median salary 
in private industry was $7,070 a 
year, in government $6,280 a year, 
and in education $4,860. The engi¬ 
neers had the highest median 
salary and the biologists the low¬ 
est in every type of employment. 
So important, however, was the 
difference in salary levels as be¬ 
tween one type of employer and 
another that the biologists work¬ 
ing for business firms tended to 
earn more than the engineers on 
the college campus.

BU Chemistry Professor 
Completes Research Papers 

Philip S. Baker, associate professor of chemistry at 
Bradley University, has recently written two research papers 
for professional chemistry journals. “A Versatile Cyroph- 

orus” appeared in Journal of Chemical Education. Another 

article in Tappi, a trade journal,*--- 

was entitled “The Characteristics 


of Unbleached Kraft Pulps from 
Western Hemlock, Douglas Fir, 
Western Red Cedar, Loblolly 
Pine and Black Spruce.” 

Baker’s research paper for the 
Journal of Chemical Education 
proposed a piece of apparatus 
which he sought to prove would 
better demonstrate “the effect of 
a dissolved solute upon the vapor 
pressure of a solvent.” 

The conventional apparatus 
now used in the laboratory con¬ 
sists of two beakers, according 
to Baker. His proposed apparatus 
includes three different compart¬ 
ments. 

Baker’s article in Tappi, a 


trade journal of the pulp and 
paper industry, included observa¬ 
tions on the bursting strengths 
of various pulps. He drew this 
conclusion: 

“It seems reasonable to con¬ 
clude that one reason why both 
pine and fir pulps display low 
bursting strengths is the low 
specific surfase areas shown by 
beaten pulps of those species.” 

The author came to Bradley in 
1948 after receiving his doctor of 
philosophy degree at the Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois. Earlier, he re¬ 
ceived his master of arts degree 
from the University of Arkansas 
and his bachelor of arts degree 
from DePauw university.

IBM Machine 
Speeds Check 
Of Absences 

Tabulating weekly absence re¬ 
ports for the registrar’s office is 
just one of the many advantages 
of the new IBM machines. 

Each of the 18,000 cards is put 
through the machine on an aver¬ 
age of fifteen times each week, 
but some go through as many as 
twenty-three times. 

The initial sorting arranges the 
cards alphabetically according to 
students. The absence results are 
then tabulated on another mach 
ine and these results are given to 
the office of student services 
where they become part of each 
student’s record. 

The final sortings separate the 
cards according to class, hour, in¬ 
structor, and alphabet. The com 
piling of these weekly absence 
reports requires eighteen hours. 
However, the results are entirely 
accurate and of considerable val¬ 
ue to the office of student ser¬ 
vices and the deans of the various 
departments. 

Without the help of the IBM 
machine, accurate absence rec 
ords would be impossible because 
of the number of man-hours that 
would be required for the job.

President Truman has called 
for a military establishment of 
3,500,000 men by June 30 of this 
year.

As a matter of fact, these 
numbers have increased to the 
point where some branches of the 
service have waiting lists and it 
is impossible to enlist immediate¬ 
ly. It is realized and accepted by 
most of the people that we are 
entering what is probably the 
most perilous time our nation has 
seen. It may be that in the near 
future everyone will be called 
upon to give all that he possess to 
assure the survival of our nation. 

Best Preparation 

If it is to be the survival of our 
nation, then it follows that every¬ 
one should be interested in just 
how they may best prepare them¬ 
selves to meet such an emergency.

assumed that military training 
prior to his entering the service 
would be of value to him, as well 
as to the branch of service he will 
enter. There are colleges and uni¬ 
versities in the United States that 
offer such training. Bradley uni¬ 
versity is one of these institutions 
able to offer such a course to their 
students. The Air Force Reserve 
Officers Training Corps of Brad¬ 
ley university has been establish¬ 
ed to prepare young men for 
commissions as second lieuten¬ 
ants in the United States Air 
Force Reserve. In addition, under 
existing laws, it offers young men 
the opportunity to complete their 
college work prior to entering the 
service. 

Deferments 

All of the students pursuing the 
advanced course of the AFROTC 
are exempt from the draft, an 
indication of the importance the 
services place on a college educa¬ 
tion. Quotas have been establish¬ 
ed for the basic course, freshman 
and sophomore years, that ex¬ 
empt approximately three quar¬ 
ters of the students pursuing the 
course. The awarding of these 
deferments is based upon the 
standing of the student in the 
AFROTC course and his academic 
standing with the university. 
While not all freshman and sopho¬ 
mores who are members of the 
AFROTC can be assured of a de¬ 
ferment, the AFROTC course is 
the only course offered by Bradley 
university that will lead to such 
deferments. 

As has been stated, the final 
decision as to whether an indi¬ 
vidual remains in college or vol¬ 
untarily enters the armed serv¬ 
ices must be made by the indi¬ 
vidual himself. The important 
thing is to make sure the decision 
you make will be of the most 
benefit to yourself and your 
country.—Col. Wilmot.

Slum Area Program Of Boy Scouts 
Discussed By Dr. Kohler In New Book 


A study conducted from 1946 to 
1949 has been compiled and pub¬ 
lished by Dr. Leroy L. Kohler, 
director of social work at Bradley. 

The book, entitled “The Effec¬ 
tiveness of the Boy Scout Pro¬ 
gram in City Delinquent Areas’’ 
and published by the Boy Scouts 
of America, was written as dis¬ 
sertation for Dr. Kohler’s doctor 
of philosophy degree, awarded 
last year at New York university. 

The study, the most compre¬ 
hensive of its kind according to 
the headquarters of the Boy 


Scouts of America, was based on 
Scout programs in sum areas, and 
concluded that the organization 
is effective in combating juvenile 
delinquency if combined with 
other welfare agencies.

NCAA Meet 

Three faculty members repre¬ 
sented Bradley at the 45th annual 
National Collegiate Athletic asso¬ 
ciation convention held in Dallas, 
Tex., Tuesday through Saturday, 
last week. 

A. J. Bergstrom, head football 
coach, A. G. Haussler, vice-pres¬ 
ident, and Phil Becker, faculty 
representative attended the com¬ 
bined meetings at the Hotel 
Adolphus. 

A motion was passed by the 
NCAA to prohibit all live tele¬ 
vision from football games for 
the next year until experiment 
and research on the problem 
could be carried out. 

An amendment was adopted, 
which stated that the control and 
responsibility for the conduct of 
athletics shall be exercised by 
the institution itself, or, in case 
of a membership in a conference, 
by the conference. The Missouri 
Valley Conference will soon meet 
to formulate its policy. 

General Ira C. Eaker, retired, 
presented an interesting talk at 
the conference comparing the 
world situation with a football 
game ,in which Russia was using 
the platoon system and the U. N. 
had only an eleven man team. 
Hugh C. Willett was re-elected 
president and K. L. Wilson, exec¬ 
utive secretary of the association. 

In conjunction with this meet¬ 
ing, the Football Coaches of 
America met in the Baker hotel 
and similar meetings by the Mis¬ 
souri Valley Conference were 
held. 

The annual Coach of the Year 
banquet and the Cotton Bowl 
banquet were also attended by 
the men. 
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The Bradley Braves, who for 
two consecutive weeks were 
rated the No. 1 team in the na¬ 
tion, have fallen to third in the 
Associated Press and forth in the 
United Press weekly basketball 
polls. The Braves suffered their 
first setback in 16 games, thus 
setting the stage for their drop. 
Although being ranked below 
Oklahoma and Kentucky in the 
Associate poll, the Braves re¬ 
ceived solid support from 175 
sports writers and sportscasters. 

The ratings are awarded on 
the basis of 10 points for a first 
place vote, nine for second, etc. 
Bradley received 1,006 votes as 
compared to first place Okla- II 
homa’s 1,084. 

In the United Press survey, I

Oklahoma, runners up to Brad¬ 
ley last week, has taken over 
first place with 15 voctories and 
no defeats. Kentucky, seemingly 
regaining stride after their Sugar 
Bowl defeat, ranks second with a 
ten and one record. 

Long Island, pride and joy of 
the eastern fives, furthered their 
bid for the top by defeating St. 
Louis. Long Island has a perfect 
season so far. 

On the basis of their triumph 
over Bradley, St. John’s has 
jumped to fifth in the Associated 
poll and sixth in the United poll.

he added that in the past, build¬ 
ings have not been completed at 
the specified time, but he is fairly 
certain that the new $650,000 dor¬ 
mitory will be ready for occupan¬ 
cy next fall. The two-section struc¬ 
ture will have four stories and a 
basement recreation area. The ex¬ 
terior will be of light buff brick 
and stone, similar to the library. 

In describing the indefinite cir¬ 
cumstances in connection with 
Harper Hall, he explained that 
university officials who are seri¬ 
ously considering making Harper 
hall a women’s dormitory will not 
be certain for perhaps two 
months. It depends upon any 
number of things. 

It is impossible to judge wheth¬ 
er next year’s enrollment will in¬ 
clude 2000 men or 400. Owen says, 
“There is even a possibility that 
the new dorm will house women 
students.” 

So perhaps this information will 
answer numerous campus rumors 
which are now circulating around 
Bradley. If you want a more defi¬ 
nite answer, you’ll have to wait. 
Or maybe you can find out more 
from congress.

Bradley has been designated as 
a testing center for the nation¬ 
wide administrations of the Law 
School Admission Test on Feb. 24 
and April 28. Dr. Donald S. Gorse- 
line, director of adult education 
announced today. 

Depending upon the law schools 
to which they wish to make ap¬ 
plication, college seniors, juniors, 
and in some instances sophomores 
are eligible to take the tests. Each 
applicant should find out from 
the law schools in which he is in¬ 
terested whether he should take 
the test and on what date. The 
law school admission test is pre¬ 
pared and administered four 
times a year, in November, Febru¬ 
ary, April, and August by edu¬ 
cational testing service, Prince¬ 
ton, New Jersey. 

Application blanks and a bul¬ 
letin of information describing 
registration procedures and con¬ 
taining sample test questions may 
be obtained from the Law School 
Admission Test, educational test¬ 
ing service, P. O. Box 592, Prince¬ 
ton, N.J. Applications must be 
mailed so as to be received at the 
Princeton office not later than ten 
days prior to the testing date 
chosen, Dr. Gorseline advised. 

Scores on the law school ad¬ 
mission test are used by many 
law schools throughout the U.S.

Vice-president C. M. Hewitt*

Listed For Ad Men 

Saturday, Feb. 17, has been 
announced as the date for the 
examination in advertising quali¬ 
fications, offered each year by the 
American Association of Advertis¬ 
ing Agencies in cities throughout 
America.

The 
various tests require a full day's 
time. 

The second part of the exami¬ 
nation consists in elective tests 
of the students actual knowledge 
of the various phases of advertis¬ 
ing practice. Students take only 
such tests as they feel qualified 
to handle. This test is mailed to 
the student, completed by him at 
home, and mailed to the commit¬ 
tee. 

The committee emphasizes the 
fact that the primary purpose is 
to help the student plan his own 
future more intelligently, not to 
secure him a job. However, each 
year a considerable number of 
those taking the exam do secure 
positions through turning in ex¬ 
ceptionally high grade papers.

BU Student Conducts Research 
On Army Educational Facilities 

A Bradley university graduate student and army reserve 
colonel has begun research on army educational facilities 
that is expected to influence education both inside and out¬ 
side the army. *- 


The research being done by 
Emmett N. Cockrum, social sci¬ 
ences instructor at Pekin High 
school, is part of his work toward 
a doctor of education degree. He 
is doing part-time graduate work 
at Bradley while remaining at his 
Pekin teaching post. 

Cockrum’s dissertation title is 
“Contributions of the Information 
and Education Services of the 
Armed Forces to American Edu¬ 
cation.” 

“This research is the first of its 
kind,” Dr. Manley MacDonald, 
Cockrum’s graduate advisor and 
dean of Bradley’s college of edu¬ 
cation, reported. “There is a good 
chance that it will influence both 
civilian and army education.” 

MacDonald pointed out that 
Cockrum is well equipped for the 
task, having served as a lieuten¬ 
ant colonel in the army’s informa¬ 
tion and education division during 
World War II. His present re¬ 
search is a race against time, for 
he expects to be called up soon 
as a reserve officer. 

Cockrum will concentrate his 
research on the aspects of the 


army’s educational program in 
the present emergency. He is 
studying the aspects of the cor¬ 
respondence courses offered sol¬ 
diers by the Armed Forces Insti¬ 
tute and sponsored by the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin. He is also 
looking into the general educa¬ 
tional development tests given. 

MacDonald recalled that such 
tests already greatly influenced 
education, pointing out that col¬ 
leges have considered results of 
the tests as a basis for college 
entrance for veterans rather than 
the previous requirement of a 
high school diploma. 

Cockrum did his undergraduate 
work at Illinois Southern college, 
then moved to the University of 
Illinois for his master of arts 
degree.

Why Have Final Exams? 

The fatal week of semester exams has 
again crept up on 3,000 unaware and mostly 
unprepared Bradley students. This week 
marks the beginning of cramming, compil¬ 
ing crib notes, and burning the midnight oil. 

Why do we have semester exams, any¬ 
way? 

Many of us are still not convinced that 
it’s worth it. For some, preparation consists 
of a ten minute search through Greek exam 
files. The less fortunate spend hours prepar¬ 
ing crib notes, ruin their eyesight trying to 
decipher them, and eventually constitute the 
bottom of the curve anyway. 

Faculty members frown upon the numer¬ 
ous underhand methods used by college stu¬ 
dents. But many of their tactics are twice 
as disgusting. Professors, strongly desirous 
of an adequate system, should at least be 
conscientious enough to prepare a different 
final each semester. Due to lack of ambition, 
they give the same exam year after year, 
and then are surprised because half of the 
class has seen a copy of the exam in advance. 

Another type of faculty offender is the 
one who spends a whole semester discussing 
his relatives, travels, and accomplishments 
and then wakes up the week before finals 
and assigns 400 pages of text book material. 

If college professors insist upon placing 
so much emphasis on final exams, some mak¬ 
ing the results constitute the entire semester 
grade, the system should undergo a change. 

For the most part, the average student 
makes an earnest attempt to write a final 
exam to the best of his or her ability, with¬ 
out crib notes or a preview of the exam. 
These students, making an honest effort to 
maintain a high scholastic average, are at 
a definite disadvantage. 

Unless the present system is corrected in 
some way, with the co-operation of both 
faculty members and students, the hectic 
week of finals may well be abolished.

Later he played five 
years of professional ball under 
such astute coaches as Steve 
Owen, of the New York Giants;

With the Seahawks he 
was coached by Bud Wilkinson, 
Don Faurot, and Bernie Bierman.

whom Mertes was the assistant 
coach at Iowa. With such a solid 
foundation of experience Brad¬ 
ley should feel lucky to have 
Mertes ,and already fans are 
pointing to better things to come.

Interviewed by the SCOUT 
shortly after his appointment, 
Bus grinned broadly and said, 
“I’m awfully pleased.

BU ROTC Unit Expands; 
More Freshmen May Join

The Air Force Reserve Officer 
Training Corps at Bradley has let 
down the gates. Currently in the 
midst of a large expansion pro¬ 
gram, which includes the move¬ 
ment of all classrooms and offices 
to the renovated University hall, 
the corps is also increasing fresh¬ 
men enrollment quotas. 

Not only will all incoming frosh 
this February be eligible to join 
the program under the new plan, 
but also those advanced freshmen 
who did not take advantage of it 
to enter last fall. In short, all 
freshmen can now join. 

The ROTC offers students a vir¬ 
tual assurance of not having their 
college career interrupted, and in 
addition gives them a valuable Air 
Force Commission. All juniors 
and seniors are draft exempt, in 
addition to receiving $27 a month 
plus a ninety dollar officers uni¬ 
form free. Basic students also 
get a regular uniform. 

Cadets come out of the train¬ 
ing with a reserve commission, 
with an alluring $310 a month 
awaiting them if they wish to go 
on a tour of active duty—$410 if 
they fly. All AFROTC graduates 
have an excellent chance to get 
into flight training, which they go 
through with full lieutenant's pay. 

As a freshman, cadets attend 
class one period per week, and 
spend an hour on the drill field. 
That’s all there is to it. Getting 
through four years of college un¬ 
molested in these times is quite 
an accomplishment, but ROTC 


Insurance Plan 
Open Second Half

The student council recently 
passed an amendment to its con¬ 
stitution stating that a person 
must have been an active member 
of the student council associates 
before being eligible for student 
council membership. 

The amendment states that 
those desiring to become mem¬ 
bers of the student council “must 
have been active members of the 
student council associates for at 
least three months prior to the 
date of election.” 

However, this amendment has 
been amended for the coming 
spring elections, so that the art¬ 
icle now reads people “must have 
been active members of the stu¬ 
dent council associates for at 
least six school weeks prior to the 
date of elections for the year of 
1951.” This applies to the coming 
spring semester only. After that 
time, the original amendment will 
go back into effect. 

This change was necessary in 
view of the short amount of time 
left before the elections. It was 
felt that there was a necessity for 
prospective members to be famil¬ 
iar with the student council pro¬ 
ceedings before being elected. 

Second semester freshmen 
representatives and graduate di¬ 
vision representatives need not 
have been members of the SCA, 
however. They are the only excep¬ 
tions to the above amendment. 

It is hoped, by members of the 
student council, that the SCA will 
not be taken lightly by the stu¬ 
dent body.

Wilbur Adams, manager of the book store; 
A. G .Haussler, vice president of the univer¬ 
sity; and George Beck, school auditor, gave 
the following answers to questions on pol¬ 
icies. We hope that this will clear up numer¬ 
ous questions in the minds of students. 

A definite policy has been established on 
the return of books. 

A student may return the textbook of a 
course dropped until Mar. 10. The books 
must be clean and free from markings, and 
the students must present a drop slip signed 
by their advisor or dean. 

Wrong textbooks may be exchanged with 
only the difference in price adjusted. 

Any student can secure new books if they 
so desire. 

Although mark-ups vary on books, the 
over all profit of the book store is barely 
sufficient to provide the proper margin 
necessitated in any business. The book store 
is not meant to be a profit making organiza¬ 
tion. If a profit is made, however, during 
any period, it will be directed toward a schol¬ 
arship fund. 

In some instances, books may be pur¬ 
chased cheaper from book companies with 
dead inventory items. The majority of books 
are as cheap or less costly than they would 
be elsewhere. 

On certain fair trade items, the book 
store is not allowed to cut the price set by 
the manufacturer.

signed found that the heads of these schools 
or departments specify the items to be kept 
in stock, and Adams purchases according to 
these instructions. Therefore if students 
have complaints, they should see respective 
department heads. 

Concerning late arrival of books, it was 
found that barring lists being turned in late 
by instructors, or adverse conditions in ship¬ 
ment, books are always available at the be¬ 
ginning of the semester. 

The companies purchasing used books 
have no connection with the Bradley book 
store other than the fact that they are 
brought on campus as a student service. 
While we feel that the prices paid by the 
companies are too low, students are not 
obligated to sell their books. 

For numerous reasons (mostly financial) 
the book store does not have the proper 
facilities. For instance, it is often necessary 
to handle books several times, increasing 
the overhead which in turn increases mark 
up on books. If proper facilities were avail¬ 
able, the cost would be less. 

There is only one reason the book store 
exists on the campus. The administration 
pointed out that the book store is strictly a 
student service, with the purpose of selling 
books to students at as low a possible cost. 

If any student feels that he is not being 
served properly, he is urged to contact 
Adams, who will be glad to answer his 
questions.

Keith Smith Sinks 
Foul Shot In Last 
Three Seconds 

As far as the defeat by the 
Aggies is concerned, it was a 
shocking one. The final decision 
was made with only 3 seconds 
left in the overtime period when 
a little 5-foot, 10-inch, 165 pound 
reserve guard for the Aggies,

stanza. 

Elmer Behnke came off the 
bench with a badly swolen ankle 
to gamer high scoring honors for 
the Braves with 14 points and 
definitely was the spark in Brad¬ 
ley’s fifth win in seven Missouri 
Valley starts.

Registration Estimates Listed; 
No Alarming Enrollment Drop

Although the totals of the second semester registration are not compiled as yet, it 
looks like a small city of students will again be located on the Bradley campus. 

Registration has continued through this week, and the totals will be completed by next 
week's issue. Enrollment is expected, however, to reach the 2900 mark. 

The latest total now stands at*---- 

2772 students, of which 911 are 
veterans. Breaking down into 
classes, seniors lead with 706, with 
freshmen folowing with 644 mem¬ 
bers. Membership progresses with 
599 sophomores, 592 juniors, 149 
graduates, and 82 special stu¬ 
dents. 

Liberal arts leads the academic 
choice with 906 enrollees, and the 
school of commerce comes next 
with 746. Three hundred and fifty- 
five are enrolled in Bennett col¬ 
lege, 346 are taking engineering 
courses, 246 are studying fine art, 


92 are in education, and 81 regis¬ 
tered in the junior college. 

Asa Carter, university regi¬ 
strar, stated in an interview, “En¬ 
rollment looks very good, when 
you consider the world conditions 
of today, and the army breathing 
down the neck of the boys.” 

Bradley has little need to worry 
about enrollment drops as other 
schools are doing. “There was no 
alarming rate of decline in the 
enrollment for the second semes¬ 
ter,” he continued. 

Only 40 men left school to en¬ 


list in the armed forces, the ma¬ 
jority of whom preferred the air 
force or the navy. There was no 
actual record left by most of the 
enlistee as to what branch of 
service they were choosing, so no 
factual breakdown can be offered. 

One hundred fifty students were 
dropped to poor scholarship, while 
160 finished their work for de¬ 
grees as February graduates. The 
latter will return in June to re¬ 
ceive their diplomas, if possible, 
or receive them through the mail 
at that time. 


would include two games with 
the University of Hawaii and 
three with island amateur quin¬ 
tets. 

With five games remaining— 
Drake, St. Louis, Tulsa twice, 
and Oklahoma A & M—before 
the completion of the regular 
season, there is a good deal of 
time remaining to make the de¬ 
cision. 

Since the Braves have dropped 
three league tussles, an NCAA 
bid is far remote, since only the 
first place team in the respective 
conferences are chosen along 
with independent contingents. As 
it stands, Oklahoma A & M leads 
the Missouri Valley with an un¬ 
beaten league season with St. 
Louis in the runner-up spot hav¬ 
ing a single conference setback. 

The university has left the de¬ 
cision of choosing post-season 
games up to the players, who 
decide by majority vote. Al¬ 
though no official announcement 
has been made, it looks like the 
Braves will be making a March 
trip to Hawaii or Chicago. Both 
of these tournaments are on 
about the same date, thereby 
making it impossible to go to 
both. 

If the Braves should choose 
Hawaii ,it would mean playing on 
a doubleheader program. Oregon 
State has already accepted a bid, 
and will play on the other half 
of the twin-bill against Hawaiian 
competition.

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Letter To The Editor: 

Another semester is over. Everyone has 
their grades. For all practical purposes we 
can do nothing about this last semester 
nor any other semester in the past. We often 
hear instructors speak of inept, lazy stu¬ 
dents and we are often left with the impres¬ 
sion that any faults that lie in our educa¬ 
tional system are posessed by students. It 
is my belief that a great many faults of 
our educational system are more rightly the 
fault of poor instruction, the lack of proper 
methods and lack of standardization in those 
methods. 

In the past seven semesters and approxi¬ 
mately 138 hours of class work it has been 
my uninteresting experience to be exposed 
to fifty odd types of teaching. Any number 
of methods of grading have been used, all 
different in the basic factors of grading and 
most, if not all, wholly inadequate. 

For instance, in one course the class was 
to be graded on the percentage basis (an 
antiquated basis if we listen to the modern 
school). In another course we were to be 
graded on the curve but no tests were given 
in the entire course until the final week. 
This one final was to be an adequate basis 
for grading the students in the class. 

Is there any logical basis or is it reason¬ 
able to grade students on such a basis? 
Above all this is the fact that a great many 
instructors have little basis or planning for 
their lectures and that they are largely a 
product of on the spot thoughts or occur¬ 
rences. 

My point is this: Is this being fair to the 
students ? Are they being instructed so that 
they receive the most value from the time 
spent in lecture hours? Is there any point 
in making remarks to the effect that an 
instructor’s cat has more brains than the 
whole class put together? 

Is it fair to students that they are marked 
-down because they have countered argu¬ 
ments offered by instructors as non-logical 
or inconsistent? There is an innumerable ! 
number of points that could further be 
offered to substantiate the case that much 
has to be done to make our educational sys¬ 
tem effective and above all of greater benefit 
to students. It seems to me that instructors 
(and students) have a great responsibility 
to their school, country, and themselves to 
make their time the greatest practical value 
for later life. 

I make no bones about the whole system. 

I have been greatly disappointed by at least 
half of the instructors that I have had and 
I personally feel that a lot of my time has 
been wasted in a number of courses, that 
would not necessarily have been wasted if 
there were a greater effort expended by 
instructors to achieve better methods of in¬ 
struction and grading. (This is not a short 
term beef since I have a fraction under a 6 
point average and had a 7.3 this past semes¬ 
ter.) 

This is a criticism of an educational sys¬ 
tem that has so much to do to make it more 
effective and more worthwhile that we can 
hardly have patience with the remarks of 
some instructors to the effect that they are 
not at fault. 

This is an appeal to those persons who are 
responsible for our educational system to 
please do something, anything, but let’s im¬ 
prove this conglomeration of ideas and 
methods.

Dear Sirs: 

The soullessness of Corporations is something to stun you. 

I am myself a victim, and instead of being a man of health and an 
honor to the community, I am now a relic of humanity just from 
the hands of a surgeon who made an honest effort to restore me to 
the form in which I grew to manhood’s estate.

In 
an early season exhibition, St. 
Patrick’s held a one-point triumph 
over Tilden as Macuga fired 23 
for the losers and Dunn dialed 14 
for the victors. 

The same year, Tilden competed 
in the down-state tournament. 
Macuga registered 26 in their first 
game against ROVA, but lost 
their next game to West Aurora 
as the mighty mite amassed 14. 
It was a West Aurora team that 
was paced by John Biever, now at 
Northwestern, and Bob Carney, 
now an outstanding Braves’ fresh¬ 
men dribbler. 

Pikrone played against Dunn, 
who was then a sophomore, in ’48 
in an exhibition game which St. 
Patrick’s defeated Lane by 12 
points. Last summer, however, 
the trio played together during 
the north side league campaign 
and have maintained their friend¬ 
ship here at Bradley.

The Bradley regulars saw 
about three quarters of fast 
action before Forddy Anderson 
flooded the floor with reserves 
using a total of 16 players.

Other standouts on this year’s 
Bradley team include Dick Mize 
on the hurdles, Dave Shelton run¬ 
ning the 880, Ralph Barclay 
throwing the shotput, and Tom 
Moorse stepping out the mile.

The first meeting, an intro¬ 
duction of the organization to 
most students, was taken up with 
explaining the general principles 
of the group.

An all-independent election is 
set for Thursday and Friday, Mar.

A table will 
be set up in B hall where all in¬ 
dependents should register—sign¬ 
ing their names and addresses— 
before voting. 

The group realizes that other 
similar efforts were unsuccessful. 
To this effect, Dave Zelnick, one 
of the leaders of the movement, 
stated, “Although we know about 
the past efforts to organize, we 
feel that we are profiting by their 
mistakes and will succeed this 
year in accomplishing our pur¬ 
pose.” 

The organization intends to run 
an independent ticket at all school 
and student council elections and 
support their own queen candi¬ 
dates. The group hopes, through 


friendly competition, to gain an 
equal representation on campus 
of independents and greeks. 

No Finance Worry 

The independents are not 
worrying about finances at the 
present time. This concern will 
come after the organization and 
policy are definitely set up. 

The officer’s framework tenta¬ 
tively is somewhat different tham 
any other on campus, in that there 
will be two people holding each 
office, a male and a female. This 
will allow them to form two 
groups, working together, yet 
able to go by themselves to have 
some special entertainment, if 
desired.

The powerful Golden Hurri¬ 
canes from the University of 
Tulsa, under the direction of one 
of the most respected coaches in 
the nation, Clarence Iba, will play 
host to the Braves of Bradley 
university in what should prove 
to be another rugged Missouri 
Valley conference battle Saturday 
night, in Oklahoma. 

Tulsa made steady progress 
last season in Iba’s first year as. 
coach at the school, and this year, 
with an added amount of speed 
and depth, the famed younger 
brother of Hank, has developed 
a potential basketball power. It 
was quite an achievement for 
Clarence last season when he pull¬ 
ed the Hurricanes out of the 
M.V.C. cellar by compiling a 12 
won, 11 lost record. 

The big gun in the Iba artillery 
is all-Missouri Valley first team 
selection Neil Ridley. The 5-foot, 
9-inch, 160 pound senior from 
Columbus, Kansas holds down a 
forward slot. He has been a de¬ 
fensive standout, is a superb 
passer, and has paced the Hurri¬ 
cane scorers for the past two 
years. 

Number two man is a 6-foot, 
3-inch junior from Murphysboro, 
Illinois, Ken Dobbs. This 175 
pound guard is a good floor man 
and is also great on defense.

Switching back to Bradley’s 
opponets, which includes 24 differ¬ 
ent teams during the campaign— 
seven conference, two Big 10, five 
east, three south, four coast, and 
three midwest independents — 
achieved an overall 268 won and 
251 lost mark.

Indiana (15-2), the runner-up 
of the league, and Purdue (6-12) 
are the Braves’ Big 10 opposition, 
who together have a .548 percent¬ 
age on 21 and 14 win-loss. 

Now, here’s something—. Okla¬ 
homa edged Oklahoma A & M, 44- 
40, but lost 48 to 44 to Iowa State. 
Since Drake toppled Iowa State, 
65-47, and Bradley registered a 
74 to 55 win over Drake, it’s easy 
to note the Braves 45 point differ¬ 
ence over the Aggies. The moral— 
you can’t beat the bookies.

Losing out in a tremendous 
game January 26 that could have 
seen the Braves winning had any 
one of a dozen breaks gone right 
—but the dice bounced the wrong 
way. 

Before that heartbreaker a fort¬ 
night ago, Bradley had beaten 
the Oklahomans 35-31 two years 
ago in a truly great game, and 
twice decisively last season. 

So the Aggies want the Braves 
—not in any loving manner, that 
is, but want their scalp, and in 
the worst sort of way.

The Bradley University basket¬ 
ball machine knocked St. Louis 
off the Hilltop assembly line 
Tuesday night as the Braves 
ground out their 25th win at the 
expense of Eddie Hickey’s Billi- 
kens, 97 to 65. This total, as it 
was reached amid hysterical 
cheering of 8,500 fans, would 
have set the Robertson Field- 
house scoring record if it had 
not been for the recent rout of 
Ripon with a total of 101 points. 

Eddie’s Proof 

This decisive (to say the least) 
win over St. Louis was especially 
sweet as Bradley proved all the 
way down the line, man for man, 
they were the better team. Yes, 
even Mr. Hickey himself had no 
doubt which team holds the de¬ 
cided edge in overall strength as 
a 32 point difference was staring 
him in the face, not to mention 
the fact the Braves took the sea¬ 
son’s series two games to one. 
“Little Napoleon” did not even 
mention the fact the Billikens 
could have won, if, but said, “I 
only hope this loss will do some¬ 
thing for the younger men on 
the squad.”

The number six team in the

The theme is subdivided into three general topics: “The 
Place of Religion in the Student's Life,” “Dating, Courtship, 
and Marriage” and “Operation Religion on Today's Frontier." 


Some of the features of Relig¬ 
ious Emphasis week this year will 
be class room discussions, in¬ 
formal discussions with frater¬ 
nities and sororities, three lec¬ 
tures, and “Q” sessions. 

The introduction of the “Q” 
sessions will be a special innova¬ 
tion this year. Immediately follow¬ 
ing each chapel the three guest 
leaders will conduct three con¬ 
secutive “Q” sessions. 

“Q” sessions are informal peri 
ods wherein the guest leader will 
present his subject and enter into 
a thorough discussion of it with 
those students who wish to make 
a thorough inquiry and avail 
themselves of the resources which 
the guest leaders offer. 

Speakers 

The, speakers highlighting the 
week’s events are the Rev. Arthur 
Long, Protestant; Rabbi Stanley 
Brav, Jewish; and Rev. Francis 
Cahill, Catholic. 

Rev. Long, a graduate student 
at the University of Chicago, has 
been active in student work at 
home and abroad. During the 
summer of 1949 he studied con¬ 
ditions in eastern Europe abroad. 
His special field is summer cam; 
work, and he has helped in or 
directed camp for the Boy Scouts, 
the 4-H clubs, the Boys’ clubs, and 
the Disciples Conference-Camp 
program. Along with his studies 
Rev. Long is a student assistant 


minister at the First Christian 
church in Maywood, Ill. 

Rev. Brav is co-rabbi of the 
historic B’nai Israel Congregation, 
Rockdale Ayenue Temple, in Cin- 
cinnatti and is a specialist in his 
field of family relations. From 
1940 to 1946 he was chairman of 
the Committee on Marriage, the 
Family and the Home, of the 
Central Conference of American 
Rabbis. He is also the author of 
several outstanding books on 
family relations. 

Former Navy Chaplain 

Father Cahill is the pastor of 
St. Patrick’s parish at Wapella 
Ill., where he has served since the 
end of World War II. During the 
war he served as a chaplain in the 
Navy and spent five years in the 
Aleutians and Japan. He is popu¬ 
lar and much sought after speak¬ 
er in college groups throughout 
Illinois. 

Three lectures will be included 
in the. weeks events for which 
chapel credit will be given. They 
will be held at 4:10 on Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday after¬ 
noons, March 5, 6, and 7. The 
lectures will be “The General 
Place of Religion in Student’s 
Life” by Rev. Long, “Dating, 
Courtship, and Marriage” by Rab¬ 
bi Brav, and “Operation Religion 
on Today’s Frontier” by Father 
Cahill.

Scholarships 

Are you interested in a scholar¬ 
ship? Dr. Leo Bent explained that 
a new policy relative to the secur¬ 
ing of scholarships has been in- 
augerated. All applications for 
scholarships must be made prior 
to Apr. 1. 

This regulation applies to all 
Bradley students, including incom¬ 
ing freshmen. Greater attention 
to the need for financial assist¬ 
ance for the applicant will be 
made in the determination of the 
amount of the award. 

For incoming freshmen, Bradley 
university is offering, besides the 
regular one-year scholarships and 
grants-in aid, five $1600 scholar¬ 
ships, ten $1000 and twenty $600 
scholarships. These amounts are 
for the four years and are applied 
in equal amounts to the tuition 
of each of the eight semesters. 
They are automatically renewable 
if the following grade points are 
made: 6.5 for the $1600 scholar¬ 
ship, 6.0 for the $1000, and 5.5 for 
the $600. 

Application blanks for those 
students with high scholastic 
standing or for those who can 
prove a need for financial assist¬ 
ance can be obtained in the office 
of student services in room 116, 
B hall.

Letter To Editor: 

The student council associates 
met last Thursday night with an 
unexpectedly large representa¬ 
tion. The main point of business, 
although not listed on the agenda, 
concerned the validity of the 
officers. 

In reality the purpose of the 
objectors was to impeach the 
present president on the. basis of 
technical flaws upheld in the con¬ 
stitution of the student council 
associates. Perhaps the objections 
are valid, yet the active member 
of the associates who voted for 
the present officers and have fol¬ 
lowed closely the business of each 
meeting, are and have been com¬ 
pletely satisfied with their choice. 

Students who have recently be¬ 
come members of the council and 
who are not acquainted with its 
procedures and purposes are not 
in a position to criticize what has 
been done in the past. 

It is evident that conflicting 
group personalities have entered 
into the actions of an independent 
organization. The student council 
and the student council associates 
are representative of the entire 
student body—not of fraternities 
or sororities either individually or 
as a group. 

The purpose of having a student 
organization which is independent 
of “greek” organizations is to 
avoid the personal discriminations 
and prejudices which exist among 
these groups. 

This antagonistic attitude will 
create disunity within an organi¬ 
zation, which in its prime needs 
support and cooperation to a- 
chieve its goals and high stan¬ 
dards. 

I’d like to see an independent 
organization which does not repre¬ 
sent any particular group. The 
student council associates was 
just such an organization before 
personalities entered into it. Be¬ 
fore this situation goes too far, 
it should be stopped. Cooperative 
effort will achieve better 'results 
than disunity.

Stupendous ? Superb ? Great ?

It was a brutal, vicious game 
all the way.

Officiating? 

Bradley university’s campus tournament may very well 
be a move toward the start of a new era of collegiate basket¬ 
ball. In the past few years, the cage game has suffered 
greatly from three major factors: (1) commercialization; 
(2) officiating, and (3) gambling. These things were not 
f spotlighted until the recent New York “fix”. 

We will attempt, in a series of brief editorials, to point 
i f out some of the evils of the sport and how we think they 

can be improved. For the first of the series, officiating will 
be discussed. 

The difference of officiating in the various sections of 
the country has undoubtedly added to the disadvantages of 
traveling quintets. It’s bad enough that a visiting five has 
, to accustom themselves to playing on an unfamiliar court, 
before partisan fans, and away from mama’s cooking. 

This is impossible to change, but the differences in 
| various sections of the country that exists in officiating 
| along with a large number of incapable officials can be 
: altered. Officials have become too important in governing 
the winner of a game. There is too much whistling for the 
officials not only call the obvious fouls, but also discover 
technicalities which could have been passed. 

1 Whether in New York, the prize whistle-blowing district; 
i 1 Philadelphia, or Chicago, you can see officials who display 
, more of vaudeville talents to the throng than basketball 
knowledge. This might be all right in professional sports, 
but should be eliminated in amateur athletics. 

E-' Now for the solution to the officiating problem. In pro- 
■ fessional baseball, they have schools for the teaching of 
I officiating. A similar type of school in basketball could 
I i jdtain uniform officiating and have all-around improved 
handling of the games. 

But here’s the revelation—why not take the vouthful 
college graduates who have played college basketball as 
candidates at the schools. Guys who possess a good mental 
j t knowledge of the game plus realization of how much a game 
means to the respective teams. There’s a lot of players who 
have these characteristics, but lack the physical abilities 
to go into professional caging. 

Since officiating college games is a well-paying sideline, 
jft the profession offers worthwhile financial benefits for the 
1 work. Not only that, it would enable un-heralded athletes 
j l to maintain their connection with the game and enable them 
I to contribute great benefits to the sport by their sincere and 
impartial efforts. j> T

Dr. Clara Krefting Mawhinney* 
head of the speech department, 
has joined with a co-author in 
adding a unique text to the 
works in speech. 

She and Harley A. Smith of 
Houston, Texas, have written 
“Business and Professional 
Speech,” recently released by the 
American Book company. It is 
designed for practical instruc¬ 
tion to business and professional 
persons who have frequent occa¬ 
sion to speak before small 
groups. 

Publicity released by the pub¬ 
lishers drew attention to the 
unique character of the book, 
emphasizing the practical aspects 
of the text. 

It is divided into two parts, 
the basic factors of business and 
professional speech and speaking 
situations most frequently met 
by business and professional 
people. Considerable space is 
given to such situations as the 


conference, application, inter- 
view, good-will speeches, presen¬ 
tation and acceptance speeches, 
addresses of welcome and fare¬ 
well, radio speaking, and read¬ 
ing the written report. 

The authors also go into the 
mechanics and psychology of 
speech. 

“Business and Professional 
Speech” was the second text 
authored by Dr. Mawhinney and 
Smith. A previous text on in¬ 
formal speech was pointed out 
recently by a professional speech 
journal as one of several out¬ 
standing works. The text is 
widely used by high schools 
throughout the nation. 

Dr. Mawhinney attended the 
University of Minnesota and the 
University of Wisconsin, receiv¬ 
ing her doctor of philosophy de¬ 
gree from Louisiana State Uni¬ 
versity in 1937. She joined the 
Bradley faculty in 1937.

known“Fight on Flying Eagle” of 
Alabama. 

Mr. Thompson had heard sev¬ 
eral of the Bradley broadcasts 
and had become an ardent fan of 
the Braves. He offered to write 
a song for BU, so one month ago 
he wrote “Clap Your Hands.” As 
one might guess, he got the idea 
for the song from hearing how 
the students of BU clap to 
“Charge On, Bradley.” 

Waring and ‘Bravo' 
Another Bradley song, “Bravo, 
Bradley Braves,” has a fascinating 
origin. In 1938, Fred Waring had 
a weekly radio show on which he 
saluted American colleges and 
universities and also wrote a song 
for them. He selevted Bradley and 
wrote “Bravo, Bradley Braves” 
in their honor. BU then elect 
ed a representative, Phil Far¬ 
mer, from the campus, who pre 
sented Mr. Waring with an Indian 
headdress and smoked the peace 
pipe with him. This was the be 
ginning of the famous peacepipe 
smoking tradition now carried on 
at the basketball games. 

One of the very first songs to 
be written for the university is 
the still popular “Alma Mater 
Song.” Mr. Howard Bennett, who 
was a Harvard music graduate, 
[wrote the music to the “Alma 
Mater Song.” The words to the 
“Alma Mater Song” were written 
by an honor student, Elaine Jack, 
who graduated from Bradley in 
1912. 

Loyalty Song 

I Although Bradley had the “Al¬ 
ma Mater Song,” it was several 
years before the students had a 
real loyalty song. 

In 1921, Mr. E. J. Schlegele 
came to serve as BU’s second 
band leader. When he learned of 
the need for a loyalty song, he 
fecided to write the music for 
one. It is the now widely known 
large On” song. Mr. Schlegele 
received his masters degree in 
lusic at Marquette university 
mservatory. He is now head 
of the technical drawing depart- 
lent at Bradley. 

The words of “Charge On Brad- 
f * were written by John Fritz 
and Fredrick Siebert. Mr. Siebert 
tme to Bradley in 1923 and was 
j bn the faculty for three years. 

He is at the University of Illinois 
now. John Fritz is a school prin¬ 
cipal in East Peoria today.

We 
here highly resolve that next year will not 
find us in a higher income tax bracket. That 
this taxpayer, underpaid, shall figure out 
more deductions; and that taxation of the 
people, by the Congress, for the government 
shall not cause our solvency to perish.

Congratulations are in order for the 
various Greek and independent organiza¬ 
tions that are co-operating with the school’s 
effort to make visiting teams feel at home 
during the National Campus Basketball 
Tournament. 

Participating teams coming from distant 
cities will have few fans in attendance at 
the games. Organized Greek cheering sec¬ 
tions for the various teams will add greatly 
to the general collegiate spirit of the NCBT. 

Bradley’s tournament is not only an im¬ 
portant local event, but also has vital national 
significance. All of us hope to see the NCBT 
become an annual campus event. 

Students can and are helping the school 
sponsor one of the biggest national sports 
events of the year. 

An entirely different spirit will prevail 
at this tourney in contrast to the type of 
national tournaments many colleges have 
decided to avoid.

Another story in the same is¬ 
sue, referring to statement of 
the financial condition of the Ath¬ 
letic Board for the previous foot¬ 
ball season, goes: 

“From this statement, it will 
be seen that the football season 
of 1903 came within $26.48 of 
making expenses. This speaks 
well for the season when we take 
into account the fact that con¬ 
siderably more has been expend¬ 
ed for equipment this year than 
last. (Equipment, according to a 
statement for the entire team, 
everything from shin guards to 
football bladders, cost $71.30.) 

The remaining $120.08 of the 
cash deficit consists mainly of 
the cash deficit hanging over 
from last year, the expenditures 
for basketball and tennis, and 
Bradley pins.” 

Included on the statement was 
the football coach’s salary, which 
was an even $68 for the season. 
Gate receipts from the Henry 
High school, Bloomington, Toulon 
Academy, Central Prep, school, 
Hedding college, and the Alumni 
games totaled $119. The guy who 
mowed the campus, so it says, 
received $1.50 while the telephone 
bill for the season accounted for 
one dollar. 

With these facts and figures, 
it’s not too hard to see that the 
times have changed somewhat.

The SCOUT salutes the number one team in the nation —the Bradley Braves. They 
might have fooled some of the people some of the time, and most of the pollsters part of 
the time, but not all of the people all of the time—broke attendance records wherever 
they went. 


All-American, Gene “Squeaky” 
Melchiorre, has upheld Bradley’s 
tradition in the post-season bas¬ 
ketball limelight by following in 
Paul Unruh’s footsteps, which, 
as you remember, left their im¬ 
print in practically every all-star 
selection made last year. Living 
up to pre-season expectations, 
Melchiorre was recently named 
to the Associated Press, United 
Press, and Collier’s first team 
All-American five. On these stel¬ 
lar quintets, Gene was teamed up 
with such cage notables as Sam 
Ranzino, N.C. State; Bill Mlkvy, 
Temple; Bill Spivey, Kentucky; 
Clyde Lovelette, Kansas; Dick 
Groat, Duke; Mel Hutchins, Brig¬ 
ham Young; and Gale McArthur, 
Oklahoma Aggies, with Mel¬ 
chiorre being named to the first 
five on all three teams. 


In a yet to be released issue, 
the 5-8 V 2 Highland Park, Ill. flash 
has been named to the Sport 
Magazine All-American and will 
undoubtedly be selected on other 
coming magazine all-star picks. 
Melchiorre’s consistant, outstand¬ 
ing play throughout the season 
resulted in his appearance in 
many feature articles in such 
magazines as Look, Sport, and 
several other sporting magazines 
issued during the year. 


His steady play resulted in his 
nomination to the All-Missouri 
Valley five for the second straight 
year. In the final statistics for 
the MVC scoring title, it was 
shown that Melchiorre shared 
honors in that department with 
teammate Elmer Behnke as each 
had 196 points in 14 games. 


Big Elmer Behnke, voted Brad¬ 
ley’s most valuable player by his 
teammates, came fast at the 
close of the regular season to tie 
the other half of the Braves’ over 
and under combination for the 
MVC scoring crown. This blazing 
finish resulted in the choice of 
Big “E” as the first string center 
on the All-Missouri Valley five 
which is selected by The Confer¬ 


ence board at the end of the MV 
schedule. Undoubtedly, if the 
boards which selected the na¬ 
tional all-star teams had waited 
to the same time the MVC had 
picked theirs, we would have 
found Elmer as first string center 
on a majority of the All-American 
quintets. 


Behnke was named to the se¬ 
lect “21 Club” of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Cow Palace which is re- 
served for 



those who score 
21 or more 
points in that 
same arena. 
Elmer dialed 22 
against San 
Francisco U. to 
make the third 
Bradley player 
to receive this 
honor in the past three years. 
Charlie Grover got 21 against 
Stanford, also on this year’s 
western tour, while Paul Unruh 
garnered 23 against St. Mary 
three seasons ago. 


Bill Mann, elected captain of 
the 1950-51 Braves, has left a 
mark on Bradley basketball his¬ 
tory which will never be erased. 
After being counted down and out 
for the rest of the season with a 
broken wrist, Bill came back, cast 
and all, to lead the number one 
team in the nation, despite what 
the AP and UP polls proclaim, to 
a blazing finish with a seven 
game win streak including a win 
over the Aggies at Stillwater and 
a 32 point rout of St. Louis. 


“Bullseye Bill”, in the past two 
years, has been consistently high 
among the leaders in the nation 
for the supremecy of the field 
goal shooting percentage. For a 
time this year his deadly accu¬ 
racy pushed him to top rung of 
the Bradley scoring ladder till a 
large cast hampered his style. 
Gamering the scoring honors for 
the Braves in the Sugar Bowl 
tournament this year, his efforts 
were invaluable in capturing the 


championship cup of that tour¬ 
ney. 


Aaron Preece, winner of the 
Dobler Memorial Trophy for the 
second year in a row, has aided 
the Bradley cause with his cool¬ 
ness at the free throw line. His 
efforts not only resulted in the 
Dobler award for the top charity 
tosser of the 



Braves, but his 
scintilating .849 
percentage also 
won him the 
highest nation¬ 
al position in 
this category. 
His deadliness 
from the foul 
mark, along 
with Fred Schlictman’s amazing 
kiss-shot, (the Aggies won’t for¬ 
get) brought descriptions of 

phenomenal ability about these 
performers wherever the Braves 
tread. 


St. Louis, the host team, took 
first place honors while Detroit 
achieved third place recognition. 
St. Louis had 90 points, Bradley 
54 and Detroit 52. The only first 
place winner for the Braves was 
Fred Lux in the 100-yard breast¬ 
stroke as he recorded a fast 1:06. 

The highlight of the meet was 
John “Corky” Skoog’s brilliant 
56.6 in the 100-yard free-style that 
enabled him to shatter the Brad¬ 
ley university record and almost 
beat the Missouri Valley champ 
and recordholder, Lynn Durbin of 
St. Louis, who turned in a 56.4. 

Bob Olin, Bradley diver, fin¬ 
ished second in his event, as did 
Lux in the 200-yard breaststroke. 
Also finishing second from the 
Hilltop were the BU 400-yard re- 
lay team (Williams, Phillips, 
Rauschskolb, Skoog), Roy Kearns 
in the 100-yard backstroke, and 
the Braves’ 300-yard medley ag¬ 
gregate.

By glancing at current newspaper and magazine articles, one 
can easily see that the players who recently became victims of 
gamblers are not the only ones in the basketball world that are 
receiving journalistic lashings. Referees are now becoming butts 
lor the writers’ kicks as well as the game of basketball in general.

In the March issue of True magazine, Stanley Woodward states, 
'‘Most basketball coaches and a large number of fans know already 
that officials are prone to disregard obvious infractions in the late 
stages of the game when calling a foul could decide the outcome. 
He was using as his prime example, the Bradley-CCNY NCAA final 
last March, and in describing the final seconds said, “There wasn’t 
much doubt that Melchiorre was fouled and the referee, Lou Eisen¬ 
stein, was in an excellent position to call it.” 


Leaving Mr. Woodward’s article, which suggests referees are 
no less prone to human weaknesses than players, we turn to a story 
in a late issue of Collier’s entitled, “Anyone For Basketball?” by 
Red Smith. He describes a basketball referee as a “Fanatical Paul 
Fry with the gift of choler who has refined irascibility to the status 
of dramatic art.” 


In this completely hilarious article, Mr. Smith’s prize example 
is referee Pat Kennedy whose blood is said to boil at absolute zero. 
He tells of the time the very vociferous and colorful Mr. Kennedy, 
not surprisingly, once fell to the floor writhing, threshing, and 
choking in mortal anguish, then the attendants “rushing out to 
comfort this martyr to his own theatrical ardor, found, while suck¬ 
ing in an extra-deep breath for a blast upon his whistle, he had 
gagged on his upper plate.” 


Even Adolph Rupp, who many writers call the nation’s best 
coach, has received some personality debunking in the Mar. 13 
issue of Look. In his article, Tim Cohane does not take a thing 
away from Mr. Rupp’s coaching prowess, but states that “The 
Baron” would be disqualified in a popularity contest conducted by 
the fans and players. 


>Ir. Cohane, remarking about the Kentucky coach, says, “Some 
of his players have been known to hate him, but that’s what he’s 
after. He feels that they’ll take it out on an opponent. After gradu¬ 
ation .Rupp’s players admit he’s got something.” 


Whatever the case may be, Bradley will take no chance with 
the officiating gripe in our coming NCBT. The Braves will use 
I three referees to cover the play and they will be selected from the 
nominations of the eight coaches of the participating teams.

The Bradley AC and the Brad¬ 
ley varsity gathered an equal 
number of points in the 51st 
Central AAU track and field meet 
at the University of Chicago 
Field House Friday night. 

Glen Farrell, Jim Philbee and 
freshman Gordon Adams stood 
out in the field of 200 trackmen. 
Just about every notable cinder- 
man in the midwest was present 
at the fieldhouse as Wheaton 
literally ran off with the team 
trophy, Bradley finishing fourth. 

Philbee Romps 

Farrell ran the 600 yard dash 
winning the first heat but finish¬ 
ing second as Herman Waarich 
beat him by less than one second 
in over-all time. Jim Philbee had 
little trouble taking the 70 yard 
high hurdles defeating his old

The big surprise of the evening, 
as far as Bradley was concerned, 
was delivered by frosh Gordon 
Adams who placed third in the 
two mile.

Three Bradley graduates—all 
women—were placed in jobs re¬ 
cently, and in each case, the em¬ 
ployers specified that men were 
not wanted.

Basketball, Debates, Baseball 

Today at one o’clock, the open¬ 
ing round of the Invitational Fra¬ 
ternity Basketball Tournament 
will get underway in the Bradley 
gym, with the finals being run 
off at one o’clock on Saturday. 
Tonight’s NCBT semi-finals will 
start at 7:30 and the third place 
playoffs will begin promptly at 
7:00 on Saturday followed by the 
championship game.

These sophomore 
and junior-studded teams may 
well be reaching their peak at 
this time, as did a sophomore 
and junior-studded Bradley five 
two years ago in the NIT. The 
Braves played the best ball of 
the season in that New York 
tourney and gave notice on their 
number one national rating which 
they achieved one year later. 

Villanova Loaded 
Syracuse as well, will not be 
hurt by graduation this year, 
while the Villanova Wildcats have 
an all sophomore team with the 
exception of two juniors. It is 
felt that wherever Utah winds 
up in the tourney standings,

Ed Diddle Jr. was out to give 
his Dad’s Kentuckians as much 
assistance as possible and wound 
up with scoring honors as he 
tallied 16 points on five buckets 
and six free-throws. Jim Kelly 
and Elmer Behnke, Bradley’s one- 
two center combination, led the 
Bradley cause with a total of 29 
points, 15 and 14 respectively. 

Syracuse surprised the fast¬ 
breaking Toledo Rockets in 
Wednesday’s opener and won go¬ 
ing away in the fourth quarter 
by a score of 69 to 52. Behind 
by six points at the half, Toledo’s 
comeback trail was blocked pri¬ 
marily by the early departure of 
“Jumpin’ Jack” Feeman on five 
fouls. 

The Rockets, well represented 
by a vociferous college throng 
led by three of their own cheer¬ 
leaders, moved to a 21 to 20 lead 
at the end of the first quarter, 
but later succumbed to to the 
overall height of the Orangemen. 

Two Utah Men, Sir 

The second tilt of the Wednes¬ 
day preliminaries proved to be 
most thriling of the first four 
games in which the winners 
gained the right to the semi¬ 
finals starting tonight. It may 
very easily be said the Utah 67 
to 65 win over NCAA entry Vil- 
lanova, could be credited to two 
young men who were not even in 
basketball suits. Mac Bay and 
John Van Wagner, outstanding 
acrobatic cheerleaders from Utah, 
won the hearts of an unbiased 
Peoria throng of 8,500 with their 
tireless efforts and aided the 
Ute’s inspired finish with lusty 
cheers.

The classy Villanova Wildcats, 
NCAA entry, were seriously 
slowed-up in offensive drive with 
the loss of stellar guard, Sam 
Glassmire, on five fouls early in 
the second half. Glassmire’s play¬ 
making set up several Wildcat 
scores including many of the 19 
points garnered by Ben Stewart. 
Sharp shooting sophomore, Larry 
Hennessey was held to four 
points in the second half by 
Utah’s ace guard, Jim Cleverly, 
after totaling 15 points in the 
first half on deadly set shots. 
Hennessey’s inability to hit from 
out in the second half also ham¬ 
pered Villanova’s offensive 
strength.

The findings of the Kefauver crime inves¬ 
tigating committee have been revealed in 
detail through the press, radio and television.

There are honest poli¬ 
ticians and trustworthy men in public life 
who would discharge the duties of public 
office honorably and creditably, but who— 
thanks to American apathy—have never 
risen to positions where their influence for 
good might be brought to the securing of 
honest government.

Schroeder, Max J. Lipkin, and 
Leroy L. Kohler were killed about 
5 p. m. last night in an exchange 
of fire between them and four 
psychology instructors, Earle E. 
Emme, Carl E. Smith, Porter 
Bennett, and Max H. K. Forster. 

Bennett Heated 

As near as can be determined, 
the duel began when Bennett 
accused Schroeder of teaching 
untruths from a sociological 
point of view in his classes. 
When Schroeder denied the 
charge, and counter-charged that 
Bennett’s psychological view was 
wrong, Bennett drew a shot gun 
and murdered Schroeder in cold 
blood. 

The blast brought Garrett, Lip- 
kin, Kohler, Emme, Forster, and 
Smith to the scene and the argu¬ 
ment between the psychologists 
and sociologists resumed. 

» 

Reporter On Job 

The rapid exchange of shots 
brought SCOUT reporter Always 
Onthebeam dashing to the battle 
ground. Onthebeam, sensing 
something was wrong, inter¬ 
viewed wounded and dying Gar¬ 
rett, and learned that a shooting 
had taken place. 

“I rushed to the SCOUT office, 
wrote the story,” Onthebeam 
said, “and later called the student 
council.” 

Garrett and Bennett were still 
firing volley after volley into 
each other when the council 
arrived. The gory argument was 


brought under control when Ben¬ 
nett found no more sociology 
teachers left to shoot. 

The four sociology instructors 
were rushed to the university 
nurse but were dead on arrival. 
Bennett, Smith, Emme, and For¬ 
ster were being held for question¬ 
ing, charged with illegal posses¬ 
sion of deadly weapons, on 10 
dollar bail.

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Rilke Conference Proves 
Outstanding Success At BU

From the welcome address of 
President Owen of Friday to the 
inspiring piano concert Sunday 
afternoon, the Rilke Conference 
here last week was an outstand¬ 
ing success. It paid deserved trib¬ 
ute to the great Austrian poet, 

I Rainer Maria Rilke. 

Sponsored by Bradley Univer¬ 
sity, but primarily the work of 
Dr. Robert Rie, the event brought 
together interested visitors from 
all over the country. Meetings, 
discussions, book reviews and 
social hours highlighted the im¬ 
portant affair. 

Not only were many distin¬ 
guished visitors here, but keen 
interest was expressed by other 
scholars and readers from such 
far away lands as France, Ger¬ 
many, Austrailia, Switzerland, 
Italy, England, Africa, and points 
from all over N. America. Many 
of them asked for reports of the 
Bradley Conference, expressing 
with regret that distance pre¬ 
vented their coming in person. 

Rilke's Importance 

Rainer Rilke was an Austrian 
poet, also writing in French, who 
had great influence during his 
life time with his unusual diction 
and imagery. His renown during 
the last two decades has grown 
and spread till today he is con¬ 
sidered one of the very import¬ 
ant inspirational lyric poets. He 
had a great way of bringing ab¬ 
stract ideas down to the earth. 

Lively Topics 

The conference got down to 
business Friday at 4 with a book 


review tea in the Wyckoff Room, 
of the new Rilke biography by 
Norma Wydenbruck, given by 
Dr. Rie. Other lively topics were 
the “The Peculiar Difficulties of 
Frike” translation into English, 
the “Theme of Frustration in 
Rilke’s poetry’ '“Rilke’s French 
poems,” “Rilke’s Christ Poems”, 
“Rilke’s Dinggedichte,” and many 
others.

Bus has a great deal of poten¬ 
tial material, and has been scout¬ 
ing throughout the country for 
more. With the new freshman 
rule passed, he has been looking 
at all outstanding high school 
stars in hopes of building his 
power even further. 

Next FalTs Lineup? 

Despite the 24 returning letter- 
men that will be back, Mertes has 
stated that all positions are wide 
open. “No individuals holds a 
monopoly on any position at this 
time, but the spring work-outs 
will largely determine the squad 
for next fall,” replied Mertes. 

“As far as our possibility in 
the win and lose column, it is too 
early to even attempt to make a 
guess,” explained Bus. As most 
fans probably already know, the 
Braves will be facing one of the 
toughest slates in Bradley his¬ 
tory, but everyone is looking for¬ 
ward to a great and successful 
season.

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Letter To The Editor 

I have several complaints concerning the way in which the 
student council election was recently run. 

The biggest of these complaints is the changing of eligibility 
rules so close to election time. Obviously, the requirements were 
far from clear to the majority of students and even to some estab¬ 
lished members of the student council associates. All of a sudden 
an eligibility list was posted and some of the members of the 
associates were very surprised to find their names absent from 
this list. 

Perhaps what was done was best for the future student council 
and all concerned. This, however, is not my point. My idea is that 
a satisfactory policy should have been set up at the outset of the 
student council associates, and this policy should have been well 
publicized and followed strictly until after the election. If such a 
system had been followed, everyone would have known what he 
was doing, and the election would not have been such a confusing 
proposition. 

Another snare in the smooth procedure of election was the 
change in requirements of the board of control of student publica¬ 
tions. Certainly, the requirement of three months’ experience on 
some branch of student publications is a good one. There is little 
question about that. But why was it kept such a secret? 

To mention a small difficulty, the election was postponed on 
several occasions and everyone seemed to be in doubt as to when 
their petitions were to be picked up and when they were due to be 
turned in. Although this point is minor, it joins the major ones in 
making this what was probably one of the most disorganized elec¬ 
tions in the history of the school. 

Perhaps I’ve sounded very critical in the above lines, but a 
school election for something as important as student council and 
board of control of student publications is something that should 
be well publicized and well organized. 

I think that a much better job could have been done and hope 
that these mistakes can be profited by in the future.

Many questions by veterans relative to their training 
status and the cut-off date of July 25, 1951 are being askec 
oi the Veterans' Bureau of the office of student services, 
lo help veterans clarify their status the following questions 
have been answered: 


Letters To The Editor: 

Independent Voting 

Since the student council elec¬ 
tions took place two weeks ago 
I have heard many unfavorable 
comments. They have come pri¬ 
marily from the Independents 
who are wondering why all the 
Student Council offices and Board 
of Control members are members 
of a fraternity or sorority. Inde¬ 
pendents attribute this to the 
coalitions on campus, claiming 
that there should be no such 
thing. 

I would not dispute the validty 
of such an argument, mostly be¬ 
cause the answer seems obvious 
to me. The coalitions, at least, 
supply a reason for Greeks to get 
out and vote. Fraternity and 
sorority members take pride in 
their organization; enough to 
want to see a member in a public 
office. 

The Independents, kowever, 
don’t need a coalition. All they 
have to do is get out and vote. 
With greater than 1700 indepen¬ 
dents on campus and the Greek 
faction split into two coalitions 
it is obvious that the indepen¬ 
dents could have taken over a 
large majority pf the elected 
offices. 

If college students who are a 
minority of the population in the 
country, have not even the reason¬ 
ing power to realize that individ¬ 
ual votes are the ones that count 
in preserving a democratic form 
of government, then there is an 
unfortunate future in store for 


Q: Which veterans must have 
initiated their training and ac¬ 
tually be in pursuit of training 
on July 25, 1951? 

A: Veterans discharged on or 
prior to July 25, 1947. 

Q: Which veterans may initiate 

their training after July 25, 1951? 

A: Eligible veterans initially 
discharged after July 25, 1947 
and veterans who enlisted or re¬ 
enlisted between October 6, 1945 
and October 5, 1946 under Public 
Law 190 (the Voluntary Recruit¬ 
ment Act of 1945). These veter¬ 
ans have 4 years from date of 
first discharge after July 25, 1947 
to initiate training. 

Q: Which veterans must com¬ 
plete their training by July 25, 
1956? 

A: All eligible veterans except 
those who enlisted or re-enlisted 
under Public Law 190. These 
veterans have 9 years from the 
date of their first discharge after 
July 25, 1947 to complete their 
training. 

Q: The regulations state the 
veterans must initiate and be in 
training on their delimiting date 
except for normal interruption. 
What is considered normal inter¬ 
ruption ? 

A: Interruptions for summer 
vacation between spring semes¬ 
ter and fall semester at institu¬ 
tions of higher learning or for 
other reasons beyond the veter¬ 
an’s control.

Q: Will consideration be given 
a veteran’s application for addi¬ 
tional training if the application 
is received after the delimiting 
date? 

A: Yes, provided he applies for 
it while still in training. If he 
applies after completion of train¬ 
ing, his request will receive no 
consideration. 

Q: If a veteran is recalled to 
active military or naval service 
on or before July 25, 1951 or his 
appropriate delimiting date, may 
be initiate a course of training 
after he is discharged? 

A: No. 

Q: If a veteran in the fore¬ 
going question had initiated 
training and then interrupted his

training, may he be allowed to 
resume a course of training after 
he is discharged. 

A: Yes, provided his former 
progress in training was satis¬ 
factory and provided also he re¬ 
sumes his training within a rea¬ 
sonable period after he is dis¬ 
charged. 

Q: Must the interruption of 
training in the above question 
be due to recall to active service 
(as distinguished from voluntary 
return to active service) in order 
to be eligible to resume training 
after the delimiting date? 

A: No. 

Q: Some veterans who have 
completed their pre-medical or 
pre-dental course find it neces¬ 
sary to interrupt their training 
for 1 or 2 years before they are 
admitted to a Medical or Dental 
course. Will these veterans be 
allowed to resume training into 
their Medical or Dental course 
even tho this interruption occurs 
after the veteran’s delimiting 
date? 

A: Yes, an exception has been 
made for these veterans provided 
they establish the fact that they 
have applied unsuccessfully for 
admission to a medical or dental 
course each year after they have 
completed their pre-medical or 
pre-dental course. 

Q: Will school teachers be al¬ 
lowed to continue to pursue their 
graduate or undergraduate train¬ 
ing during successive summer 
sessions after the delimiting 


date? 

A: Yes, provided they, initiated 
their course before the delimiting 
date and provided also they sub¬ 
mit evidence every year from an 
official of the school employing 
them indicating they have been 
teaching during the preceding 
school year. 

Q: May a veteran who is pur¬ 
suing a correspondence course 
after the delimiting date change 
to resident training in the same 
course? 

A: No, if he desires additional 
training he may pursue only a 
course set out and designed for 
normal progression to more ad¬ 
vanced instruction by correspon¬ 
dence and he must apply for such 
more advanced course of instruc¬ 
tion prior to completion of his 
current course. 

Q: What is considered to be a 
“reasonable period” within which 
to resume education or training 
following release from active 
service? 

A: Generally, it might be stat¬ 
ed that education or training 
should be resumed with the term, 
quarter or semester or commenc¬ 
ing date of a new course next 
succeeding the date of discharge 
from active service. The summer 
session would not be considered 
a term, quarter or semester ex¬ 
cept for veteran-teachers. How¬ 
ever, it is reasonable to assume 
that the majority of such deter 
minations will have to be made 
on the basis of facts found in the 
individual case.

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Juska’s Thinclads Carry BU Colors In Drake Relays

When President Dave Owen, a 
former Bradley track great, in¬ 
augurated the NCBT and Brad¬ 
ley’s Cavalcade of Champions it’s 
possible that he received his idea 
from watching Drake Univer¬ 
sity’s famous Carnival of Track 
Champions. 

The relays which annually rank 
with the greatest spectacles in 
sport will bring together the 
cream of the track crop tomor¬ 
row and Saturday. The Braves 
will send ace timber topper Jim 
Philbee, stepping the 120 highs, 
an 880 yard relay comprised of 
Raoul Terriault, Glen Farrell, 
John Poppell and Don Serup, and 
the champion sprint medley of 
the Iowa State Relays, Theriault 
(440), Poppell (220), Philbee 
(220), and Farrell (880), Don 
Hasenstein winner of the javelein 
at Iowa will enter the same event 
at Drake. 

The 25,000 crowd that is ex¬ 
pected to witness the 42nd relays 
are assured of watching a track 
spectacle that throughout its 42 
years has become a sports ex¬ 
travaganza. 

Founded in 1910 by a far-seeing

athletic director, Major John L. 
Griffith, the relays attracted 82 
athletes performing before 100 
spectators who braved a lusty 
snowstorm. The relays began 
showing signs of their expected 
importance after the first world 
war when athletes journeyed 
from all over the country to en¬ 
ter into top competition. 

The carnival became a two-day 
stand in 1922 when the pressure 
of growing numbers forced the 
abandonment of the single day 
competition. 

The athletes outgrew the bro¬ 
ken down stands and the tent 
dressing rooms, forcing Drake to 
open a new stadium in 1926. The 
relays had come of age. 14,000 
track hungry spectators watched 
while 1,500 athletes strived to 
break world records. 

First Queen 

Northwestern University sent 
the first queen to Des Moines in 
1934, and from then on a new 
turn was taken in track. Athletes 
received their trophys, watches, 
and medals from beautiful queens 
attired in evening gowns. 

Even though competing with 
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the Penn relays held on the same 
day Drake continues to draw the 
top trackmen. Proceeds from the 
relays after all expenses have 
been paid go toward track scho¬ 
larship and upkeep of track at 
Drake. 

Nation-wide radio hookups en¬ 
tered the scene during the war, 
and this year may see the advent 
of television. 

The approximately 2,000 cinder- 
stars competing in this years re¬ 
lays will face the stiffest com¬ 
petition yet presented in track 
and field. 

A terrific duel shapes up be¬ 
tween two intercollegiate record 
breaking pole vaulters. Don Laz, 
who vaulted 15 feet one and % 
inches to break the intercollegi¬ 
ate record, will meet Don Cooper, 
a 15 ^ vaulter at the Kansas 
relays. Cooper of Nebraska de¬ 
feated Laz of Illinois last year. 

Don McEwen, Michigan’s great 
two-miler will attempt to defeat 
the top collegiate distance men 
in the country. He will be out to 
crack nine minutes in his favorite 
event. 

Jim Philbee will attempt to bet- 
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ter Roy Grieve’s fourth place 
finish of last year. Philbee will 
have to contend with Price of 
Wheaton, Hoover of Michigan, 
and his own Peoria nemesis, Joel 
McNulty of Illinois, among 
others. 

A grudge battle looms in the 
mile relay between host team, 
Drake, and the University of Illi¬ 
nois. The Illini held a command¬ 
ing lead at the Daily News Re¬ 
lays, when an Illinois boy fell off 
the track enabling Drake to win 
the event. Illinois has made no 
bones about their desire to win. 
Also entered are last years win¬ 
ners, the Oklahoma Aggies, led 
by their great quarter-miler Bill 
Gilchrest. 

Loyola Unbeaten 
Loyola will enter their unbeat¬ 
en sprint medley team to do 
battle with Bradley. Phil Scar- 
pelli (220), Chuck Wittingham 
(220), Ed Cervony (440), and Bill 
Conrardy (880) will present the 
Braves with their stiffest compe¬ 
tition. Cervony and Conrardy will 
also double in the distance med¬ 
ley aided by Bob Majeski and 
Bob Kelly. 
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The four mile relay will bring 
together last years winning Kan¬ 
sas team to vie for honors with 
Michigan led by McEwen, Ohio 
State led by Len Truex and Illi¬ 
nois led by Lawton Lamb. A 
great anchor lap is in the making I 
with the aforementioned stars i 
carrying the baton. 

Bradley will be out to equal 
their performance at Iowa State 
last week.

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Bradley Professor 
Compresses Time 
And Reactivates It 

Somebody once said, “Time is 
inexorable, you can't do anything 
about it," but Professor Fred 
Dace, Dean of Bennett college, 
apparently dosen’t subscribe to 
this view. At a recent demonstra¬ 
tion in the electronics laboratory 
he compressed one thousand 
hours of electron tube life with 
a mere thirty seconds. After the 
tube had passed out, it was com¬ 
pletely reactivated again by re¬ 
versing the process and complete 
restoration to full life was ac¬ 
complished. 

All this came about when Pro¬ 
fessor Dace was developing some 
new methods in handling com¬ 
plicated electron tube experi¬ 
ments. His innovation makes it 
possible to spend less time in 
arranging the set-up and more 
time in conducting the test and 
the interpretation of results. At 
the same time the mystery con¬ 
nected with the subject is stripp¬ 
ed away. It is visual education 
in a high state of development 
and a needed improvement in 
laboratory method.

Bernie Rafool, retiring student 
council president, handed the oak 
gavel to Jim Stockdale last Tues¬ 
day after the SC officer elections.

Pitchers can’t hit! Everyone knows that. It’s 
been proven time and time again. But for every 
rule, there is an exception that always presents 
itself, and, when it does, history is in the making. 

When the immortal Babe Ruth made his debut 
into the majors, he was classified under the pitch¬ 
ing category. But, as all sport enthusiasts know, 



Ruth made baseball’s Hall of Fame not as a pit¬ 
cher, but as “the greatest home run hitter of all 
time”. 

W T hen Don Alford received his Peoria Woodruff 
diploma, he proceeded to join the ranks of the 
Hilltop hopefuls, his only chance of college laurels 
seemed to be resting in the hurling accuracy of 
his strong right arm. And the arm made the 
grade; for the past three seasons, it has baffled 
anti-Brave hitters to the highest degree of con¬ 
fusion.

He became instrumental in 
leading the Braves to the 1950 Missouri Valley 
Conference Baseball Championship.

His clutch pitching and .356 batting average 
proved the essential inertia that carried the 
Braves to the top. 

During the wintei months, Alford applies his 
Wents to the hardwoods. Here, too, he more than 
made the grade.

H.B. 98—Prevent communists 
from teaching in Illinois. 

The Bradley delegate, believing 
the mover of the motion, U. of 
Chicago, to have been “carried 
away” with the idea of protect¬ 
ing the freedom of those who, if 
they had the opportunity, would 
destroy all freedom, spoke 
against the Chicago resolution. 

The Bradley delegate pointed 
out that to oppose communist- 
control bills such as those now 
pending, was to invite further 
communist infiltration into this 
country.

to the effect that NSA withdraw 
its opposition from the bills that 
would prevent communists from 
holding public office in Illinois. 

This amendment could not 

even obtain a second. In fact, 

the only answer he received 

was a further resolution: 

Resolution Passed: to the ef¬ 
fect that Illinois region, NSA, 
stand opposed to ANY further 
subversive control measures in 
Illinois. Only two negative votes 
were heard, one of them from 
Bradley. 

The Bradley delegate then re¬ 
signed himself to the fact that 
the assembly was conscientiously 
intent upon the idea of opposing 
any control of communists in 
Illinois.

The following resolutions were 
also passed with negative votes 
from the Bradley delegate). 

1. Implement NSA Student 
Bill of Rights on campuses. 

2. Oppose all bills to pre¬ 
vent communists from teach¬ 
ing. 

3. Oppose all loyalty oaths. 

4. Urge repeal of the McCar- 
ren communist control act.

National Student Association 

A new precedent was initiated, last week, 
when the SCOUT included a complete news 
report of the student council meeting, We 
intend to maintain this precedent not only 
concerning the SC meeting, but also in fur¬ 
ther extending out student coverage. 

Endeavoring to uphold the SCOUT’S pol¬ 
icy of being a paper solely devoted to the 
interests of the student body of Bradley 
university, we are devoting a part of this 
week’s issue to a vital campus issue— 
whether or not Bradley should remain a 
member of the National Student Association. 

In an effort to have both sides of the 
issue clearly explained, the SCOUT will pub¬ 
lish in next week’s paper an article by Joe 
Smith on “Why Bradley should remain in 
the NSA” and another by Dick Koepping on 
“Why Bradley should abandon the NSA.” 
We will also print an impartial viewpoint by 
Dr. Phillip Baker, one of the faculty advis¬ 
ors to the student council. 

The report of Warren Reynolds on the 
NSA’s Chicago convention made to the stu¬ 
dent council, after the delegate’s return 
from that conference, has been made public 
and it reveals the actual events that had 
taken place during that meeting. 

Critics of the policy of NSA have been 
increasing as the scope of their views are 
revealed. Therefore, we feel justified in pre¬ 
senting a complete picture of the NSA along 
with our views on the subject. 

At the Tuesday meeting of the SC, a 
motion was carried that Bradley will hold 
an all school election on Friday, May 18, in 
order to enable the students to vote on the 
referendum—whether or not Bradley should 
remain in the NSA. 

What Is NSA? 

The National Student association, founded 
in 1946 at Madison, Wis., is an organization 
of college student bodies, represented 
through their student governments. Bradley 
became a member in February, 1950, via an 
all-school election. 

According to NSA publicity releases at the 
time of BU’s entrance, the policies were as 
follows: 

1. Promotion of beneficial aids for stu¬ 
dents in colleges and universities across the 
nation. 

2. Sponsors Purchase Card System which 
provides co-operative methods to obtain stu¬ 
dent discounts, which is a direct benefit. 

3. It was created to serve the long exist¬ 
ing need for a representative inter-collegiate 
organization designed to serve the American 
student community, and to promote student 
interests and welfare. 

In the face of the publication of the 
Reynolds report on NSA, it is difficult to 
fail from noticing the organization’s definite 
Roosevelt college-Chicago university domin¬ 
ation with very pink trends. 

Since Bradley is a member of this organ¬ 
ization, which may very well have started 
•with fine ideals only to be shattered by a 
group of radicals, that would make every 
BU student in a sense a part of it. There¬ 
fore, it is very important that every student 
should strive toward finding out all informa¬ 
tion concerning NSA both pro and con, then 
vote accordingly.

meeting increasing defeats, finan¬ 
cial chaos, and is now in its 
worst crisis; student govern¬ 
ments must become more inter¬ 
ested, less apathetic; NSA must 
become immediately more active 
or should be dissolved; NSA 
needs better national officers. 

* * * 

This concluded the general re¬ 
port of what occurred at the Chi¬ 
cago convention, Apr. 20-22, Illi¬ 
nois region, NSA. 

The delegate from Bradley has 
but one recommendation: that 
Bradley become active in NSA, or 
disassociate itself from NSA en¬ 
tirely. Bradley, if it wishes to 
remain, should set up an active, 
functioning NSA committee in 
order to derive some benefit from 
NSA. 

We don’t gain anything from 
attending conventions. We gain 
something only if we can bring 
an idea back from a convention 
and apply it to our campus. 

Furthermore, we should send 
the maximum number of dele¬ 
gates to each convention. This 
delegation should be well inform¬ 
ed, particularly along the lines 
which NSA calls “Academic Free¬ 
dom.” 

These people also should, if 
possible, be able to speak per¬ 
suasively, if we are to attempt 
to remove the apparently subver¬ 
sive element now prevalent in the 
Illinois region, which this dele¬ 
gate considers to be objection¬ 
able.

Speaking of Jim Thorpe, his feats at a 
meet in 1912 brings to mind the previous saying which has become 
traditional at that Easton, Pennsylvania college. 

* * * 

Dr. Harold Anson Bruce had promised his alumni a sensational 
track meet and had gone to the unheard of trouble, for that day, 
of giving $400 for expenses to the visitor. Dr. Bruce, representing 
the undefeated Lafayette squad, protested to Pop Warner when 
he showed up at the station with only a four man contingent. 

* * * 

Bruce maintained that Lafayette’s 48 man team would romp 
all over Warner’s four little Indians and ruin his sensational home¬ 
coming track meet. The Indians weren’t so little, however, as one 
of them was the fabulous Jim Thorpe, and with the other three, 
Tewanima, Welch, and Burd, Carlisle saw to it that they had at 
least one of these men in each of the 14 events. 

* * * 

Lafayette’s dash star won the opening event, the 100 yard dash, 
but the Indians won 11 out of the next 13 events and tied for the 
12th, the pole vault. The final score read: Carlisle 71, Lafayette 41, 
and Dr. Bruce had previously wondered if Pop Warner had brought 
his whole team, actually, Thorpe himself would have been enough 
for a good show. 

* * * 

This man, who later went to Stockholm that year, and put on 
the greatest one-man show in Olympic history, was the same man 
who almost defeated Lafayette singlehandedly with 30 points. 
Thorpe won six firsts: the 120-yard high hurdles, the 220-yard low' 
hurdles, the running broad jump, the 16 pound shot-put, the run¬ 
ning high jump, and the discus. 

* * * 

Tewanima won the mile and two mile runs. Welsh won the 
quarter and half mile events, while Burd won the hammer and took 
second in the discus. Present day spectators, however, will prob¬ 
ably never see the likes of Jim Thorpe, not only because there is 
no apparent all-around track man of his ability, but NCAA rules 
allow a man to participate in only three events plus the relay in a 
regular meet. These rules do not affect a decathlon event.

Rockne Vital In 
Formation Of CCC 

Back in 1925, Knute Rockne of 
Notre Dame, Ralph Young of 
Michigan state and Conrad Jen¬ 
nings of Marquette decided that 
there was need for a good big 
track meet each year in which top 
flight track athletes could com¬ 
pete with each other. 

For many years the Western 
conference (Big Ten) held an 
open conference members could 
participate. Outside of the early 
season relays this left many fine 
track athletes without the oppor¬ 
tunity of showing that they were 
of championship caliber. 

The result was that Rockne, 
Young, and Jennings organized 
the Central Collegiate Conference 
and in 1926 the first CCC meet 
was held. Last spring the Silver 
Anniversary Meet was held at 
Marquette with Young and Jen¬ 
nings as referees. 

Soon after the outdoor meet 
was established an indoor meet 
vvas organized. At first the meet 
was held at Notre Dame and 
after Michigan State built its 
new fieldhouse ,it was held there 
until the last year or two. 

Bradley has taken part in the 
meet almost continually since the 
late twenties and has been a 
member since 1943. In addition 
the CCC holds competition in 
golf, tennis, swimming and cross 
country. 

The conference now includes 15 
members including Baldwin-Wal- 
lace, Bowling Green, Bradley, De- 
Paul, Butler, Detroit, Drake, 
Loyola, Marquette, Michigan 
State, Michigan State Normal, 
Notre Dame, St. Thomas, Wayne 
and Western Michigan. 

Two years ago it was decided 
to hold a conference closed meet 
in addition to the open meet. This 
year the closed meet will be held 
on Bradley field, Saturday, May 
19.

If we quit how do we get the 
exchange of ideas? 

How do we help our fellow 
students in Europe Asia? 

Who can best promote our tra¬ 
vel interests but us? 

THE ONLY answer to the 
above three questions, is to 
form another National Student 
association. This of course would 
involve the same problems we 
are suppose to have today. 

Let’s not stick our heads in the 
sand any more. We students must 
look at the world around us and 
see where the fight is today. We 
can start doing this by voting 
Friday to stay in NSA. 


In 1949 when Bradley univer¬ 
sity first actively considered 
membership in the National Stu¬ 
dent association, a special Stu¬ 
dent Council committee investi¬ 
gated rather thoroughly the as¬ 
pects, pro and con, of such an af¬ 
filiation. Bob Kelly, who was 
national president of NSA at the 
time, was invited to visit the cam¬ 
pus and spoke at a chapel pro¬ 
gram. 

Congressman Velde, in a reply 
to a request, stated that there 
was no record of any subversive 
trend in the organization. The ad¬ 
vantages of NSA were thought 
by the committee, and ultimate¬ 
ly by the council and student 
body, to warrant suport. As the 
reseult of a referendum, Bradley 
voted to join the NSA. 

SINCE THAT TIME, as out 
lined in the Reynolds report last 
week, this particular region of 
the NSA may possibly have 
changed its hue. Several SC mem¬ 
bers are convinced that the ten¬ 
dencies are quite subversive. 
Others feel that the chief objec¬ 
tion may be in the methods used 
to determine policy. (The general 
procedure seems to be to vote on 
policy by voice vote, without any 
checkoff, so that delegates vot¬ 
ing in the minority or abstaining 
might as well have voted in the 
majority.) 

Unfortunately, decisions are 
binding on all members, and no 
record of any objection is kept. 
By association, then, all mem¬ 


bers must necessarily be assum¬ 
ed to have taken the views of the 
majority, whether the views are 
subversive or not. 

THE NSA, on the other hand, 
is a national organization. The 
policies of this particular region 
do not necessarily reflect the 
overall policy. It is a young or¬ 
ganization, and as such must ex¬ 
pect a certain amount of “grow 
ing pains.” The ideals set up by 
the national organization are 
good ones; the potential benefits 
available are great. 

The question as to whether or 
not Bradley should remain a 
member is a grave one. Idealist 
ically, continuing our member¬ 
ship should be encouraged. The 
NSA at present is the official rep¬ 
resentative of American College 
students to the United Nations. 
The Bradley delegates should 
form the nucleus of a block to 
fight any subversive tendencies 
with the hope that any such 
trends can be halted. Vigorous 
opposition could eventually win 
out. 

REALITICALLY, on the other 
hand, since any member school is 
limited to one delegate for every 
500 students, Bradley can never 
have more than six delegates 
present at any meeting. Chicago, 
the center of the Illinois region, 
has a large number of schools, 
the University of Chicago, De- 
Paul University, and Roosevelt 
college alone have a total of ap¬ 
proximately 25,000 students and 
a potential delegation of perhaps 
fifty students. 

The big difficulty as far as the 
downstate and distant schools 
are concerned is getting the dele¬ 
gates to the meetings. The vi 
cious circle continues as the Chi¬ 
cago group votes to keep the 
meetings in Chicago, making it 


BRADLEY IS supported by 
many different truly American 
groups. Among these are social, 
church, educational, and indust¬ 
rial organizations. 

By continuing in NSA, it can be 
said that we lose the support of 
these groups. 

THEIR FUNDS enable us in 
later life, to contribute many 
worthwhile things to society. In 
other words, they expect a re¬ 
turn from their investment. Sure¬ 
ly they get no return from their 
investment by supporting an in¬ 
stitution who is known to be as¬ 
sociated with a subversive group. 

We have never been able to 
gain anything from NSA. At a 
convention, if we present a mo¬ 
tion, it goes for lack of a second 
because of the outstanding ma¬ 
jority of the University of Chi¬ 
cago and Roosevelt college. We 
are outnumbered from the start 
and do not have either the money 
or the support to form an oppos¬ 
ing bloc against this dominating 
majority. 

SINCE WE cannot do this and 
because we have never been able 
to accomplish anything construc¬ 
tive, now is the time to get out 
of NSA and show we have the in¬ 
itiative and intestinal fortitude to 
stick up for our own ideas and 
beliefs. 

Friday is the day we can do 
this by voting to NOT have NSA 
membership at Bradley.

too expensive for the distant 
members to send their entire quo¬ 
ta of delegates. 


THE FUNDAMENTAL consid¬ 
eration, perhaps, resolves itself 
into: 


1. What Bradley can do as a 
small group to make NSA a 
strong, rightist organization, and 

2. What benefits acrue from 
mmbership in NSA. The potential 
benefits were pointed out at an 
earlier date in the SCOUT. 

As for the other point: if there 
is any reasonable possibility of 
“doing any good” as a small 
group, with some backing per¬ 
haps from the University of Illin¬ 
ois and other downstate schools, 
Bradley university should remain 
a member of NSA for perhaps an¬ 
other year at least. By that time 
it can be determined either that 
we are fighting a losing cause, 
or that this possible hue is un¬ 
questionably pink. 

Otherwise, we should get out 
of NSA, withdraw our financial 
support, and make it quite clear 
to the local press, our Congress¬ 
men and all other schools in the 
area exactly why we are with¬ 
drawing from the organization. 
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CAMPUS COMMENT

What do you think Bradley should do 
about the NSA? 


DEAN LESLIE H. TUCKER — Bradley 
joined the NSA in the hope that we might 
benefit by belonging to a national organiza¬ 
tion which could pass on to us the best ideas 
and projects found on other campuses. So 
far we have received little of this type of 
help. It now develops that the organization 
seems to be dominated by a couple of schools 
which are determined to oppose any measure 
intended to control subversive activities. 
Apparently the majority of the member 
schools concur in this feeling in regard to 
subversives. If this be true then I feel that 
we should disassociate ourselves from the 
NSA entirely. 


JOHN RILEY, freshman—I think we def¬ 
initely should drop NSA. There is no doubt 
in my mind that it is subversive because the 
way it stands now it would be impossible to 
change the existing conditions. The voting 
power of NSA is that of the group rather 
than the individuals in the organization. If 
a school disagreed with the policy of the 
entire group and stated its objections, then 
these objections would not be cited in the 
minutes but would be stricken from the 
record if the objections were over-ruled. 
Therefore any prosecution of the group 
would involve all the members regardless of 
their standing. 


ROY GILLESPIE, junior—I think we need 
to investigate the NSA further before any 
action is taken because there is such a dif¬ 
ference of opinion on campus among the stu¬ 
dent leaders. An organization of this type 
would be good for Bradley students providing 
the NSA IS what its constitution states it 
to be. A possible solution to the problem 
would be a credit chapel where student lead¬ 
ers could debate the issues involved thus 
giving the student body all the pertinent 
details. 


JACK MILNE, freshman—I do not think 
Bradley should renew its membership in the 
NSA next year. From our delegates' reports 
it is obvious that the organization is subver¬ 
sive. I don't think the Bradley Student 
Council could form a block from this region 
which would be powerful enough to combat 
the elements of subversiveness in the Chi¬ 
cago area.

LATE TUESDAY AFTERNOON, WE received a tele¬ 
gram, a replica of which appears on page three of this week’s 
issue, from the Hon. Harold H. Velde, representative to Con¬ 
gress from the 18th congressional district and member of the 
committee on un-American activities. 

The SCOUT feels indebted to Congressman Velde for his 
sincere interest in the Bradley NSA election. 


HIS URGE FOR EVERY STUDENT to express their 
opinion at the polls, tomorrow, is one that we would like to 
further emphasize. It is extremely important that you as 
students take a forward step concerning this issue by think¬ 
ing everything over carefully and then voting for w T hat you 
think is best. 

Since we have complied with the various groups in obtain¬ 
ing both sides of the NSA story and have issued statements 
from both factions, we must, if we are to retain proper 
editorial dignity, state our own decision concerning them. 


THEREFORE, THE SCOUT SINCERELY states that for 
the best interest of the student body of Bradley university, 
we should vote for withdrawing from NSA immediately. 

Through the following facts, we have arrived at our 
definite decision: 

1. WILLIAM BIRENBAUM, DIRECTOR of student 
activities at the University of Chicago and member of the 
National Advisory council of NSA, said, in a recent address 
to the Illinois regional NSA meeting, “The association is pale 
with defeat, frustrated in its activities, and threatened with 
complete ineffectuality, should be obvious to all who observe. 
To refuse to acknowledge that the end might be near, reflects 
foolish optimism or plain ignorance. Crisis has been usual 
for NSA; but now the ultimate crisis has arrived. Sudden 
death or faltering decline are the apparent alternatives.” 

He also stated that in the beginning NSA had a cause. 
The real victory would be when they established the NSA 
for work in the United States and joined hands with the 
students of the world through the IUS. 


BIRENBAUM GOES ON, “IN 1951 what is NSA’s vic¬ 
tory? The association is on the brink of financial chaos. 
Its programs are being choked by organizational inepti¬ 
tudes, national staff dissentions . . .” Furthermore, he says, 
“Mimeographed releases have showered from a cloudy na¬ 
tional headquarters. If NSA has a cause today, few students 
know it.” 

It is important that everyone note that Mr. Birenbaum 
is an advisor to NSA and that he openly states that NSA is 
tailing apart, operated by a cloudy national headquarters, 
and had attempted to unite with IUS, the International Union 
of Students, now recognized, throughout the nation, as being 
definitely communistic. 


2. THE REPORT OF WARREN REYNOLDS, Bradley 
delegate to the NSA Chicago convention, that revealed the 
University of Chicago-Roosevelt college domination and the 
subversive elements. The words of Congressman Velde, 
“I am of the opinion that Bradley students would be wise in 
voting to withdraw its membership from NSA and leave 
Roosevelt college and University of Chicago chapters to stew 
in their own juice.” The remarks made by members of our 
administration, appearing in the Campus Comment column 
of this issue. But most of all a careful research by us that 
has clearly shown the harm that NSA could cause Bradley, 
has brought about our decision. 


3. THE VERY FACT THAT when a school’s student 
governing body belongs to such an organization then every 
student is in a sense a member of the organization, has caused 
us to think seriously before making a decision. We do not 
want any part of a group that has exerted itself as being 
subversive. A group that may very well be a front for Com¬ 
munists to use toward using the American students as tools 
in destroying the things which he cherishes. 


4. WE WOULD LIKE TO BRING up another fact: The 
University of Texas, which was instrumental toward the 
founding of NSA, has been forced by the state of Texas to 
withdraw from NSA because of that organization’s policies. 
And many other schools throughout the country have halted 
NSA from entering or else abandoning after seeing the light. 


5. IN ANSWER TO IDEAS to form a bloc and wipe out 
the subversive element in NSA, we must look at this realis¬ 
tically. Dr. Phillip Baker indicates in his column that Brad¬ 
ley is only entitled to six members and is merely insignificant 
compared to the Chicago schools. It’s only logical that we 
would be throwing away valuable resources in a hopeless 
cause. Money that we could be using toward something con¬ 
structive, e. g., a student union on campus. Then too, we 
would be involving ourselves deeper in NSA trends and caus¬ 
ing unnecessary harm by supporting the organization. 

Since our space is limited, we must conclude with one 
closing statement. We again ask you to consider all of these 
points carefully and to vote.

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THREE ATTEND ANNUAL CONVENTION OF COLLEGE UNIONS

Dick Koepping, Richard Velde, 
and Harry Gaghen represented 
Bradley at the 28th annual con¬ 
vention of the association of col¬ 
lege unions on Apr. 25-28 at 
Michigan State college. 

Harry Gaghen sat in on a staff 
workshop for schools with enroll¬ 
ments up to 3,000 with Robert 
Chapman, Michigan State, as 
leader. Round table discussions 
concerning the following ques¬ 
tions were held: 

1. Do students help decide fin¬ 
ancial operation 

2. How much should students 
control policy 

3. How Union Board and Stu¬ 
dent government affect one an¬ 
other 

4. What are the profits if any 
in the food service 

5. What college subsidies of 
service union gives to students. 


AT ST. LAWRENCE, students 
run student union and charge 
students $5 a semester. Students 
wanted it and govern it entirely. 

Two dollars per semester per 
student for union goes for pro¬ 
gram of union. This includes 
dances, equipment, etc. Private 
parties pay additional $10 jani¬ 
torial fee. The fee for the regular 
program is $.75 per semester 
during the summer session. The 
financial report is published in 
the school paper annually. 

At Minnesota all students are 
included in the union. The pri¬ 
mary object of the union board 
is education. 


AT MONTANA THE IDEA is 

to give the students some infor¬ 
mation but not in too much de¬ 
tail since it doesn’t go over too 
well. A 235,000 dollar building 
was built from a special buildini 
fund. There is a separate $3.75 
fee for operation of union. 


IOWA STATE COLLEGE is 

experimenting by asking for a 
student fee. 

Ninety percent of the schools 
represented have a union fee. All 
have reported food profits. 


THURSDAY MORNING the 

fellows attended a session for 
staff of delegates. Afterwards 
the students met to discuss the 
speeches, and one of the matters 
considered important was “what 
is the best thing your unions are 
doing towards National defense?” 
Wisconsin answered, “to help 
curb wild enlisting”, Arkansas 
said “leadership training” and 
Illinois Normal stated “leader¬ 
ship school.” 

G. Mennen Williams, Gov. of 
Mich., said at the welcoming ban¬ 
quet that unions present an op¬ 
portunity for training, and leader¬ 
ship. Williams likened the co¬ 
operation in student unions to 
the cooperation necessary in a 
democracy. He also voiced a high 
opinion on the convention since 
it offered an opportunity to make 
“new and lasting friendships.” 


DICK KOEPPING ATTEND¬ 
ED a group discussion on meth¬ 
ods of gaining campus-wide in¬ 
terest in your union. The policies 
and purposes discussed were: 

1. The policy of student Unions 
is to better serve there constitu¬ 
ent groups through greater par¬ 
ticipation in and further expan¬ 
sion of services and activities, 

a. Strive for the maximum

b. Strive for the maximum 
participation in Union pro¬ 
grams and activities. 

2. Purpose then is to stimulate 
campus-wide interest in your 
Union and its program.

b. What are criteria for 
measuring campus-wide in¬ 
terest? 

c. What are methods for 
gaining and increasing 
campus-wide interest? 

d. What should our Union 
programs include to guar¬ 
antee campus-wide partici¬ 
pation? 

3. How can we maintain high 
campus-wide interest in our 
Unions once it has been achieved? 

4. How must we view our Union 
in relation to the role it plays on 
campus to the student, the Uni¬ 
versity, the alumni, and the pub¬ 
lic to measure campus-wide in¬ 
terest?

A satisfactory percent of campus 
student population should par¬ 
ticipate. If it is to be self support¬ 
ing, it should have sufficient 
business to be self supporting. 

The campus should be intimate¬ 
ly concerned with programs and 
activities of the student union. 
Students should feel that the 
Union is their “student center.” 


RICHARD VELDE ATTEND¬ 
ED a discussion period on meth¬ 
ods of determining students 
needs. A survey of what all stu¬ 
dents need in their relations with 
other students listed recognition, 
mastery, experience, security, 
food, relaxation, and affection.

Owen finds himself increasingly 
busy representing the university 
on a number of national and re¬ 
gional boards and commissions. 

The most recent honor and 
responsibility conferred upon him 
was his appointment, announced 
in Washington, D.C., as one of 
the four directors representing 
the “public interest” of the Fed¬ 
eral Home Loan Bank of Chicago, 
an organization similar to the 
Federal Reserve Bank system, 
and supervises some two billion 
dollars in assets and with assets 
of its own amounting to two 
hundred million dollars. 

One such “public interest” 
director is appointed each year 
to this bank, and President 
Owen will serve a four-year 
term which expires December 


31, 1954. Regular meetings of 
the directors are held monthly 
m Chicago. 

President Owen was also re¬ 
cently elected to the National 
Commission on Public Relations 
of the American Association of 
Colleges, at its meeting in Atlan¬ 
tic City, and was also one of 
eleven university administrators 
appointed to the special national 
committee on the relationships 
between the colleges and the 
armed forces. 

The Bradley prexy was re¬ 
cently appointed to his fourth 
term as the representative of 
the college and university 
presidents of the state on the 
Education Committee of the 
Illinois Chamber of Commerce. 
He is the only college or uni¬ 
versity president on this com¬ 
mittee, which also includes 
Vernon L. Nickell, State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction,

The Tekes tied two men for 
third and fourth, Joe Wurl, last 
year’s champion, and Bud Weir. 
Theta Xi’s Bob Olin nabbed fifth 
slot. The Sigma Chi’s netted the 
second highest total for the open¬ 
ing round when Elmer Behnke 
successfully defended his javelin 
crown. Big “E” was aided and 
abbetted by another Sig, Jim Dil¬ 
lon, who threw second best. Al¬ 
though the distances were not as 
good as last year’s this can be 
blamed on a strong head wind 
which was offering much resist¬ 
ance, however a good toss of 128 
feet was enough. Corky Skoog 
of Lambda Chi netted third place, 
Fred Ziegler, Alpha Pi, out-dis¬ 
tanced number five man Claude 
Boland, Rho Delta, for a fourth 
place. 

The shot put added weight to 
the Tekes’ pole vault effort to 
secure the third highest total of 
ten points.

The SCOUT feels this right in 
line with the expanding interfra¬ 
ternity and intramural athletic 
program of Bradley, who, for the 
first time in the history of col¬ 
lege basketball, sponsored the 
first interfraternity basketball 
tournament. We sincerely hope 
this trophy will be an aid in 
increasing the calibre of athletes 
in the above fields of this school’s 
athletic program. 


EMPHASIS HAS BEEN put on 
the SCOUT selections, because in 
this way, a fraternity who might 
list points for a man who partici¬ 
pated in only a very small way in 
some sport will not have a very 
good chance for the trophy. 
Therefore, the fraternities will 
undoubtedly enter their most 
active man into the competition 
for the trophy. 

Each fraternity will submit 
their man with the highest total 
to the SCOUT for validation. The 
committee will check the report 
with the records and any man 
who has points listed for a sport 
in which he did not participate 
will be disqualified. 

The winner must have a 4. 
grade average. 

The winner must be an active 
member of a fraternity, but any 
amount of his points could have 
been garnered as a pledge. 


THE WINNER WILL BE an¬ 
nounced at the coming Honors 
Day assembly by Editor in Chief 
Bill Tuft. Each man that is sub¬ 
mitted by his fraternity will be 
mentioned, and his points will be 
checked before the winner is an¬ 
nounced. Only the winners will 
be mentioned at the ceremony, 
while all will be honored at the 
presentation. 

Also at the assembly, recogni¬ 
tion of the outstanding intra¬ 
mural athletes will be made. 

An identical trophy will be pre¬ 
sented to the outstanding ath¬ 
lete in the intramural sports pro¬ 
gram.

MR. VELDE: Mr. Speaker, the 
student body at Bradley Univer¬ 
sity, Peoria, Illinois, will on Fri¬ 
day, May 18 hold a referendum 
to determine if Bradley shall or 
shall not withdraw its member¬ 
ship in the National Student’s 
Association. The NSA is a stu¬ 
dent organization consisting of 
representatives of over 300 Amer¬ 
ican college and university stu¬ 
dent governments. Bradley U 
joined the NSA in February of 
1950, with the understanding that 
it was organized to accomplish 
several objectives, including: 

1. Promotion of beneficial 
aids for students in col- 
leges and universities 
throughout the nation. 

2. Sponsorship of the Pur¬ 
chase Card System, which 
provides cooperative meth¬ 
ods to obtain student dis¬ 
counts on purchases. 

3. Filling the long exist¬ 
ing need for a representa¬ 
tive inter-collegiate organi¬ 
zation designed to serve 
the American student com¬ 
munity, and to promote stu¬ 
dent interests and welfare. 

The Bradley U. Student Coun¬ 
cil voted to hold this important 
referendum next Friday as a 
result of a report made by War¬ 
ren Reynolds, who was a delegate 
to an Illinois NSA Convention 
held at Chicago on last April 
22nd and 23rd. Delegate Rey¬ 
nolds, according to the May 10th 
issue of the campus newspaper, 
THE BRADLEY SCOUT, report¬ 
ed substantially as follows: 
“Illinois colleges and uni¬ 
versities in attendance, in- 
eluded DePaul, Rosary, 
Rockford, Roosevelt, Chi¬ 
cago, Mundelein, North 
Central, St. Francis, Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois, and 
Bradley. Despite the strong 
opposition of Delegate Rey¬ 
nolds, the convention voted 
to stand oppose to five bills 
to control subversive activi¬ 
ties now pending in the 
Illinois State Legislature. 

The convention also passed 
the following Resolutions, 
which were opposed by the 
sole Bradley delegate: 

1. To implement NSA stu¬ 
dent Bill of Rights on cam¬ 
puses. 

2. To oppose all bills to 
prevent Communists from 
teaching. 

3. To oppose all loyalty 
oaths. 

4. To urge repeal of the 
McCarran - Wood Commu¬ 
nist Control Act. 

Delegate Reynolds reported 
that all of these pro-Com- 
munist Resolutions were 
sponsored by the large dele¬ 
gations from the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago and Roose¬ 
velt College.” 

An astute editorial writer for 
THE BRADLEY SCOUT com¬ 
ments as follows on this report: 
“In the face of the publica¬ 
tion of the Reynolds report 
on NSA, it is difficult to 
fail from noticing the or¬ 
ganization’s definite Roose¬ 
velt College-Chieago Uni¬ 


versity domination with 
very pink trends. Since 
Bradley is a member of 
this organization, which 
may very well have start¬ 
ed with fine ideals only to 
be shattered by a group of 
radicals, that would make 
every BU student in a sense 
a part of it. Therefore, it is 
very important that every 
student should strive to¬ 
ward finding out all infor¬ 
mation concerning NSA, 
both pro and con, then vote 
accordingly. The SCOUT 
feels that since this organi¬ 
zation has opposed ideals 
of the American way of life 
and has asserted itself as 
being subversive, it is the 
duty of every student to 
aid the movement toward 
the abandonment of NSA; 
but, nevertheless, before 
YOU make your decision, 
consider both sides. We will 
publish additional informa¬ 
tion next week.” 

It is a well know fact that 
powerful elements of the Illinois 
Communist Party, Young Com¬ 
munist League and The American 
Youth for Democracy have in the 
past concentrated their efforts 
to influence students and facul¬ 
ties of the University of Chicago 
and Roosevelt College in the Com¬ 
munist movement. These subver¬ 
sive elements have, through their 
treacherous and un - American 
maneuvers, been able to place 
Communists and Communist- 
sympathizers in control over 
many student organizations on 
the Roosevelt College and Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago campuses. 
They apparently have been able 
to gain control of the local chap¬ 
ters of the Natioal Student As¬ 
sociation in these two institu¬ 
tions. These two chapters in turn 
have, through the usual Commu¬ 
nist technique of “divide and 
conquer” gained control of the 
offices and policies of the Illinois 
Regional Chapter of NSA. 

The National Student Associa¬ 
tion was originally organized for 
perfectly legitimate purposes and 
there seems to be little evidence 
at the present time that the Com¬ 
munist Party has actually taken 
over control of the NSA on a 
national level. It is equally a well 
known fact that drastic attempts 
by the Communist Party and the 
AYD to infiltrate the organization 
on a national level were made 
from its very inception. This at¬ 
tempt is proven by a review of 
the files of the Un-American Ac¬ 
tivities Committee. 

Mr. Walter S. Steele stated in 
testimony before the Un-Ameri¬ 
can Activities Committee in July 
of 1947 as follows: 

“Young reds are evidenc¬ 
ing considerable interest at 
the present time in a com¬ 
paratively new youth move¬ 
ment, the National Stu¬ 
dent's Organization which 
was conceived at a con¬ 
gress of youth held in Chi¬ 
cago late in 1946.” 

The interest of the Communists 
in the NSA further shown by ar¬ 
ticles concerning it in the West 
Coast Communist newspaper, 
People’s World, and the Commu¬ 


nist monthly, Political Affairs, 
which describe itself as: 

“A magazine devoted to 
the theory and practice of 
Marxism-Leninism,” 

both articles appearing just after 
the National Constitutional Con¬ 
vention to the NSA in 1947. 
People’s World of September 10, 
1947 claimed that the organiza¬ 
tion embraced all points of view 
to be found among students and, 
“by a vote of 401 to 36, de¬ 
cided to seek affiliation 
with the studets of other 
lands banded together in 
the International Union of 
Students.” 

Political Affairs, of October, 
1947, contained an article by Mar¬ 
vin Shaw, who claimed: 

“The founding Constitu¬ 
tional Convention of the 
’ United States National Stu¬ 
dent Association . . . mark¬ 
ed a milestone in the de¬ 
velopment of the postwar 
American student move¬ 
ment ... if the National 
Student Association is ef¬ 
fectively to carry out its 
program, it must develop 
some formal means of close 
contact and cooperation 
with the long-establisher, 
active national organiza¬ 
tions, e.g., the National 
Intercollegiate Christian 
/ Council (Y.M. - Y.M.C.A.), 
the National Federation of 
Catholic College Students, 
for Democratic Action, 
Young Progressive Citizens 
of America, American 
Youth for Democracy, As¬ 
sociation of Internes and 
Medical Students, the 
Council of Student Clubs 
of the Communist Party, 
and others. These organiza¬ 
tions were among the 
founders of the N.S.A.” 

He claimed further: 

“These two representatives 
of the Council of Student 
Clubs of the Communist 
Party, in democratic con¬ 
trast to the procedure on 
many campuses, were able 
to participate actively in 
the convention, contribut¬ 
ing both to the Constitu¬ 
tion and to the program.” 

While at the present time it 
appears that the NSA is free 
from Communist domination on a 
national level, all the state and 
regional divisions, as well as 
local chapters of the NSA have 
reason to become increasingly 
vigilant in view of the pro-Com- 
munist resolutions passed at the 
Illinois Regional Convention at 
Chicago on April 22nd and 23rd. 
Certainly the fact that all of the 
resolutions passed at the Illinois 
Convention expressed opposition 
to Communist-control legislation 
of national and state scope fur¬ 
nished evidence of the Commu¬ 
nist domination of the Roosevelt 
College and the University of 
Chicago chapters. Students at 
Bradley U have recognized this 
undeniable truth. They realize 
too that these two delegations, in 
sponsoring the pro-Communist 
resolutions, were actually not so 
much interested in preserving 
academic freedoms as they were 
in following the Communist 


JAMES STOCKDALE, presi¬ 
dent of the student council, an¬ 
nounced Bradley may form a 
Missouri Valley Student Council 
association to give a chance for 
free interchange of ideas to 
schools in that region. 

Dr. Philip S. Baker, student 
council advisor, said, “In view of 
the difficulties in getting suffi¬ 
cient support to fight the radical 
element in NSA, withdrawing 
from the association is a good 
thing. Bradley will continue the 
fight on the outside.”

Jim Philbee galloped to firsts 
in the low and high hurdles while 
Dave Watson wrapped up honors 
in the broad jump to spearhead 
the Bradley track team into third 
place in the Central Collegiate 
track meet, Saturday. 

Marquette compiled 68 V 2 points 
to take team honors while de¬ 
fending champ Notre Dame fol¬ 
lowed with 45 %. Bradley had 
31%, Bowling Green 16 V 2 , Bald¬ 
win Wallace 16, Drake 14 y 2f 
Loyola 9, and DePaul 6%. 

Meanwhile, the Bradley base¬ 
ball team sped to a 6-3 triumph 
over Camp Breckinridge for their 
second victory over the Soldiers 
in as many days.
